Component A: Mayor’s Foreword 



As Executive Mayor of the Saldanha Bay Municipality (SBM) it is once more a privilege to present 
the Municipality's Annual Report for the 2017/18 financial year. Whilst tabling the Annual Report 
is required in compliance with legal prescripts, it also provides an opportunity to highlight 
achievements of Council as well as challenges being faced. 

The period covered by this Annual Report, is the first full financial year of my government since 
the local elections that were held in August 2016. The municipality continued to experience 
continuity with regards to the permanent appointment of a municipal manager. Dr Pierre Voges, 
who was appointed in August 2017 but needed time to settle while being pre-occupied with the 
water crisis. 


This financial year must be singled out for the worst drought ever recorded. SBM almost "ran dry" towards the end of April 2018! 
I am very proud of the "SBM Team" which managed our water supply throughout the very critical months of the drought. We also 
owe gratitude to our residents who supported the measures that were put in place to conserve the very critical water supply. 


For the 2017/18 financial year the SBM was issued with an unqualified audit with two material findings which refer to supply chain 
requirements. It can again be stated that good governance is prevalent in an environment where service delivery is paramount. 
The financial situation of the Municipality is sound, despite the difficult economic situation being experienced. There are however 
serious challenges that lie ahead with a decreasing residential tax base that will hopefully be augmented by contributions of 
commercial undertakings being established in the IDZ and elsewhere in the municipal area. 


The biggest challenge ahead is probably providing basic services to the ever-increasing population in the municipal area, most of 
whom cannot contribute to the municipality's revenue base. 


The SBM has, after a long period of planning and public participation, approved the 4th Generation Integrated Development Plan 
for the period 2017 to 2022. The IDP is our principal strategic framework that guides decisions made within the municipality for 
our community. Included in the IDP are our five game changers that have been articulated to give effect to the developmental 
objectives of the SBM, namely 


■ Economic Development and Growth; 
' Customer Care; 

• Technology and Innovation; 

' Cleanliness; and 
' Youth. 


We have achieved some significant goals of which we are very proud especially those which have received national acclaim such 
as our water management and implementation of the new Municipal Standard Charts of Accounts as well as the recycling award 
in which we come in second in the country. We are however mindful of the multiple challenges that lie ahead. 
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I wish to conclude by thanking the Mayoral Committee, my fellow councilors, the Executive Management Team which includes 
the Municipal Manager and Departmental Directors and all other valued staff members of the municipality. We have a 
Constitutional mandate to perform and it would not be possible without dedicated staff! We will continue to strive towards 
delivering the highest standards of service delivery in order to meet our vision of a

Municipal Manager’s Overview 


Other than the Cape Metropole, the West Coast region, with Saldanha the main node, is the 
fastest growing area in the Western Cape. The Saldanha Bay Municipality is the key 
municipality in this service delivery and economic growth drive. 

The Port of Saldanha, the biggest natural port in Africa, and the establishment of the Industrial 
Development Zone (IDZ), is a crucial springboard for the attraction of sectors such as 
renewable energy production, as well as the oil and gas clusters. Infrastructure to develop 
these sectors are in the process of construction and a wide array of construction contracts are 
incrementally concluded to slowly bring the IDZ to completion and eventually into full 
operation. 

The Municipality is a pro-active, and is not only fulfilling in its service delivery mandate, but also in an active economic 
development mandate as is mandated in the Constitution. In an environment of increasing scarce resources, the Saldanha Bay 
Municipality is pursuing an approach of "doing more with less" in the promotion of efficient, economic and effective use of 
resources and to be responsive to the needs of the community. The provision of basic services to the increasing number of 
residents is a high priority and must be further developed to meet the growing demand. The Municipality is stepping up on its 
housing delivery programme and has developed an Informal Housing Settlement plan in an effort for to "formalise" informal 
housing settlements. The Municipality has embarked on multi-million Rand infrastructure projects to improve capacity for future 
development and extending the useful life of its infrastructure, specifically water and sewage. 

For the year under review the Auditor-General issued Saldanha Bay municipality with an unqualified audit report with findings. 
There were no material finidings on the annual financial statements and on pre-determined objectives, with material findings 
raised by the auditor general only relating to non-compliance to supply chain management related legislative requirements. The 
actions implemented to address the findings will be monitored on a quarterly basis through the office of the municipal manager, 
through its combined assurance structures to prevent reoccurence. 

The financial position of the Municipality can be regarded as sound. It is evident though that there is a growing gap between the 
rates base and the need to deliver services to an above average influx of people into the Municipal area. The growth in the rates 
base can only be in one area, i.e. in the increase of sustainable economic growth in Saldanha Bay. 

It has become clear that municipalities in South Africa will be increasingly burdened with the demand for service delivery to non¬ 
rate paying citizens. If innovative ways are not developed to grow municipal economies, it will lead to a "deathtrap", i.e. the 
growing gap between service delivery cost and revenue generation. 

Lastly, I wish to thank the committed staff that is aware that increased performance will only come through working smarter a nd 
"doing more with less". 
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1.2 Municipal Functions, Population and Environmental Overview 


This report addresses the performance of the Saldanha Bay Municipality in the Western Cape in respect of its core legislative 
obligations. Local government must create the participatory framework that defines and enhances the relationship between 
elected leaders and their communities. This requires that the council of the municipality provides regular and predictable reporting 
on programme performance and the general state of affairs in their locality. 

The 2017/18 Annual Report reflects on the performance of the Saldanha Bay Municipality for the period 1 July 2017 to 
30 June 2018. The Annual Report is prepared in terms of Section 121(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), in 
terms of which the Municipality must prepare an Annual Report for each financial year.

1.2.2 Demographic Information 

a) Municipal Geographical Information 

Saldanha Bay Municipality (WC014) is a local municipality located on the West Coast of South Africa, approximately 140 kilometers 
north of Cape Town. It forms part of the West Coast District Municipality (DCl), situated in the Western Cape Province. The 
Swartland Municipality borders the municipality in the west by the Atlantic Ocean, in the north by the Bergrivier Municipality and 
the east. 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality covers an area of 2 015 km^ (approximately 166 565,48 hectares) and has a coastline of 238km. In 
total 6.5% of the geographical land are urban land and 93.5% rural land. Overall Saldanha Bay municipality constitutes 6.4% of the 
entire West Coast geographical land making it the smallest municipal area in the district. 
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The head office is located in Vredenburg, with satellite offices in Hopefield, St Helena Bay, Paternoster, Saldanha and Langebaan. 
Saldanha Bay has the largest natural port in Africa and the area is earmarked as a regional engine for the development of the 
Western Cape Province.

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The area includes a number of big rural areas, as well as the following towns: 


St Helena Bay: 


St. Helena Bay is one of the world's principal fishing centres. The cold Benguela current surges upwards along this part of the coast 
and bring to the surface large concentrations of nutrient salt. Huge shoals of anchovies and pilchards (before they were depleted 
by over fishing) fed in the area on the plankton which flourished on the nutrient salts. 
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Twelve busy fish-processing factories were established along the 21km curve of the shore from West Point to Sandy Point and 
Stompneus. In the heyday of pilchards, the scene was one of frenzied activity during the catching season, which normally lasted 
from the 1 January to 31 July. The bay is also well known for its Snoek, especially during the winter months. St. Helena is especially 
beautiful since wheat fields reach down almost to the water's edge and only a tarmac road runs along the coast providing a 
boundary line between agriculture and fishing. Furthermore, because of the town's position it is the only town on the West Coast 
where the sun rises over the sea. 

The Southern Right whales come annually from the Sub-Antarctic regions to calve and mate during the months of June to 
November. Humpback whales may be sighted during the months of October and November as these animals migrate south from 
their breeding grounds in tropical West Africa to their feeding grounds in the Antarctic. The bay is also popular for the dolphins; 
schools of over 1 000 have been sighted at times. The bay also hosts a variety of marine birds, penguins and large colonies of 
seals. 

Jacobsbaai: 

Jacobsbaai is a beautiful isolated bay a few kilometres north of Saldanha Bay with a sea frontage of about 2km. Its interesting 
coastline has peninsulas, rocky and sandy bays with cosy beaches and an abundance of seafood, crayfish, fish, mussels and 
abalone. Jacobsbaai is often referred to as "Namaqualand by the sea" since its wild flowers are breathtakingly beautiful in spring. 

The housing development at Jacobsbaai is taking place according to strict architectural guidelines in an effort to create a typical 
West Coast town. 

Paternoster: 

The first maritime survey of this part of the coast was done in the 1790's by Francis Renier Duminy, Captain of the Dutch East India 
Company ship, De Meermin. 

Although life in Paternoster is still very much associated with the sea and fishing industry (Paternoster Fisheries), it is to this 
historic fishing village that the traveller comes to relax. Quaint, whitewashed cottages nestle gently on the sloping hill called 
Kllprug. 

Cape Columbine Nature Reserve (Tietiesbaai); 

The reserve covers an area of 263 ha along the rocky stretch of coastline with numerous Inlets and coves. This area was declared 
a nature reserve in December 1973. The vegetation of typical West Coast field ranges from the well-known West Coast fynbos to 
Karoo succulent. In spring (August to October) the area is covered in a bright tapestry of wild flowers. This reserve boasts the last 
manually controlled lighthouse to be built In South Africa. It is usually the first South African lighthouse to be seen by ships coming 
from Europe. The lighthouse was built In 1936 on Castle Rock and stands at a height of 80m above sea level and casts a beam 
which is visible for about 50km. 

The significant white boulders, where great humped rocks crouch around little rocky bays, make this unspoiled gem one of the 
most beautiful beaches on the West Coast. The vast beach, washed by a fresh Atlantic Ocean, can satisfy the enthusiastic kayaker 
in a safe paddling environment. 

Apart from dolphins and whales, the coastline, together with an abundance of mussels, is very famous for the West Coast Rock 
Lobster, abalone and other seafood. The peaceful surroundings that typify this place of "Red Gold" also offer pristine hiking trails 
and unforgettable sunsets that slowly vanish in brilliant colours.

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Saldanha: 


Today Saldanha has a huge iron ore quay and is home to a large variety of fishing vessels. Saldanha Bay is the largest natural bay 
in South Africa: it offers a paradise for water sport enthusiasts. Its sheltered harbour plays an important part in the huge Sishen- 
Saldanha iron ore project at which Saldanha Steel, a state of the art steel mill, takes centre stage. The town is not only important 
for export but also hosts many other industries, for example, crayfish, fish, mussels, oysters, seaweed and many more. Saldanha 
is also the location of the South African Military Academy as well as SAS SALDANHA, a naval training unit. 

Things to see in Saldanha include the French Huguenot Memorial, Doc's Cave, the Breakwater and Cummings Grave. The 
breakwater was built in 1976 and is 1.8 km long. It connects the main land with Marcus Island. There are also hiking trails for the 
nature lover at Oranjevlei and at the SAS Saldanha Naval Base. Furthermore, boat trips to the islands in the bay, as well as fishing 
trips, can be organised (weather permitting). 

Hopefield: 

The town, 120km from Cape Town, is situated on the R45 and can be reached by either the West Coast R27 or N7 highways. Today 
the town serves the grain, dairy, meat, honey and "waterblommetjie" farmers of the area. It also boasts excellent education 
facilities and a modern retirement centre. Hopefield is situated in the heart of Fynbos country with spectacular displays of 
wildflowers around the town and on the tarred road from Hopefield to Velddrif during August and September. The large wetland 
area provides the nature lover with prolific bird life and beautiful hiking trails especially in the Berg River area. The town provides 
a peaceful and serene environment for its inhabitants whether young or old. The climate is excellent; the summers are hot while 
the winters mild with an average of 300mm rain per annum. The price of property and fairly low rates and taxes attract many a 
city dweller that yearns for a quiet country retreat. It also boasts a modern, fully licensed sports complex with conference and 
function facilities. The annual events are the hunting day held in June when hunting parties take to the field to hunt the game in 
the area. At the Fynbos Show held at the end of August more than 200 species are brought indoors and displayed in their natural 
environment. The "Commando" horse and tractor trail provides great enjoyment to many visitors who appreciate the breath 
taking scenery not readily accessible to the public. The beautiful flowers, clear air and famous West Coast hospitality are like a 
never ending symphony! 

Vredenburg: 

Vredenburg, which means the town of peace, started somewhat less peaceful than its name implies. A spring, that bubbles on the 
boundary line separating two farms Heuningkiip and Witteklip, had the owners of these two farms, W. Baard and C. Loubser, 
quarrelling so much over water rights that the spring was first known as Twisfontein (fountain of strife) and later, as legal action 
was taken, as Prosesfontein (lawsuit fountain). In 1875 a congregation was established and a church was built which helped to 
bring peace (vrede) to settle the dispute. A monument was erected near the site of the contentious spring. Today numerous 
businesses line the main road of Vredenburg, the largest administrative and commercial centre on the West Coast. In 1975, by 
government decree, Vredenburg and Saldanha were united as the Vredenburg-Saldanha Municipality. 

Langebaan: 

Just over 100 kilometers from Cape Town, next to the scenic Langebaan Lagoon, nestles the picturesque town of Langebaan, often 
described as the jewel of the West Coast. The name it is said (amongst other theories) to originate from the Dutch phrase 
meaning "Long Fjord". 
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The town boasts several good restaurants, a variety of shops, banking facilities, supermarkets, doctors, dentists and veterinary 
surgeons, filling stations, boat yards, a yacht club, boutique hotels and guest houses and a highly regarded retirement village. 
Additionally the town also hosts various resorts including the Langebaan Country Estate with its internationally recognized 18 hole 
golf course and Mykonos with its marina, casino and conference facilities. 

Langebaan lies directly adjacent to the 30 000 ha West Coast National Park , well known for its birding ( where 75 species have 
been observed in a day and 250 in a single year) and autumn flower display, both attracting domestic and international tourists.. 
The town has of late also become one of the preferred destinations for the wind and kite surfing fraternity, also drawing visitors 
from abroad, all contributing to the local economy. 

b) Population 

Saldanha Bay Municipality has the second largest population at 111 173 (2011 Stats: 99 193) in the West Coast District which, 
according to the 2016 Community Survey conducted by Statistics South Africa. The forecasts of the Western Cape Department of 
Social Development, is that this total will gradually Increase over the next 5 years and is expected to reach 122 265 by 2023. This 
equates to an approximate 9.8 % growth off the 2017 base estimate. 

The 2016 community results revealed a strong concentration of persons within the age category of 15-34 years at 40 696 in 
comparison to the 2011 Statistics which reflected a total of 36 264. Whilst the percentage Increase remained at 36.6% the in-and- 
out migration of persons seeking employment and business opportunities will have a significant Impact on the municipal services 
with the realisation of the economic growth and development projects forecasted. 

The Western Cape Department of Social Development reflected In the 2016 Socio-Economic Profile that there is an increasing 
dependency ratio of 44.0, 46.3 and 46.9 for the respective years of 2011, 2017 and 2023. As higher dependency ratios imply 
greater strain on the working age to support their economic dependents (children and aged), this increase will have far reaching 
social, economic and labour market implications. 

From a national perspective, the relative decrease in the working age population will result in lower tax revenues, pension 
shortfalls and overall Inequality as citizens struggle to tend to the needs of their dependents amidst increased economic hardship. 
At the municipal level, this decrease will also result In a smaller base from which local authorities can collect revenue for basic 
services rendered and will necessitate the prioritisation of spending on social services such as education, health and welfare.

d) Dwellings 

Whilst the national trend suggests an increase in access to formal housing the same cannot be said about Saldanha Bay as the 
proportion of the population with access to formal housing decreased from 82% in 2001 to 75% in 2016 due primarily to the influx 
of migrant workers to the area. There is a noticeable increase in informal dwellings from 17% (2011) to 22% (2016).

e) Economy 


Economic growth at the municipal level is essential for the attainment of economic development, the reduction of poverty and 
improved accessibility. Fostering this growth requires an in-depth understanding of the economic landscape within which each 
respective municipality operates. 

Saldanha Bay comprised R5.86 billion (or 30.56 %) of the District's total R19.16 billion GDPR as at the end of 2015. GDP growth 
averaged 2.95 % per annum over the period 2005-2015. This is below the District average of 3.42 %. Average annual growth of 
2.67 % in the post-recessionary period remains below the long-term trend but is on par with the District average of 2.75 %. 

Saldanha Bay employed 28 % (46330 labourers) of the West Coast District's labour force in in 2015, and employment grew at a 
moderate rate of 1.7 % per annum on average since 2005, which was above the overall district employment growth rate ofl.l % 
per annum. Employment growth has nevertheless picked up significantly in the post-recessionary period (2010-2015) averaging 
2.5 % per annum-this is on par with the district's employment growth rate of 2.7 % per annum over this period. Saldanha Bay has 
experienced job losses prior to and during the recession, but these jobs have been recovered and approximately 5720(net) 
additional jobs have been created since 2005(the majority of which has been created post-2010). 

The majority of the workforce in Saldanha Bay operates within the semi-skilled (32.50 %) and low-skilled sector (32.14 %). The 
semi-skilled sector was the only sector to experience a contraction in employment over the long term (-0.1 % per annum over the 
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period 2005 -2015). Low-skilled employment remained fairly stagnant over the long term, whilst skilled employment (which 
makes up 13.35 %of the municipality's workforce) grew at a moderate rate of 1.9 % per annum since 2005. The informal sector 
(which employs 22 % of the municipality's workforce) experienced robust growth of 7.8 % per annum over the past decade.

Agriculture,

This sector comprised R887.21 million (or 15.15 percent) of the Municipality's GDP in 2015. It displayed steady growth 
of 2.85% for the period 2005-2015; growth has nevertheless shown significant improvement in the post-recessionary 
period (the sector experienced a growth rate of 4.49% per annum over the period 2010 - 2015). 

Agriculture, Forestry and Fishing employed 31.77% of the area's workforce. Employment over the period 2005 - 2015 
has grown by 0.9% per annum on average. Employment growth nevertheless improved significantly in the late half of 
the decade (growing at a rate of 4.5% per annum on average since 2010). This growth has however been insufficient 
with regard to recovering all the jobs lost prior to- and during the recession, and as such, 500 jobs have been lost on 
net since 2005. 

The labour force in the primary sector is characterised by a relatively large proportion of unskilled labour. The majority 
(43.32% or 6 376 workers) of the workforce in Agriculture, Forestry and Fishing operate within the low-skill sector, 
which has experienced growth of 4.6% per annum since 2010. The semi-skilled sector employs 32.59% of the industry's 
workforce and has grown at a rate of 4.4% per annum since 2010. The skilled sector employs the smallest proportion 
of the municipality's workforce (5.20 % or 765 workers). This segment has shown robust growth post-recession (4.7% 
per annum). Despite the fast growth since 2010, employment in these three categories has stagnated over the long 
term (2005-2015) and all the jobs lost between 2005-2010 have not yet been recovered. The informal sector makes 
up 18.89 % of the industry's workforce and experienced robust long term growth as employment grew by 4.6 % per 
annum over the period 2005 - 2015. Informal employment growth within the Agriculture, Forestry and Fishing 
industry remained consistent throughout the last 10 years and the Informal sector may have absorbed some of the 
job losses from the other sectors. 

Secondary Sector 

Manufacturing 

The manufacturing sector comprised R1.305 billion (or 22.3 %) of the Municipality's GDP in 2015, making it the second 
largest sector in the Saldanha Bay region. The sector has experienced moderate growth of 1.25 % per annum on 
average over the period 2010 - 2015, and fared slightly better over the long term with growth averaging 1.49 % per 
annum since 2005. GDP growth in the manufacturing sector is consistently below the long term overall GDP trend for 
the region as the sector struggles to fully recover after the recession. 

The manufacturing sector employed 10.65 % of the area's workforce (making it the 4th largest employer in Saldanha 
Bay). Employment growth has nevertheless remained constrained over the past decade with a contraction of 0.7 % 
recorded for the period 2005 - 2015. Approximately 778 jobs have been lost on net in Saldanha Bay's manufacturing 
industry since 2005. 

A large number of workers employed in the manufacturing sector are classified as semi-skilled (39.6%) and low-skilled 
(31.8 %). Semi-skilled employment within the manufacturing sector contracted over the last decade, whilst 
employment within the low-skilled sector contracted by 0.3 %t per annum since 2005. Only 11.8 % of those employed 
in the manufacturing sector are categorised as skilled workers, and employment growth within this category has 
remained relatively stagnant since 2005. The informal sector makes up 16.8 % of the industry's workforce and 
experienced robust longterm growth as employment grew by 7.2 % per annum over the period 2005-2015. Informal 
employment within the manufacturing industry furthermore experienced robust growth of 6.6 % per annum post¬ 
recession. 

Construction 

The construction sector comprised R 239.3 million (or 4.08 %) of the municipality's GDP in 2015. Construction has 
nevertheless been the fastest growing industry since 2005, with growth averaging 5.94 % per annum. GDP growth has 
nevertheless slowed since the recession and averaged 1.80 % over the period 2010 - 2015 as the sector struggles to 
fully recover after the recession. 

The construction sector employed only 4.96 % of the area's workforce in 2015. Employment in the municipality's 
construction sector has grown by 2.4% per annum since 2005. Approximately 209 jobs have been created on net since 
2005, the majority of which were created over the period 2010 - 2015 (where employment growth averaged 1.2 % 
per annum). 

The majority (42.4 %) of the workers employed in the construction industry operate within the informal sector. 
Employment growth within this sector has been consistently high since 2005. Low-skilled employment makes up 17.5 
% and semi-skilled employment makes up 33.1 % of the workforce in the construction industry, and employment 
within both these sectors has contracted over the past decade (with employment contracting the fastest in the latter 
half of the decade). Workers employed in these sectors who have lost their jobs may have found employment in the 
informal sector. Skilled employment makes up only 7.1 % of the construction industry's workforce, and has grown at 
a moderate rate of 2.2 % per annum over the period 2005 - 2015 (with growth nevertheless stagnating in the post¬ 
recessionary period as employment in the sector struggles to recover)

Commercial services encompass the wholesale & retail trade, catering & accommodation, transport, storage & 
communication and finance, insurance, real estate & business services industries. This sector comprised R2.404 billion 
(or 41.0 %) of the Municipality's GDP in 2015 (the largest sector in the region). The industry grew at a faster rate than 
the overall municipality over the period 2005 - 2015 (3.59 %compared to the municipal average of 2.95 %); growth 
tapered downward to 2.87 % per annum in the post-recessionary (which is above the municipal average over this 
period). 

This sector employed 32.1 per cent of the areas workforce (making it the largest employer). Employment has shown 
consistent growth throughout the past decade recording a 3.4 % growth rate per annum on average. Employment 
growth dropped to 2.1 % per annum over the period 2010 - 2015 which is below the overall municipal employment 
growth in the post-recessionary period. On net, 4 027 jobs have been created within the commercial services industry 
in Saldanha Bay since 2005. 

More than a third (35.2 %) of the industry's workforce is classified as semi-skilled, while 18.6 % is classified as low- 
skilled and 15.5 % is classified as skilled. Employment within the skilled and low-skilled sectors grew at moderate rates 
of 2.1 % and 2.4 % per annum since 2005, whilst the semi-skilled sector experienced relatively slower rates of 0.8 % 
over the period 2005 - 2015. Low-skilled employment growth tapered down to 2.0 % in the post-recessionary period, 
whilst skilled employment increased marginally to 1.9 % per annum over this period (2010 - 2015). informal 
employment within the Commercial services industry makes up a significant portion (30.6 %) of the industries 
workforce and has experienced robust growth of 10.8 % per annum since 2005, and lower (but still strong) growth of 
4.5 % per annum over the last 5 years. The informal sector is responsible for the majority of the new jobs created in 
the industry.

The general government & community, social and personal services is moderately sized (comprising only 16.1 % or 
R943.63 million of the municipality's overall GDPR in 2015). The industry experienced GDPR growth of 3.61 % over the 
period 2005 - 2015 (and a marginally decreased rate of 3.21 % per annum since 2010) making it the third largest 
contributor to the overall municipal GDP figure within Saldanha Bay. 

The industry similarly employs a noteworthy share (20.27 %) of the area's workforce and its employment growth over 
the period 2005 - 2015 averaged 3.4 % per annum. Employment growth has slowed since the recession (to 2.8 % per 
annum over the period 2010 - 2015). 

A large proportion (39.9 %) of the industry's formally employed workforce are classified as low-skilled, while 23.9 % 
fall within the semi-skilled and 24.9 per cent are classified as skilled. Employment in the skilled category grew at 3.0 
% per annum over the period 2005 - 2015 overall, and has decelerated slightly since the recession (with growth 
averaging 2.5 per cent per annum over the period 2010 - 2015). Low-skilled employment grew at 2.8 % per annum 
since 2005, with growth tapering off at 2.2 % in the post-recessionary period. Semi-skilled employment similarly grew 
at a rate of 1.9 % per annum since 2005, with growth tapering off at 1.6 % per annum in the post-recessionary period. 
The informal sector employed only 11.2 per cent of the industries workforce, but grew at a rate of 17.6 % per annum 
over the period 2005 - 2015 (this growth nevertheless stemming from a small base)

1.2.3 Socio Economic Information 


a) Education Levels 


Education remains one of the key avenues through which the state is involved in the economy. In preparing individuals for future 
engagement in the labour market, policy choices and decisions in the sphere of education play a critical role in determining the 
extent to which future economic and poverty reduction plans can be realised. Saldanha Bay's matric outcomes peaked at 90.5% 
in 2013 and levelled out to 87.9% in 2014 and 2015 respectively as per the Western Cape Education Department, 2016; Annual 
Survey of Public and Independent Schools (ASS), 2015 

Learner enrolment in Saldanha Bay increased at an average annual growth rate of 2.7% between 2013 and 2015, which is an 
indication that access to education has improved in the Saldanha Bay area and should translate into opportunities for an inclusive 
society. 

The learner teacher ratio within Saldanha Bay was at its lowest in 2012 and deteriorated in 2013 and 2014 to more than 30 learners 
per teacher. The learner to teacher ratio was at its highest in 2015 at 47.7 learners per teacher which is well above the national 
standard of 30.3 learners per teacher. Factors influencing the learner teacher ratio is the ability of schools to employ more 
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educators when needed as well as schools struggling to collect fees from their learners are more likely to have high learner teacher 
ratios. 


The drop-out rate for learners within Saldanha Bay that enrolled from grade 10 in 2014 to grade 12 in 2016 was recorded at 29.5%, 
which is slightly higher than the average drop-out rate for the District (29.2%) over the same period. This might be due to the fact 
that Saldanha Bay has a very high percentage of no-fee schools in the District, as research indicates that learners often drop-out 
of school due to lack of money. 

b) Household income 

The annual income for households living within the Saldanha Bay municipal area divided into three categories i.e. the proportion 
of people that fall within the low, middle and high income brackets. Poor households fall under the low income bracket, which 
ranges from no income to just of R50 000 annually (R4 166 per month). An increase in living standards can be evidenced by a rising 
number of households entering the middle and high income brackets. 

Approximately 48.6 % of households in Saldanha Bay fall within the low income bracket, of which 14.1 % have no income. A 
sustained increase in economic growth within the Saldanha Bay municipal area is needed if the 2030 NDP income target of 
RllO 000 per person, per annum is to be achieved.

The decline can be contributed towards the 
increase in fuel levies, increase in VAT and higher tariffs because of the water 
restrictions implemented in the municipal area. Consumers are thus under tremendous 
pressure to pay their municipal accounts. 

Service debtor to revenue 

The service debtor to revenue ratio slightly decreased from 13.99% in 2016/17 to 

13.69% in 2017/18. This is an indication that the municipality's ability to collect 
outstanding debt from consumers is deteriorating and is also evident from the decline in 
collection ratio as indicated above.

2.5 Risk Management 

Section 62 of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), no. 56 of 2003 that the Accounting Officer should take all 
reasonable steps to ensure that the municipality has and maintains effective, efficient and transparent systems of financial and 
risk management and internal control as well as the effective, efficient and economical use of the resources of the municipality. 

Enterprise risk Management activity have been capacitated and resourced and tasked to drive the risk management processes 
and procedures to ensure that risk management is integrated into the operational, strategic and decision-making processes and 
procedures. 

Risk Management is one of management's core responsibilities per section 62 of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) 
and is an important management tool and an integral part of the internal processes of a municipality. It is a systematic and 
formalised process to identify, assess, manage, monitor, report and address risks on a continuous basis before such risks can 
impact negatively on the service delivery capacity and ability of the Saldanha Bay Municipality. When properly executed risk 
management provides reasonable assurance that the institution will be successful in achieving its goals and objectives. 

The Risk Management strategy was reviewed and adopted in April 2016, with the risk committee actively fluffing its role over the 
past 18 months to provide oversight and its assurance responsibility in terms of the effectiveness of risk management within the 
transition. 

Over the 2017/18 financial year, the risk committee, through the risk management activity, undertook a process to review and 
update the organizations operational and strategic risk registers to ensure the relevant risks impacting on the organization is 
identified, assessed and appropriately rated and managed. Additionally, departmental risk registers were developed and aligned 
to organizational risk registers to ensure departmental risks is identified and managed to get reasonable assurance that ultimately 
organisational objectives will be achieved, resources safeguarded and services delivered effectively, efficiently and economically. 
Management will be required to manage, and report on efforts made to mitigate the risks to ensure achievement of strategic 
objectives and delivery of operational services and support.

Further development of the organisational strategic and operational risk registers, the development of a combined assurance 
model as well as the adoption of risk appetite levels will be prioritised. 

Technology, information / data and industrialisation related risk, changing legislative and political landscape and financial / 
economic factors pose a serious (current and emerging risk) to the sustainability and the municipalities ability to achieve and 
deliver on its strategic and developmental objectives in an effective, efficient and economical manner and the ability of the 
organisation to safeguard and resources. 

2.6 Anti-Corruption and anti-fraud 

Section 83(c) of the MSA refers to the implementation of effective bidding structures to minimize the possibility of fraud and 
corruption and the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), section 112(1) (m)(i) identify supply chain measures to be 
enforced to combat fraud and corruption, favouritism and unfair and irregular practices. Section 115(1) of the MFMA states that 
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the accounting officer must take steps to ensure mechanisms and separation of duties in a supply chain management system to 
minimize the likelihood of corruption and fraud. 


Fraud representing a significant potential risk to the Saldanha Bay Municipal assets, service delivery efficiency and reputation. 
Saldanha Bay Municipality will not tolerate corrupt or fraudulent activities, whether Internal or external to the organisation, and 
will vigorously pursue and prosecute any parties, by all legal means available, which engage in such practices or attempt to do so. 
To give effect to this commitment a fraud prevention strategy was developed and approved, fraud committee established and an 
independent service provider appointed to operate a hotline / reporting facility where instances of fraud and corruption can be 
reported. To ensure the organisations "non-acceptance" attitude to fraud and corruption is adequately communicated, to educate 
and Inform stakeholders Internal and external, awareness campaigns have been undertaken using available platforms. Including 
Facebook, website, sms, WhatsApp, local newspapers and posters / pamphlets. 

Structural strategies according to the Fraud Prevention Strategy include the establishment of an Anti-Fraud and Corruption 
Committee that will oversee the approach of the Municipality approach to fraud prevention, fraud detection strategies and 
response to fraud and corruption incidents reported by employees or other external parties. Such a Committee has not been 
established.

2.6.2 Fraud and Corruption Hotline

The Municipality is committed to conducting healthy business practices with honesty and integrity to ensure a stable environment, 
clean governance and safeguard resources to contribute to the achievement of the municipality's vision. 

For this reason, we have subscribed to a service that will enable all our stakeholders to report anonymously on dishonest activities 
that effects the organisation. The service is totally Independent of Saldanha Bay Municipality. No one will therefore ever know 
who reported the fraud or dishonest and inappropriate behaviour. 
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Anyone can contact the Hotline using one of the available options. Trained operators will be available 24 hours per day, responding 
to calls in all the 11 official languages. Operators will interview callers, probing for specific facts in order to record as much 
information as possible. The Hotline will never reveal the identity or gender, unless the person choose to be made known to the 
company.

2.7 Audit Committee/s 

Section 166(2) of the MFMA states that an audit committee is an independent advisory body which must - 


(a) advise the municipal council, the political office-bearers, the accounting officer and the management staff of the municipality, 
on matters relating to - 


■ internal financial control and internal audit; 

' risk management; 

' accounting policies; 

' the adequacy, reliability and accuracy of financial reporting information; 

' performance management; 

' effective governance; 

■ compliance with this Act, the annual Division of Revenue Act and any other applicable legislation; 
' performance evaluation; and 

• any other issues referred to it by the municipality 


2.7.1 Functions of the Audit Committee 

The Audit Committee have the following main functions as prescribed in section 166 (2) (a-e) of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act, 2003 which is further supplemented by the Local Government Municipal and Performance Management 
Regulation as well as the approved Audit Committee charter: 

' To advise the Council on all matters related to compliance and effective governance. 

' To review the annual financial statements to provide Council with an authoritative and credible view of the financial 
position of the municipality, its efficiency and its overall level of compliance with the MFMA, the annual Division of 
Revenue Act (DoRA) and other applicable legislation. 

' Respond to the council on any issues raised by the Auditor-General in the audit report. 

' To carry out such investigations into the financial affairs of the municipality as the council may request. 

' Perform such other functions as may be prescribed. 

' To review the quarterly reports submitted to it by the internal audit. 

' To evaluate audit reports pertaining to financial, administrative and technical systems. 

' To review the performance management system and make recommendations in this regard to Council. 

' To identify major risks to which Council is exposed and determine the extent to which risks have been minimised. 

• Review the plans of the Internal Audit function and in so doing; ensure that the plan addresses the high-risk areas and 

ensure that adequate resources are available. 
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Provide support to the Internal Audit function. 

Ensure that no restrictions or limitations are placed on the Internal Audit section. 

Evaluate the activities of the Internal Audit function in terms of their role as prescribed by legislation.

2.7.3 Municipal Audit Committee Recommendations 

Although no formal report are submitted to Council on implementation of recommendations to address control weaknesses; the 
Audit Committee regularly follow up with Internal Audit and Management on the state of corrective action implementation. 
However, in an effort to strengthen governance of the audit committee, the councillor responsible for the financing portfolio and 
Chairperson of the Municipal Public Accounts Committee have standing invites to the Audit Committee meetings and have 
unrestricted access to all its members as stipulated in the Audit Committee charter. Furthermore the audit committee chairperson 
reports to council semi-annually and met with the Mayoral committee on a quarterly basis. As part of these interactions and 
communications the audit committee reports on matters relating to Risk Management, Governance and Internal control and other 
matters that require Council / Mayoral Committee and / or Senior Management attention. 

2.8 Performance audit committee 

The Audit Committee also acts as the Performance Audit Committee. The Committee quarterly receives performance reports, 
from the official delegated to oversee performance management and the internal audit function, on the implementation and 
status of performance management and performance information within the organization. 

2.8.1 Functions of the Performance Audit Committee 

In terms of Section 14(4) (a) of the Regulations the performance audit committee has the responsibility to - 

(i) review the quarterly reports produced and submitted by the internal audit process; 

(ii) review the municipality's performance management system and make recommendations in this regard to the council of 
the municipality; and 

(iii) at least twice during each financial year submit a performance audit report to the council of the municipality. 

2.9 Internal Auditing 

Section 165 (2) (a), (b) and (c) of the MFMA requires that: 

The internal audit unit of a municipality must - 

(a) prepare a risk based audit plan and an internal audit program for each financial year; and 
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(b) advise the accounting officer and report to the audit committee on the implementation on the internal audit plan and matters 
relating to: 

(i) Internal audit; 

(ii) internal controls; 

(iii) accounting procedures and practices; 

(iv) risk and risk management; 

(v) performance management; 

(vi) loss control; and 

(vii) compliance with this Act, the annual Division of Revenue Act and any other applicable legislation 

(c) perform such other duties as may be assigned to it by the accounting officer. 

The Internal Audit Activity is an independent department in the Office of the Municipal Manager at Saldanha Bay Municipality and 
forms a significant part of governance within the Municipality, thus contributing to ensure good governance and regulatory 
conformance. Internal Audit is mandated to provide independent, objective assurance and consulting services, towards adding 
value and improve the Municipality's operations. 

The Internal Audit Activity has assisted with the development of the Risk Management Policy, Risk Management Strategy and 
Fraud Prevention in line with the National Treasury prescriptions. However, during 2017/18 financial year a new Directorate 
Economic Development & Strategic Services was created, and the risk function was then allocated and/or moved to the new 
directorate and Internal Audit Senior Internal Auditor was also moved to the new directorate and head the risk function. 

To ensure the organisations governance and risk management processes is sound and underpins the ethical values, vision and 
mission of the organisation, governance, risk management and general IR controls form an integral part of reviews performed by 
the Internal Audit Department. However, a specific risk management survey was performed by this department as per requested 
submitted by the new formed risk management function, request was approved by the Audit Committee and formed part of the 
2017/18-risk based internal audit plan, approved by the audit committee. No separate review was included to provide assurance 
on information and communication technology as decision was taken to follow an integrated approach by including coverage of 
these areas with the performance of all reviews in the different audit areas. 

Governance review considerations included Legislative, Policy and standard operating procedure requirements and ensuring 
alignment between all aspects. For the 2017/2018 financial year, a total of four (4) risk based internal audit reviews were included 
in the approved risk-based internal audit plan, which in addition to the before mentioned areas included Governance Review, 
which was a work -in-progress review from 2016/17 financial year. The limited inclusion and performance of risk-based reviews 
was to provide sufficient time for establishing and implementation of processes and to lay the foundation to ensure all operational 
audit procedures are in line with the International Standards for the professional Practice of Internal Auditing (Standards) (IPPF) 
as prescribed by The Institute of Internal Auditors (IIA). In the 2017/18, we decided to perform several follow-ups on the 
regulatory audits, as it was noted that there was are lot of repeat findings, that needed attention to ensure that these are cleared.

2.10.3 Logistics Management 

The system of logistics management must ensure the following: 

• the setting of inventory levels that includes minimum and maximum levels and lead times wherever goods are placed in 
stock; 

■ the placing of manual or electronic orders for all acquisitions other than those from petty cash; 

• before payment is approved , certification by the responsible officer that the goods and services are received or 
rendered on time and is in accordance with the order, the general conditions of contract and specifications where 
applicable and that the price charged is as quoted in terms of a contract; 

' appropriate standards of internal control and warehouse management to ensure that goods placed in stores are secure 
and only used for the purpose for which they were purchased; 

■ regular checking to ensure that all assets including official vehicles are properly managed, appropriately maintained and 
only used for official purposes; and 

■ Monitoring and review of the supply vendor performance to ensure compliance with specifications and contract 
conditions for particular goods or services. 
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Each stock item at the municipal stores, Floryn Street is coded and is listed on the financial system. Monthly monitoring of patterns 
of issues and receipts are performed by the Storekeeper. 

Inventory levels are set at the start of each financial year. These levels are set for normal operations. In the event that special 
projects are being launched by departments, such information is not always communicated timely to the Stores section in order 
for them to gear them to order stock in excess of the normal levels. 

Internal controls are in place to ensure that goods and service that are received are certified by the responsible person which is in 
line with the general conditions of contract. 

Regular checking of the condition of stock is performed. Quarterly stock counts are performed at which surpluses, deficits, 
damaged and redundant stock items are identified and reported to Council. 

As at 30 June 2018, the value of stock at the municipal stores amounted to R14 578 368. For the 2017/18 financial year a total of 
R495 554 were accounted for as surpluses, R581 563 as deficits and R50 984 as damaged stock items. 

2.10.4 Disposal Management 

The system of disposal management must ensure the following: 

• immovable property is sold only at market related prices except when the public interest or the plight of the poor 
demands otherwise; 

' movable assets are sold either by way of written price quotations, a competitive bidding process, auction or at market 
related prices, whichever is the most advantageous; 

■ Firearms are not sold or donated to any person or institution within or outside the Republic unless approved by the 
National Conventional Arms Control Committee; 

' Immovable property is let at market related rates except when the public interest or the plight of the poor demands 
otherwise; 

■ All fees, charges, rates, tariffs, scales of fees or other charges relating to the letting of immovable property are annually 
reviewed; 

■ Where assets are traded in for other assets, the highest possible trade-in price is negotiated; and 

■ In the case of the free disposal of computer equipment, the provincial department of education is first approached to 
indicate within 30 days whether any of the local schools are interested in the equipment. 

The municipality complies with section 14 of the MFMA which deals with the disposal of capital assets. The disposal process plan 
was finalized in August 2010 and aims to provide the guidelines for the disposal of all obsolete and damaged assets. 

2.10.5 SCM Performance Indicators 

The SCM policy requires that an internal monitoring system be established and implemented in order to determine, on the basis 
of retrospective analysis, whether the SCM processes were followed and whether the objectives of the SCM policy were achieved. 

Monitoring of internal processes is an on-going process. 

A procurement plan is compiled on an annual basis to monitor the award of tenders and monthly reports are submitted to 
management to perform their respective functions.

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CHAPTER 3: SERVICE DELIVERY PERFORMANCE 
OVERVIEW OF PERFORMANCE WITHIN THE ORGANISATION 


Performance management is a process which measures the implementation of the organisation's strategy. It is also a management 
tool to plan, monitor, measure and review performance indicators to ensure efficiency, effectiveness and the impact of service 
delivery by the municipality. 

At local government level performance management is institutionalized through the legislative requirements on the performance 
management process for Local Government. Performance management provides the mechanism to measure whether targets to 
meet its strategic goals, set by the organisation and its employees, are met. 

Legislative requirements 

The Constitution of the RSA, 1996, section 152, dealing with the objectives of local government paves the way for performance 
management with the requirements for an "accountable government". The democratic values and principles in terms of section 
195 (1) are also linked with the concept of performance management, with reference to the principles of inter alia: 

' the promotion of efficient, economic and effective use of resources, 

' accountable public administration 
• to be transparent by providing information, 

' to be responsive to the needs of the community, and 
■ to facilitate a culture of public service and accountability amongst staff. 

The Municipal Systems Act (MSA), 2000 requires municipalities to establish a performance management system. Further, the MSA 
and the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) requires the Integrated Development Plan (IDP) to be aligned to the 
municipal budget and to be monitored for the performance of the budget against the IDP via the Service Delivery and the Budget 
Implementation Plan (SDBIP). 

In addition. Regulation 7 (1) of the Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations, 2001 states 
that "A Municipality's Performance Management System entails a framework that describes and represents how the 
municipality's cycle and processes of performance planning, monitoring, measurement, review, reporting and improvement will 
be conducted, organised and managed, including determining the roles of the different role players." Performance management 
is not only relevant to the organisation as a whole, but also to the individuals employed in the organization as well as the external 
service providers and the Municipal Entities. This framework, inter alia, reflects the linkage between the IDP, Budget, SDBIP and 
individual and service provider performance. 

In terms of section 46(l)(a) of the systems Act (Act 32 of 2000) a municipality must prepare for each financial year a performance 
report reflecting the municipality's and any service provider's performance during the financial year, including comparison with 
targets of and with the performance of the previous financial year. The report must, furthermore, indicate the development and 
service delivery priorities and the performance targets set by the municipality for the following financial year and measures that 
were or are to be taken to improve performance. 

Organisational performance 

Strategic performance indicates how well the municipality is meeting its objectives and whether policies and processes are 
working effectively. All government institutions must measure and report on their strategic performance to ensure that service 
delivery is done in an efficient, effective and economical manner. Municipalities must therefore develop strategic plans and 
allocate resources for the implementation. The implementation of the plans must be monitored on an on-going basis and the 
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results must be reported on during the financial year to various role-players to enable them to timeously implement corrective 
measures where required. 


This report highlight the strategic performance in terms of the municipality's Top Layer Service Delivery Budget Implementation 
Plan (SDBIP), high level performance in terms of the Strategic Objectives and performance on the National Key Performance 
Indicators as prescribed in terms of section 43 of the Municipal Systems Act, 2000. 


Performance Management System used in the financial year 2017/18 

The municipality continues to implement performance in terms of the performance management framework that was approved 
by Council in September 2011. 

The I DP and the Budget 

The IDP and the main budget for 2017/18 was approved by Council on 25 May 2017. As the IDP process and the performance 
management process are integrated, the IDP fulfils the planning stage of performance management whilst performance 
management in turn, fulfils the implementation management, monitoring and evaluation of the IDP. 

In terms of the performance management framework, the Mayor approved the Top Layer Service Delivery Budget Implementation 
Plan (SDBIP) for 2017/18 on 22 June 2017. The Top layer SDBIP indicators are aligned with the budget which was prepared in 
terms of the reviewed IDP. The indicators in the Top layer SDBIP include indicators required by legislation, indicators that will 
assist to achieve the objectives adopted in the IDP and indicators that measure service delivery responsibilities. 

The actual performance achieved in terms of the KPI's was reported on quarterly. The indicators and targets were adjusted after 
the finalisation of the previous year budget and mid-year budget assessment. The Top Layer SDBIP was revised with the 
Adjustments Budget in terms of section 26 (2)(c) of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations and an amended Top Layer 
SDBIP was approved by the Council on 28 February 2018 through resolution R92/2-18. 

The performance agreements of the senior managers were compiled in terms of the SDBIP indicators. 

Actual Performance 

The municipality utilizes an electronic web based system on which KPI owners update actual performance on a monthly basis. KPI 
owners report on the results of the KPI by documenting the following information on the performance system: 

« The actual result in terms of the target set. 

« A performance comment. 

» Actions to improve the performance against the target set, if the target was not achieved. 

It is the responsibility of every KPI owner to maintain a portfolio of evidence to support actual performance results updated.

Corrective Measures 

The payment / collection ratio by 30 June 2018 was 93.9%, which is 2.1% below the target of 96%. 

In South Africa there's been an economic downturn and is evident from the increase in VAT and also fuel 
levies. Our Municipal area was further impacted due to the drought experienced. Water restrictions were 
implemented to curtail the water usage and higher tariffs were charged as a result on consumers. 

Consumers therefore were unable to pay their consumer accounts when due. This is further supported by 
the provision for doubtful debt as at 30 June 2018 substantially increasing when compared to the previous 

year. 

The enforcement mechanisms such as cutting electricity supply of consumers needed to be made one by 
one and with the substantial increase in consumers not paying the enforcement mechanisms could not 

always be applied timeously. 

The financial system was modified to enhance the enforcement mechanisms which includes cutting the 
supply of prepaid electricity in bulk at once. If consumers don't pay their municipal account by the due date, 
they will automatically be placed on auxiliary when they purchase prepaid electricity (will only be able to 
receive 30% electricity and 70% will go towards paying outstanding debt). If an account of a consumer is 
outstanding for more than 30 days for their electricity and water, and other municipal services, the services 
are suspended or disconnected. The municipality has started to install control mechanisms at existing 
meters of Indigent consumers with high water consumption to control the flow of water to the property. 

The tariffs for 2018/2019 was already decreased from Level 5 to Level 4 which will impact positively on 
consumers as the monthly bill will become more affordable.

2. Donation funding cannot be rolled over for current un-implementable projects and agreements first (i.e. 

M.O.U's) has to be concluded before the tender process can commence. 

2.1. The Middelpos Community Hall project could only proceed once the MOU with AfriSam was signed and 
confirmation of funds\donation transferred received. The final sign-off was only received on 15 January 
2018 from AfriSam. After which the tender process could commence. A contractor has since been 

appointed and work has commenced. 

2.2. The donation received to do Earthworks and Stabilizing Grounds for the proposed CDC can only 
commence once the access road to the CDC site is completed. A consultant to design the new access has 
been appointed and design is in its final stages. 

3. Insufficient funding available to execute. 

3.1. On completion of the feasibility study and design costing done for the project to Rehabilitate the 
Existing Structures\Buildings Into a Tourism Hospitality Facility at Tierkloof insufficient funding was available 
to further implement the project. An effort to source the shortfall in funding is currently underway and the 

initial scope is currently being reconsidered. 

3.2. The project to refurbish and upgrade the Buller Centre ground floor on completion of the feasibility 
study the budget was insufficient to further implement. The scope has been revised, and tenders advertised 
and the appointment of a contractor is imminent.

Saldanha Bay Municipality has a duty to all customers or potential customers in its area of jurisdiction to progressively ensure 
efficient, affordable, economical and sustainable access to water services that promote sustainable livelihoods and economic 
development. There are no basic water services backlogs in the Saldanha Bay municipal management area in the urban areas or 
on the farms in the rural areas. The existing infrastructure is in a relatively good state and therefore it is important for the 
Municipality to maintain the existing public investment. 


The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

' Successful completion and commissioning of Pressure Reduction Systems in Saldanha and Nuwerus. Other areas will 
also be rolled out in the new financial year. We have already seen significant improvements in our water losses. 

• Start with the roll out of new smart water meter installations in some areas of Vredenburg, Nuwerus and Laingville 
' New Langebaanweg boreholes project, includes new boreholes, distribution lines and pumping station 


Some of the challenges that are experienced include the following: 

' Dry summer seasons, the relatively low storage capacity of the reservoirs and the rising levels of demand/consumption 
(due to population growth), water supply to the municipal area may be a problem. 

' The seasonal impact on the quality of water in the municipal area, high concentrations of chlorides during the winter 
months. This has also now extended beyond the winter months. 

' Lower rainfalls currently being experienced, very low dam levels. Water restrictions. 

• Vandalism at pumping stations, cable theft

3.9 Waste Water (sanitation) Services 

For the current financial year many sanitation related projects have been started as part of an ongoing process to improve the 
sanitation infrastructure and to ensure better service delivery. 


The highlights for the year under review include the following: 


' Completion of the first phase of upgrades to the Langebaan Waste Water Treatment plant. Upgrades include a new 
aeration basin and sludge drying beds. 

-■ Completion of the installation of the new 3.4km sewer rising main in Langebaan 

" Completion of intermediate phases of upgrades to Vredenburg and Laingville waste water treatment plants. Next 


phases to start in the 201819 financial year. 



Saldanha Bay Municipality's Hopefield Wastewater 
Treatment Works (WWTW) received an award for Best 
Managed Wastewater Treatment Works for plants 
less than lOMI per day from the National Department 
of Water and Sanitation. Additional to this award, 
Craig Witbooi from the Hopefield WWTW also 
received the Best Process Controller award for plants 
less than lOMI per day. The Water Institute of 
Southern Africa (WISA) and its Process Controllers 
Division (Western Cape) hosted their 8th Process 
Controller Workshop, followed by a special awards 
evening. Themed "Serving the Water Sector with 
Professionalism", this year's workshop addressed the 
fundamentals of both water and wastewater 
treatment process control.This event was hosted in 
collaboration with the Department of Water and 
Sanitation and Bitou Municipality on 30 November 
2017 in Plettenberg Bay.

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Some of the challenges that are experienced include the following: 

' A major challenge is the current problems experienced with vandalism at the various sewer pump stations and at the 
various WWTW's. Security measures are being improved to address these problems. 

' Unused treated effluent discharged from the Langebaan WWTW during the winter months may no longer be 

discharged into the MPA. The municipality is looking at alternative measures to re-use this effluent during the winter 
months. A feasibility study is underway 

' Sludge handling and sludge disposal is a problem experienced at most of the plants. 

Availability of skilled staff is also a problem. Most of the plants are run by personnel with lots of years working 
experience operating the plants, but do not poses the required process controller qualifications. We are busy with an 
extensive process of getting all the operators classed as process controllers.

Within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area, ESKOM is the largest energy supplier, supplying energy to main industrial consumers: 
Acellor Mittal (Saldanha Steel), Duferco Processing, Exxaro (Namakwa Sands), Portnet, as well as to other consumers in St Helena 
Bay, Langebaan Mykonos area, Langebaan Road and most of the rural areas east of Sichen-Saldanha Railway line. This report will 
however focus on the Municipal area of supply. 

There were a 2.58% decrease in the maximum demand on the bulk purchases form Eskom and an increase of 2.63% in the unit 
purchases from Eskom compared to the previous year. This is an indication of a better load factor for the small increase in 
electricity sales. 

Our unmetered energy for the year is 10.56% compared to 11.06% for the previous year. This is still below the bench mark of 13%. 
As part of the Network Master Plan, load flow studies were done on the 66kV and llkV networks. The studies indicate that the 
energy losses in 66kV and llkV portion of the network are calculated at 3.68% with the losses in Langebaan as high as 4.45%. This 
calculation did not include the technical losses in the llkV/400V mini-substations and transformers or the losses of the low voltage 
distribution networks. The major technical losses are in the latter portion of the network and therefore the total technical losses 
are estimated to be between 8% and 10% depending on the network loading. After the full meter audit conducted four years ago, 
we have again experienced some meter tampering. This is addressed by moving to split prepaid metering where the actual meter 
unit is now installed outside the private dwelling and the user only have a keypad inside the dwelling. This is a gradual process as 
we apply it to new installations, but in case of tampering we replace the old meters as well. 

Although electricity generation is not a local government function, there are two renewable energy wind generation power plants 
within our municipal area. The one in Hopefield was commissioned early in 2014 and is contributing to the national energy grid. 
The second at Fransviei between Vredenburg and St Helena Bay, was commissioned during 2015. 

With regard to vandalism and copper theft in the area, we are working in close corporation with the Vredenburg Police Cluster 
team on Non-ferrous metal theft. By assisting them to identify stolen copper, some arrests have been made. It still remains a 
challenge to get the community to assist with this. 

There are still challenges with illegal electricity connections in the informal areas. Although the connections are illegal, it can be 
assumed that most are from legal metered connections in the adjacent formal areas.

Saldanha Bay Municipality, in collaboration with ArcelorMittal and Sea 
Harvest, partnered and recently hosted the second Saldanha Bay Community 
Awards. Umoya Energy, a wind farm outside Hopefieid, received a nomination 
for their Hopefield Home Improvement Project, securing them a first prize in 
the awards category "Development of skills of marginalised people". Over a 
period of two years, 18 previousiy unempioyed residents of Hopefieid were 
trained and now work as artisans making improvements to more than 600 
homes in Hopefield. Phase one of the project included plumbing, electrical and 
carpentry training of the 18 previously unemployed residents, which included 
a four-week course at Northlink College and on-the-job training throughout 
the project. Solar water geysers, insulated ceilings and electrical reticulation 
were aiso instailed in 590 Hopefield homes. On completion of the first phase of 
this project, Umoya Energy conducted an Entrepreneurship Incubation 
Programme for the 18 artisans that implemented Phase one. The outcome of 
this Entrepreneurship incubation Programme was the establishment of three 
businesses that are now used to implement phase two of the project. The 
Community Awards project recognises and celebrates outstanding community 
service and contributions rendered within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area. 
The awards consists of seven categories which are used to nominate persons 
or organisations through a formal nomination process, followed by an 
evaluation and gala ceremony. The seven categories are bridging the gaps 
between divided communities, youth, education, disabied/differently abled, 
development of skills of marginalised people, community safety and the 
Mayoral award. Due to unforeseen circumstances, Umoya Energy was unable 
to attend the Community Awards ceremony heid in Aprii 2018. Their award 
and trophy was officially handed over by the Executive Mayor Alderman 
Marius Koen at the municipai office in Vredenburg.

The NOK Industrial feeder exceeded the authorised Maximum demand. This was due to network operational matters when a 
portion of Vredenburg was fed from this feeder. Arrangements with Eskom have already been made to increase the authorised 
demand to 10 MVA based on the actual application of the IDZ when they have finalized their detail planning for the electrical 
requirements of the development. 

We are also completed a ring feed to the Transnet office buildings. This gives more versatility in managing load-flow between the 
different bulk supply points in the Vredenburg/Saldanha/NOK Industrial area.

The table above indicate large variances from the original budget. Most of the variances were already addressed during the 
February 2018 adjustment Budget. 

Due to the unplanned breakdown of one of the lOMVA transformers in Vredenburg substation, and the decision to fully refurbish 
this 25-year-old transformer to extend its Useful Remaining Life, a number of the capital projects had to be reprioritized. This was 
addressed in the Adjustment Budget. 

The main underspending was on the Housing projects where challenges with the contractor doing the top structures caused a 
delay in the service connections. Application for INEP funding for the electrification is separate from the other housing funding. 
This causes challenges with the synchronisation of funding and projects. Some of the electrification projects had to be postponed 
to allow for the top-structures to be completed. The funds will be rolled over to complete the projects during the 2018/19 financial 
year. 


The streetlights for the second phase of the upgrading of Oostewal Street had to be moved to the next financial year to tie in with 
the revised construction program of the civil works. 


3.1 I Waste Management Services (Refuse collections, waste disposal, street cleaning and 
recycling) 



The "WeCare - Recycle" programme is a free 
weekly door-to-door recycling collection service to 
residents within the municipal area. The 
Municipality rolled out phase two of the recycling 
collection service to residents in Vredenburg. The 
programme was also implemented in Paternoster, 
Jacobsbaai and Hopefield. The "WeCare - Recycle" 
programme was introduced in Langebaan's wards 
6 and 14 last year and is part of the municipality's 
commitment to improving service delivery to 
ratepayers, creating employment for the 
community and helping keep clean the West Coast, 
whose natural beauty brings thousands of tourists 
and visitors annually. St Helena Bay and Saldanha 
will come on stream next year. 


Refuse removal is completed according to a weekly schedule for households, commercial properties and industries. We supply 
240L Wheelie bins to all of our service points excluding informal areas where communal skips are provided. Our Materials Recovery 
Facility (MRF) was fully operational for 2017/18 financial year to process recyclables. The separation of waste at source program 
is progressing well and has increased from only Langebaan receiving separate collection of recyclables to five towns participating 
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including Langebaan, Paternoster, Hopefield, Vredenburg and Jacobs Bay. Furthermore the chipping of garden waste continued 
throughout the year at Vredenburg landfill and further diversion from landfill with regards to green (garden) waste is experienced. 
Builder's rubble is utilized as cover material at Vredenburg Landfill site. Adequate Wheelie bins are kept in stock to issue 
replacements due to damaged/aged bins and theft. Three new refuse compactors were also added to our fleet to ensure 
sustainable uninterrupted refuse removal services. 

Saldanha Bay municipality is in discussions with West Coast Power Solutions to reduce waste to landfill even further by producing 
biogas, a feasibility study is currently being conducted in this regard. Various waste minimization projects are ongoing and are 
listed under the highlights for the year component below. 

The Vredenburg landfill extension project has received a waste management license, the final design is completed. The 
construction of the additional landfill cell has been delayed due to litigation between two of the bidders. MIG funding was received 
for this project. The closure of Langebaan landfill site and the establishment of a waste management facility are currently in 
construction phase with the completion date set for March 2019. 


The highlights for the year under review were as follow: 


The acquisition of three new waste removal compactor trucks to ensure sustainable service delivery. 

The publication of SBM's Household recycling program in the Resource Magazine, August 2017 edition. 

The opening of the Middelpos Swop shop during August 2017 and the Langebaan Swop shop during May 2018 


A Silver award was achieved for the separation at source recycling project at the National Eco Logic Awards. 
Waste to Art School programme conducted. 


Clean up campaigns in conjunction with Corporates and West Coast Biosphere reserve.

St Helena Bay: Laingville 309 


The Laingville 309 project comprises of the establishment of site and service plots for beneficiaries of the St Helena Bay area which 
started in 2017/2018 financial year and it is due for completion in the 2018/2019 financial year. The municipality is planning to 
continue with the construction of top structures in same year; it is planned the construction will take place over two financial 
years. 



St Helena Bay: Laingville 309 


George Kerridge 

The municipality incepted in several projects in the George Kerridge area, which is part of an informal settlement in the 
municipality; one of which is the George Kerridge 31 project where informal structure dwellers qualified to be beneficiaries of top 
structures. The municipality developed an Informal Settlement Development and Upgrading Plan which sets the out the process 
to address the current condition of informal settlements in the area of jurisdiction and strategy will set out what the municipality 
wants to achieve and how it will be achieved. The development is approved for 512 formal sites and to accommodate more 
households the plots will be divided to allow 2 families per plot (1024 opportunities), with communal taps within a distance closer 
to 200m.

Communal toilets will be installed for the families on strategic locations within the development and will be fitted with electrical 
light receiving limited electricity from street light to limit illegal use. The municipality is furthermore planning to pilot ablution 
facilities for the community which will make provision for solar geyser manufactured from plastic which will minimise vandalism 
and theft. Each ablution facility will be fitted with a shower, toilet, low voltage plug to charge cell phone and LED light. Grey water 
will be recycled which will feed the toilet for flushing purposes. The plan proposes small business development and is investigating 
the inclusion of containerised business on business zoned plots. 
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Vredenburg, Witteklip - I 155 


The IRDP project was started in the financial year with EIA processes and will include the provision of Subsidised serviced erven of 
mixed land uses and will be an extension of the Witteklip neighborhood adjacent on the western boundary of the relevant site. 
The development involves the subdivision of Portion 10 of the Farm Ongegund 132, Malmesbury, in terms of Section 15(2)(d) of 
the Saldanha Bay Land Use Planning By-Law to establish the following erven within the development in two phases: 


Phase 1 of the project will make provision for 555 residential erven, 9 open space erven, 1 erf for a creche, 1 erf for a church, 4 
Business erven and phase 2, 600 residential erven, 6 open space erven, 1 erf for a creche, 1 erf for a church. The municipality is 
planning to start with servicing of the area in the future financial years. 



Middelpos 

The municipality completed the Middelpos 189 Top structure construction project in September 2017 where the project was part 
of the formalization of and informal area. 

Paternoster 202 

Saldanha Bay Municipality started with the Paternoster project of which phase 1 that comprised of 120 units was completed in 
January 2018. The project was split into two phases due to a limited number of approved beneficiaries at the time and remaining 
balance of 82 top structures (Phase 2) of the project will be finalised in 2018/2019 financial year.

The Diazville 559 project obtained final approval from the department of Human Settlements in March 2012 and the construction 
started in 2014 and it was divided into three phases, namely 


• Phase 1 :102 

' Phase 2 A : 99 

■ Phase 2 B : 121 

• Phase 2 C : 117 

' Phase 2D : 28 

■ Phase 3 :92 


Majority of the beneficiaries of the project is made up of community that is employed in the fishing industry and who are staying 
in backyards of landowners in the area. Previously the criteria to be eligible to receive a subsidy or to be a beneficiary on a project 
was 18 years and this has been revised with the implementation of CIO and the follow up circulars. 

The oldest person that was assisted in the project was 81 years of age and he was accommodated in 2015. The waiting list of 
Saldanha is dating back to as far as 1997 till 2009 and with the implementation of CIO the waiting list was relooked to make 
provision for the new allocation criteria. In the project there was people which was assisted with special needs and during this 
round limited application or no person with disability was identified. The 559 projects already have 559 approved beneficiaries, 
and this is making the project challenging since these beneficiaries can no longer be accommodate while they are not complying 
to criteria. 

In 2017 we had challenges with contractual matters and this was resolved, and the contractor started in February 2018 and is due 
to complete in August 2018. The municipality completed and handed over the first phase of the project during the 2017/2018 
financial year. 

Hopefield 62 

The project was initiated to mainly accommodate the households that are residing in the forty-two (42) asbestos structures which 
currently is an asset of the municipality although the project was approved for 62 service sites and top structures. 

Future focus for 2018/2019 

The municipality started with a survey to do densification of housing projects in the existing residential areas. The approval is 
awaited for the formalisation of the Middelpos - Joe Slovo area, Louwville 200 (GAP and IRDP), Laingville 309, Witteklip 1155, 
Langebaan, St Helena Bay Kasarm, Swimming Pool site (GAP Housing). 


Incremental services to informal settlements - Informal Settlement Development and Upgrading 

The informal settlements in the Saldanha Bay Municipal area located in the following towns: St Helena bay (Langville 
Plakkerskamp), Ongegund (Tsitsiratsitsi) and Saldanha (Joe Slovo/Markina and White City). The municipality is of the view that 
households that are residing in informal areas are in need for upgrade and decent services. To address this scenario, the 
municipality will have to find a workable approach, one which is containment and in-situ upgrade of the services, which is not 
always possible. 
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The roll-out of Incremental services in informal settlements will continue as the municipality is currently in process to maintain 
and increase: 


Water standpipes; 

Communal ablution/sanitation blocks; 
Solid waste removal;

Social Housing 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality is one of the 10 leader towns in the Western Cape that has been gazetted as Restructuring Zones 
and a Rental Housing Strategy was developed for the municipality for the year period 2016 - 2020. 

It builds on substantial work already done within the municipality's Spatial Development Plan (SDF), its Integrated Development 
Plan (IDP), and it Human Settlements Plan (HSP) and in the context of these gives specific focus to 'the policy and procedures' of 
the national Social Housing (SH) and Community Residential Unit (CRU) programmes. A Social Housing Strategy has been 
developed for the municipality which is setting out all the processes the municipality needs to follow and identifies the gaps the 
municipality needs to fill to successfully implement social housing projects. 


Potential projects, encompassing both affordable rental and gap housing have been identified in Saldanha and Vredenburg. The 
municipality is in process to consult Council to appoint a Social Housing Institution to deliver 1200 new housing opportunities.

• Lack of funding - Request for increase of municipal allocation to address the shortage in the municipality which is partly 
due to immigration into the area for possible job opportunities through IDZ 

' Lack of available land in parts of the municipality - The municipality has identified land that is in possession of provincial 
and national government and is in discussions with the relevant departments 

' Lack of resources in the department - The municipality should consider to restructure and provide financial resources to 
build on support to the department 

• Densification of municipal area - Funding and special resources should be made available 

' Vandalism to newly built houses prior occupation - Delivery of the houses in batches and the inclusion of the 
community in taking ownership of the projects could be a possible solution

Housing Administration 

The department is managing the demand database of housing needs in the municipality and is continuously performing data- 
cleaning where information is outstanding or duplicated. The municipality also conducted housing consumer education for the 
Diazville and George Kerridge housing projects. In June 2018 the municipality started with a process to evict unlawful occupants 
in low cost houses where no subsidy approvals exist, and these occupants are not qualifying in terms of provincial criteria. 
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The municipality conducted a survey in the previous financial year to determine the status of informal settlements and backyard 
dwellers; the survey was however not concluded and will continue depending on the availability of funding. The structures in the 
informal settlements were enumerated which will be used as vital detail when upgrading is planned for those areas. 


Informal Settlements 

Saldanha Bay Municipality is in the process to address the current condition of informal settlements in the area of jurisdiction and 
the strategy will set out what the municipality wants to achieve and how it will be achieved. The municipality developed an 
Informal Settlement Upgrading Strategy, which represents a shift in the way that the Municipality will respond to the informal 
settlements within the municipal boundary, moving from an approach which sought to eradicate informal settlements by moving 
informal settlement residents into new RDP houses to an approach where the municipality will upgrade, where possible, these 
settlements where they are. 

This Strategy builds on the current "regularisation" approach where the municipality has already started to provide informal 
settlement residents with access to basic services, and in addition proposes a new approach of making (semi) serviced land 
available to accommodate the ever-growing number of people needing accommodation. The institutional arrangements will be 
clearly defined and the roles and responsibilities of all role players will be outlined to make the Strategy achievable. 

The municipality does not have a dedicated informal settlement unit and is performing the function in the Housing department 
with limited staff available. All informal settlements have access to basic services such as toilets (chemical or waterborne) and 
potable water. 

3.13 Free Basic Services and Indigent Support 

The following table indicates the percentage of indigent households that have access to free basic municipal services. In 
accordance with the approved indigent policy of the municipality, all households earning less than R 4 300 per month received 
the free basic services as prescribed by national policy with a second category earning more than R 4 301 but less than R 5 350 
received a 70% subsidy of the first category in terms of Saldanha Bay Municipality's indigent policy. 

3.13.1 Access to Free Basic Services 

An application for indigent subsidy must be completed by all consumers who qualify in terms of Saldanha Bay's Indigent Policy. 
The approval of the application for subsidy is subject to certain criteria as per the policy. 

Services subsidised are: 

' Water: Basic charge & 6kl 
' Electricity: Basic charge & 50 kWh 
■ Sanitation: Based on a 250m^ erf 
' Refuse: 4 removals per month (1 per week) 

' Basic charge for site rental at informal settlements 

' Assessment rates (rebate of R50 000 & additional R135 000 on total valuation) 

Grants received for the 2017/18 financial year and specifically reserved for indigent households was R39 902 767 (R37 767 060 in 
2016/2017) of which expenditure amounted to R36 302 017 (R36 164 095 in 2016/2017). 

Indigent subsidy was also extended to public benefit organisations by means of subsidising the services account by 75% to assist 
inhabitants of such organisations. 

Subsidies to public services infrastructure in respect of property rates amounted to R29 114 (R21 095 in 2016/2017). 
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Other subsidies to Indigent households: 

Indigent households were subsidised with an amount of R1 751 119 in respect of property rates for 2017/18 (R1 963 392 in 
2016/17). Housing rentals subsidies to indigents amounted to RO in 2017/18 (R3 310 in 2016/17). Provision of toilet facilities to 
informal housing amounted to R664 947 in 2017/18 (R698 802 in 2016/17)

Saldanha Bay Municipality is responsible for the planning and maintenance of proclaimed main roads, municipal streets and 
establishing transportation infrastructure for the transport of goods and commuters. 

3.14 Roads 

This component includes Roads and Waste Water (storm water drainage). 

The Municipality is responsible for the planning and maintenance of proclaimed main roads, municipal streets and establishing 
transportation infrastructure for the transport of goods and commuters. The municipality is committed on reducing the kilometres 
of gravel/dirt roads within the various towns and have achieved successes in St Helena bay and Hopefield over the past financial 
years. Maintenance and rehabilitation priorities are determined by means of a pavement management system, based on the 
condition of the road, and the implementation of these priorities are subject to Council approval of adequate funding. The 
appointment of a service provider for road works for more than one year is providing continuity and results in more accurate 
forward planning and budgeting. 

The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

• The resurfacing and rehabilitation of the identified roads progressed well and as planned. 

• A Smart Road Safety Committee was established to specifically look at formulating a strategy on improving road safety 
together with all the road authorities and other critical role players, including the communities. 

• Part of the Vredenburg Urban Revitalisation Project necessitates the upgrade of the Main Road onto Vredenburg. The 
planning, design and tender process of the first phase is nearing completion with construction anticipated to start in the 
2018/19 financial year. This project will bring about a new look to the entrance of the Vredenburg CBD. 

' The upgrading of Oostewal Street, Phase 2 is making good progress and we are confident that the completion date of 
October 2018 will be achieved. 

Some of the challenges that are experienced include the following: 

The stormwater upgrade project in Laingville, St Helena Bay could not be completed due to the contractor being 
liquidated in March 2018. A process was initiated to appoint an alternative service provider. A new contract was in 
place by 9 July 2018, with the new contractor continuing with the completion of the remaining works in the 2018/19 
financial year.

3.16 Mechanical Workshop 

The Mechanical workshop provide a support service to the Municipality regarding the following 

' All aspects of vehicle and machinery maintenance and licensing; 

• Maintenance and upgrading of water and sewer systems; 

' Engineering services (engineering, welding and tyre services) manufacture and design; 

' Transporting and recovery department; 

' Purchasing of new vehicles and plant; 

' Disposing of redundant items; and 

• Compiling and implementing of the Transport Policy. 

The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

• Purchasing of vehicles and equipment: 

The budget for new vehicles for the financial year calculated to 15 items that needed to be purchased on tender. Several 
items were removed during compilation of the budget due to insufficient capital funding. However, during the year the 
mechanical department identified savings which was utilised to purchase additional vehicles on the tender. Six new LDV's 
(Including firefighting units) and one additional refuse compactor were purchased. A performance of 146% on the purchase 
on the new vehicles and plant tender. 

Water crisis in the Western Cape 

During February 2018, the West Coast main water supply, the Misverstand dam level dropped below the margin for the 
system to function as designed and no water could be pumped to the respective towns. The mechanical department was 
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called in for assistance. Three of the Municipality's own pumps were installed at the Misverstand dam as a matter of urgency 
to assist the two pumps of the district municipality. Emergency Pipelines were constructed and connected by the mechanical 
staff resulting immediate relief of the situation. However, the supply was still inadequate for the demand. An additional two 
pumps with diesel engines were purchased including all the relevant pipework needed. The demand was still inadequate and 
two additional diesel engine driven pumps were borrowed from Drakenstein municipality and also installed. All in all, the 
mechanical department installed and maintained nine diesel driven pumps from February 2018 to June 2018, running 24 
hours a day. The staff was working 24/7 to ensure constant availability of the pumps over a period of nearly 4 months during 
the drought crisis. Adequate rains fell in June 2018, filling the Misverstand dam and all pumps were removed - project 
completed. During the four months, severe water restrictions were implemented but a sufficient supply of water was 
delivered to the community without any interruption. Please refer some photos below. 



The main challenge experienced was the financial year end procedure on the new Munsoft financial system. Orders could not be 
processed during June 2018 and planning was essential on order to keep the fleet operational without orders being processed for 
the month. The back log had to be processed in July 2018. However, the process went well and, even with limited staff resources, 
service delivery continued as usual with minimal interruptions.

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COMPONENT C: PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 

The Land Use Planning and Development Control Department includes the following functions: 

Town Planning (Land use management and enforcement), Forward/Spatial Planning and Environment & Heritage. 


With the above in mind it aims to improve service delivery within the built and natural environment by: 

' Conserving the environment and promoting responsible development and use of resources; and 

' Implementing, monitoring and managing the regulatory legal framework with regard to spatial planning and land use 
management. 

The main challenges experienced are as follow: 

* Proactive law enforcement (land use management) in the Town Planning Section remains a challenge for the 
department considering that there are approximately 36 000 erven in the municipal area and only one (1) designated 
Land Use Enforcement Officer in the department to focus mainly on the 18 000 developed erven. Town Planning intern 
student(s) are utilised as an extra alternative to compliment the one (1) permanent official. 

' As with the Town Planning Section, effective environmental management also remains a challenge as the Environment 
and Heritage Section has two (2) officials, of which one (1) official manages overgrown erven in terms of the applicable 
by-law. Approximately 50% of 36 000 erven are vacant and the limited personnel corps places a challenge on the 
personnel to effectively enforce the applicable by-law. Environmental interns/ students are however utilised when they 
are available to compliment the permanent personnel corps. Compliance with environmental legislation is obligatory 
on all stakeholders, however there is not always funding made available to fulfil compliance. Educating personnel in the 
municipality to understand the environmental legislation and compliance is also essential to ensure compliance. 

Property owners along the coast are annexing coastal public property by making gardens with hedges, with braai areas, 
decks, boardwalks, forbidding public to access their "gardens" even though its coastal public property. Effective/routine 
management of alien vegetation on municipal land is also a challenge, however the Department intends placing this 
study for the identification and eradication of alien vegetation on municipal property on tender this financial year. 

In respect of all three challenges above, the use of media education (newspaper, Facebook and municipal accounts) will be utilised 

to help inform the public of the applicable By-Laws and in this manner attempt to promote compliance through education. 

The following highlights must be mentioned: 

' In terms of Working for the Coast - Signage have been placed at all Boat Launch sites, park refurbishment in Saldanha 
(Hoedjiesbaai) has occurred, rehabilitation of dunes at Cape Columbine has also occurred to address natural and man¬ 
made erosion on dune system. 

■ In terms of the Biodiversity Act, the Municipality has funded and commenced an Alien Invasive Species Plan for 
Municipal property (currently still in progress), a Protected Areas Management Plan for Cape Columbine has been 
compiled, and an Alien Invasive Species Control Plan for Cape Columbine has also been compiled. 

• With the limited municipal budget the Department was able to source a R500 000 grant from the Department of 
Environmental Affairs and Development Planning (DEADP) which is used in addition with municipal budget to compile 
the review of the Saldanha Bay Municipal-SDF which currently in progress and due for finalisation in final quarter of 
2018 and incorporation into 2017-2022 IDP.

3.18 Local Economic Development 

3.18.1 Overview of LED in Saldanha Bay 

Municipalities in South Africa are at the crossroads. The population is rapidly increasing. Due to vast unemployment the rates base 
of municipalities is not always proportionally increasing. It means that the gap between population growth and an increase in 
pressure to deliver on services versus the required income to do so is widening. To deliver services municipalities will need to start 
acting innovatively to ensure that the income base is sufficient to deliver on the services mandate. Other that delivering on services 
mandate the challenge is for municipalities to change their gears to deliver more on their constitutionally defined economic 
development mandate. An Increase In the Gross Domestic Product (GDP) growth and employment growth will result In a growing 
rates base. There is also a relative decrease in the working age population which will result In lower tax revenues, pension shortfalls 
and overall Inequality as citizens struggle to tend to the needs of their dependents amidst increased economic hardship. With 
14.1% of households still without income, poverty in Saldanha Bay remains a challenge since it deprives quality of life and 
contributes to social ills such as crime and under development of children. 

Therefore, economic growth at a municipal level Is essential for the attainment of economic development, the reduction of 
poverty and Improved accessibility. Local Economic Development and Growth has been Identified by the Saldanha Bay 
Municipality (SBM) as one of the five Game Changer Obsessions, and these focus areas will serve as a framework which will enable 
the SBM to realise its vision to create prosperity for all through effective objectives promoting service excellence. 
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Improving sustainable incomes through increased employment is therefore essential to reduce suffering and to build of more 
inclusive, resilient, vibrant and prosperous societies. Sustainable jobs are created mainly in the private sector, which creates 
wealth from markets. To grow the economy, local businesses need to increase their revenues by competing more successfully in 
markets, which are increasingly contested by global competitors. To grow the local economy, competitive local firms need to earn 
more revenue from external markets, and spend much of this locally, for more money to flow into the local economy. In addition, 
improved competitiveness of local firms in local markets ensures that less money flows out of the economy. Distribution within 
the economy takes place through wages and purchases from other businesses. 

Recent developments have occurred within the Saldanha Bay region. According to the Municipal Economic Review and Outlook 
2016 (MERO) report regarding the Saldanha Bay area, the Agriculture, and Fishing (includes Aquaculture) employment growth of 
4 .5 per cent per annum on average since 2010 indicates obviously the biggest growth in comparison with the other industries as 
contained above. This should be noticed given the slow GDPR growth (2005 - 2015) for the Saldanha Bay region. Also taken into 
consideration that the higher poverty headcount as recorded in the 2016 Socio-economic Profile: SBM, shows an increase of 2.2% 
of Saldanha Bay's population in 2011 to 6.7% in 2016 which is a concern as it may strain municipal financial resources. The same 
document also states that the proportion of poor people that are below the poverty line within the SBM area increased from 
41.0% in 2011 to 45.4% in 2016 and it can be attributed to the high unemployment rate of 17.0% as captured below and resourced 
from the MERO report of 2016: 

An overarching strategic plan or a pragmatic economic development strategy has been developed for the entire economy of 
Saldanha Bay to ensure that all stakeholders' efforts are prioritised and aligned for most beneficial effect on the SBM economy 
and its citizens. This SBM LED Strategy therefore builds on the good work and plans done by numerous champions and 
stakeholders such as the SBM Integrated Development Plan (May 2017), national, provincial and regional strategies. The strategy 
recommends that just like any other economy, SBM must be true to itself to focus and compete on its own unique strengths - 
such as ports, sea and nature. Also, according to the strategy, it is evident that industry sectors that rely on these local advantages 
succeed to grow most based on the history of economic growth and employment in SBM. It further states that Manufacturing 
shed jobs at 0.7% per annum, hence, the manufacturing that benefits from competitive advantages like ports and IDZ, may grow 
in future especially considering the large scale public investment into creating a more enabling environment and parallel private 
sector investment in major infrastructure projects. However, the strategy is adamant that opportunities to speed up employment 
creation do exist, but this may require a shift in thinking and public investment. The strategy is thus of the view that for the 
Saldanha Bay area to create additional growth, it requires reduction of key constraints. To earn more revenue from external 
markets, the following needs to be done:

In addition, the strategy further concluded that the current institutional capacity involved in economic development consists of a 
complex set of stakeholders that need to collaborate. Strategy maps depicting roles are provided throughout this document and 
implementation plans identify implementation capacities. 

More recently, SBM and a range of partner departments of the Western Cape Government (WCG) is piloting the "Whole of Society 
Approach" (WOSA) in Saldanha Bay and three other pilot sites in the Western Cape. The concept involves intense collaboration 
among all WCG departments around a citizen-centric model. The model seeks to progress from coordination, to cooperation, to 
integration. The draft WOSA Framework describes four Strategic Focus Areas (SFAs), namely Social Wellness, Education, Economic 
and Urban Reconstruction and Integrated Development. Each SFA has a lead department, but incorporates inputs from 
departments with mandates that support the SFA and ensures linkages with other SFAs. This coordinated implementation 
approach seeks to intensify government delivery by creating synergies among socio-economic development stakeholders. The 
Economic SFA aligns perfectly with this LED strategy and captures four priority areas for collaboration, namely the SME 
Development Ecosystem (Strategy 6 above). Development of Key Value Chains (Strategy 2-5 above), a system of Investment 
Promotion and Investor Care (Output 2 above) as well as Labour Market Efficiency through skills development and employment 
facilitation (Strategy 7 above). 

The Saldanha Bay municipal area is both the subject of and an actor in major development initiatives, including National and 
Western Cape Provincial Government (such as the Saldanha Bay Industrial Development Zone) as well as the private sector. Our 
challenge remains to participate in these development initiatives without losing focus of our responsibilities in respect of rendering 
services to our communities. The challenge remains, throughout government, to ensure that we pro-actively plan for the inevitable 
social, economic and environmental impact that these initiatives will have on the municipal environment. 

Our recent successes with good outcomes achieved from the various audits and/or process evaluations, places us in good stead 
in embracing challenges/opportunities collectively to drive economic growth and overall organizational efficiencies through its 
participatory initiatives. The Saldanha Bay Municipality is facing many crucial risks, such as water shortages, an influx people 
looking for employment and the resulting pressure on service and infrastructure provision as well as a resulting proportional 
decrease in the rates base

3.19 Tourism 

Tourism has also been identified in the LED Strategy as one of the key economic clusters in the Saldanha Bay area and is recognised 
as a potential generator of wealth and jobs of substantial importance to unlock further growth/development locally. Tourism 
numbers in the SBM area have increased over the last couple of years. There is a growing need to accommodate people due to 
the strong leisure demand and the increasing foreign percentage. Also coupled with this is the considerable spin-offs for local 
tourism as a result of the current industrial development activities. A lot has already been done in the area to market/promote 
the tourist activities and the surrounding areas, but a tourism strategy is of critical importance to identify tourism initiatives for 
this particular area and is also imperative to tourism within the region which in turn will help the tourism industry to grow. Hence, 
a new draft tourism strategy with an implementation plan were developed and the tourism plan addresses four strategic areas 
namely: 

' Destination Marketing 
' Visitor Services and Information Management 
' Industry Relations and Membership 
■ Local Tourism Development 

The plan also aims to achieve tangible and visible results in the short term with a solid foundation laid for long term tourism 
marketing and development. Events have been on the increase in the municipal area

3.20 Libraries 

The municipality delivers library services to the community on an agency service basis on behalf of the Provincial Government. 

Saldanha Bay Municipality receives funding from the National Government of South Africa to assist municipalities to deliver on 
the unfunded mandate of the provision of library services. In MOA on the Community Library Service Grant between SBM and 
Provincial Government, it states what the grant must be utilize for. The MOA indicates how payments will be made. 

There are 9 libraries located throughout the municipal area and they serve all the communities. The main priorities are the 
following: 

^ To fulfil as many information needs as possible with the minimum loss of stock 

Libraries provide the communities with access to free information and technological services. All the libraries has free Internet 
access points. The computers can also be utilize for typing purposes. We help to create a culture of reading by reading stories 
at creche's twice a month. Schools are invited to visit the libraries for library orientation/book education. We make the 
borrowers aware of new books and other information through monthly displays. 

Adults can take ten items on loan and children six items for a minimum of two weeks. Borrowers are fined should 
they not bring in the book on time. Reminders are send by post, to borrowers whose books are late. Librarians 
also telephonically contacts borrowers to remind them to return books. The system will automatically block them, 
and they won't be able to take out books on loan. 

* To provide resources and services in a variety of media to meet the needs of individuals and groups for education, 
information and personal development including recreation and leisure 

Libraries also see to the recreational needs of the communities by offering outreach programmes to educate through 
play. Every school holidays libraries will occupy children's with holiday programmes, colouring in competitions, reading 
competitions, creativity and dancing competitions. For relaxation purposes libraries stock Cd's, DVD's and magazines. 

Adults can peruse or read newspapers and magazines for free. Two libraries has book clubs that meet once a month. 

^ To establish and maintain library buildings and equipment of the highest possible standard for the communities to 
utilize. 

Libraries are cleaned on a daily basis. Maintenance of libraries are uphold by the maintenance section of the municipality. 
The municipality's IT-department and Provincial IT- department uphold the technological equipment in libraries. 


The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

Library Week - annually during March - We plan programmes, invite schools and creches to the libraries, hand out 
goodie bags in an effort to gain members and to promote reading 

National Book Day - annually during April - We plan programmes, invite schools and creches to the libraries in an effort 
to promote a culture of reading

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COMPONENT E: ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


This component includes: biodiversity, coastal and general environmental management. 



The future leaders at Steenberg's Cove Primary School in collaboration with Saldanha Bay Municipality, the Department of Environmental Affairs 
and Development Planning, the Working for the Coast Team as well as Mr and Mrs Colin and Jeannie de Kock celebrated Coastal Clean-up Day in 
Steenberg's Cove, St Helena Bay on 15 September 2017. Working for the Coast is one of the National Department of Environmental Affairs' 
programmes, with Ukhana Projects as the implementer from the Berg River Mouth to Silwerstroom Strand. The Coastal Clean-up Day is an 
initiative by the Provincial Department of Environmental Affairs and Development Planning ("DEA&DP") in support of International Coastal Clean¬ 
up. The DEA&DP assisted other municipalities from the West Coast District to Eden District. Other coastal related programmes run by the DEA&DP 
are Marine Week and the Marine Month Competition. The school principal, Ms Virginia Vraagom and teachers allowed the students time off from 
their formal classes to pick up glass bottles, plastic, wrappers, household items, ropes, straps and fishing nets to showcase the amount of rubbish 
which affects our coastal areas. Every year thousands of tons of garbage ends up in the oceans, with 60% of that being composed of plastic 
material. Plastics especially last a very long time in the ocean, and are in such abundance that there are 46,000 individual pieces of plastic litter 
for every square kilometre of ocean. Plastics are very hazardous to marine life, killing more than a million birds and over 100,000 seals, turtles, 
and whales, and an immense number offish in our ocean. Coastal Clean-up Day encourages us to get out to our beaches and help to limit this 
problem by cleaning up the garbage that has washed up on shore, and that left by visitors every day. The totals of waste collected by the students 
will be included in an annual report drafted by the Ocean Conservancy which will be distributed to the school and municipality. 


3.23 Environmental Management 

The West Coast District Municipality in cooperation with the Department of Environmental Affairs and Development Planning has 
developed a Coastal Management Programme ("CMP") in terms of the National Environmental Management: Integrated Coastal 
Management Act, 24 of 2008 ("ICMA"). The CMP provides guidelines for the management of the coast. The Act also refers to a set 
of standard By-Laws and possible scheme regulations. The West Coast District Municipality as well as the Saldanha Bay 
Municipality adopted the CMP. Coastal management will have an impact on various functions within the municipality and there 
are currently two officials dedicated to this responsibility. The WCDM is also in process of reviewing this plan in collaboration with 
the various Municipalities. 

The Department of Environmental Affairs and Development Planning, in conjunction with the West Coast District Municipality 
commissioned a report to delineate coastal setback lines In terms of the ICMA and this project is near completion. 

With regard to biodiversity, the Department of Environmental Affairs and Development Planning, in conjunction with the West 
Coast District Municipality is also In the process of finalising the Environmental Management Framework for the Saldanha Bay 
area. 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality also completed a survey on its open spaces to make informed decisions on the possible uses of 
these spaces. 

The Municipality provides input on Environmental Impact Assessment Reports for developments, on applications for ad-hoc 
coastal setback lines and inter-departmental requests within the Saldanha Bay Municipality. 

Environmental Education and support is also taking place within the municipality and within the municipal area; with various 
environmental stakeholders. 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality participates in the St Helena Bay and Saldanha Bay Water Quality Trusts by contributing financially 
for the monitoring as well as attending the meetings. 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality also participates and is a signatory to the Cape West Coast Biosphere Reserve. 
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The rehabilitation of the dune at Tietiesbaai. Ukhana Projects as the implementer of the Working for the Coast Programme from the Berg River 
Mouth to Silwerstroom in collaboration with Dean van Eeden of Vula Environmental Services has completed the rehabilitation of the dune at the 
main beach. Working for the Coast is a programme run by the National Department of Environmental Affairs.

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The aim of the Municipality is to ensure the safety of all residents and visitors in this municipal area through effective law 
enforcement. The department Public Safety comprises of four (4) subsections which includes Traffic Operations, Traffic 
Management, Law Enforcement and Security and Fire Services with the vision to enact the Strategic Objective - To develop socially 
integrated, safe and healthy communities. 

3.24 Law Enforcement and Security Services 

The core function of this section is the enforcement of Municipal By -laws and the protection and safeguarding of municipal 
assets. Law Enforcement section with the participation of external stakeholders such as neighborhood watches, community police 
forums and South African Police Services with the aim in crime prevention been prioritized. 

The current staff establishment consist of a Chief: Law Enforcement and Security and twelve, one (1) security coordinator and 
fourteen (14) law enforcement officers, which needs to be operationally on the cutting edge to enforce the Municipal By -laws in 
the following towns, Saldanha, Vredenburg, Paternoster, Jacobs Bay, St. Helena Bay, Hopfield and Langebaan. 

The Municipality entered to an agreement with the Department of Community Safety to offer a basket services to the municipality 
by giving a chance to the youth to develop their skills because of the scarcity of youth unemployment. This basket of services 
includes the provision of a Safety Kiosks for the Municipality with the emphasis to assist with law enforcement visibility in the 
different towns. Currently a total of eleven (11) youth members which were trained by the Chrysalis Academy are employed by 
the Department of Community Safety and coordinated by the Municipality. The purpose of the youth is to multiply forces within 
the law enforcement section. These officers are deployed daily within the different towns within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area. 

Land invasion 

Land invasion and illegal structures has been prevalent in the Municipal area and land invasion monitoring and demolishing of 
illegal structures has become a priority to mitigate this unlawful action within our area. 

During April 2018 an increase of protests marches were evident, especially protests relates to land. An action /contingency plan 
was compiled with the purpose to explain what processes will be followed in terms of the demolishing of illegal structures within 
the George Kerridge Informal Settlement. 

During May 2018 law enforcement officials were activated and deployed in the George Kerridge Informal Settlement area with 
the purpose of demolishing illegal structures which were erected in the area. 

Subsequently, the challenge was to deal with unrest situations where the community started to burn tyres at the crossing of 
Kootjieskloof Street and Southern Bypass next to the George Kerridge Informal Settlement. 

After successful deliberations all illegal occupiers were relocated to a piece of land identified by the Municipality. 

Security 

Section 152 of the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, Act 108 of 1996 defines the objectives of Local Government. These 
include that a safe and healthy environment is promoted and that communities and community organizations are encouraging to 
be involved. 

The mandate of the Saldanha Bay Municipality is to achieve a safe and secure environment in which people of the region can live, 
work and relax, therefore. 
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The safeguarding of assets and buildings has become a priority for the Municipality. In 2016 the need for a security risk assessment 
was identified and ASAP was appointed to assist the Municipality to do a proper security assessment on all security sites. Apart 
from the assessment, one of their directives was to assist the Municipality to draw up detailed Security tender specifications. 


Servest was appointed in June 2016 for a period of two (2) years to provide security guarding services at 37 sites of the 
Municipality. Soon it was realized that without the efficient management of the contract, break-ins and vandalism will escalate, 
hence an official was task to coordinate the security function. 

The necessary measurements were put in place to prevent the escalation of burglaries and vandalism at Municipal properties. At 
all high priority sites such as the holiday resorts, waste water reservoirs, depots and community centers security patrol tags were 
Installed. Identified vandalized perimeter fencing was also repaired especially at Saldanha Bay holiday resort. Two (2) portable 
guard houses were put at Leentjleskllp holiday resort at Langebaan to prevent ongoing break-ins. 

Saldanha Bay Safety Initiative (SBSI) 

The Municipality is the primary agent to drive the coordination of safety and security issues in the area with DOCS supporting and 
guiding the development and implementation of the SBSI. The safety initiative concept is designed to take service delivery to the 
lowest level of government closest to the needs of the community. This makes the Municipality the ideal structure to deal with 
community issues supported by various role-players from the government and civil society. 

Council has prioritise safety and security within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area which links to a fundamental key objective, 
strategic objective four (4) which stated, "To develop socially integrated, safe and healthy communities". Subsequently, this 
relates to council efforts in terms of the game changers of economic growth, customer care, technology and Innovation, 
cleanliness and youth. These efforts will not be realised if the public safety and crime is not prioritised. Subsequently, council at 
its meeting on the 22 June 2017 adopted the Safety Strategy and its action plan with the following objectives: 

' To promote communication between SBM and the community 

■ To promote co-operation between SBM; SAPS and other Law Enforcement Agencies and the community in fulfilling 
the needs of the community regarding public safety 
' To promote joint problem-identification and solving with the Law Enforcement and the Community 
' To assist with the initiation and co-ordination of social crime prevention Programmes and projects in conjunction with 
SAPS, other Departments, Law Enforcement Agencies, Law Enforcement and other structures 
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The diagram below highlights the process flow of the SBSI strategy: 
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Taken the above diagram in consideration engagements meetings were conducted during February 2018 to promote the SBSI 
model. All fourteen (14) wards were targeted and this was an ideal engagement to address the safety issues in the different wards. 

The diagrams also highlight the function of the stakeholder and task team meetings which were prioritised during 2017/18. 

The diagram below highlights the safety partnerships of the SBSI: 



The diagram highlights the effectiveness of partnerships and the engagement with external partners which includes the private 
security companies, business forums and Community Police forums was crucial. 

Safety and security, together with cleanliness, are often cited as the most important factors in getting investments into an area or 
town. Therefore, a safe and secured Saldanha Bay Municipal area is thus not only a functional necessity, but underpins elements 
of economic and social development strategies. 
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The highlights for the year under review include the following: 


’ The successful appointment of the Chief: Law Enforcement and Security Services. 

' The relocation of the Law Enforcement to their own building. 

' The implementation on a decentralization model with the purpose to deploy officials in all the towns of the Saldanha 
Bay Municipal area to improve visibility 

The ranking policy was reviewed and implemented in line with the new decentralization and the structure of Law 
Enforcement. 

■ The deployment of CCTV cameras at strategic places within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area and a 24/7 control room. 

' Development and implementation of the Saldanha Bay Safety Initiative 
' Decrease of the break in into the municipal facilities 
' Management and control of illegal structure 

Water Restrictions Law Enforcement 

Due to the drought that is experienced within the Saldanha Bay Municipal area, a water restriction team was established with the 
purpose to coordinate the situation within the area. 

Various meetings were conducted to streamline the progress within the Municipal area. A control room was established to ensure 
that complaints with regards to the illegal water usage within the area could be reported. Joint operations between the law 
enforcement and traffic sections was planned and executed to address the misuse of water within the municipal area. 

A strategic deployment plan was developed with the purpose to ensure daily deployment of law enforcement officials within all 
the towns of the Saldanha Bay Municipal area to concentrate on the illegal usage of water. 

In March 2018 the municipality appointed auxiliary law enforcement officials which formed part of the expanded public works 
program to multiply forces to address the water challenge within the municipal area. 

During the month of April 2018, the municipality embarked on the distribution of letters to all residents in Municipal area to make 
them aware of the high usage of water in their households. 

Achievements 

Due to intensified law enforcement operations applied; business such as Middelpos, St. Helena Bay, Langebaan and Atlantic car 
wash premises now conduct their businesses with grey water. The pictures below illustrate the interventions which took place to 
stop the car wash activities at the above-mentioned premises.

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Intergovernmental Joint Law Enforcement Operations 

During the month of March and April 2018 history was made when three (3) spheres of government came together with the 
purpose to conduct joint law enforcement operations to monitor and safeguard the transfer of water from the Berg River Dam to 
the Misverstand Dam for the communities and industries of the West Coast District which includes the Saldanha Bay Municipality. 

The Western Cape Province has been experiencing severe drought and in March 2018 it was declared a disaster. The drought led 
to the significant decrease of the collective storage of dams within the Western Cape Water Supply System. 

The Misverstand Dam is part of the WCWSS and mainly stores and supplies water for drinking and industrial use. The West Coast 
Local Municipalities (LMs) that participated in the joint law enforcement operations i.e. Bergriver LM, Swartland LM, and Saldanha 
Bay LM are supplied by the Misverstand Dam. 

The diagram below illustrated the West Coast Water Supply System: 



At meeting was convened and hosted by the WCDM on 13 March 2018 and attended by the West Coast LMs, the Department of 
Local Government (DLG) and DWS an alert was made that the West Coast district and/or the Misverstand dam was left with sixty- 
four (64) days of water. A decision was taken to start with the preparation for the release and this included a plan to strengthen 
enforcement during the release to ensure that the transfer of water to the Misverstand Dam. 
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A joint team of The Blue Scorpions, the Green 
Scorpions and the municipal Law Enforcement 
Officials developed a Joint Operational Plan (JOP) 

The Joint Law Enforcement Operation team started 
work in the month of March 2018 before the 
release on 18 April 2018.On 18 April 2018, the day 
of the release, the joint law enforcement operation 
started operations which lasted until 30 April 2018. 
The joint operation team visited different farms 
which are situated along the river banks within the 
area of the West Coast and Cape Winelands District 
Municipality. 



A plan to ensure that the released water reaches the Misverstand Dam included the Department of Water and Sanitation which 
entering Memorandums of Understanding (MOUs) with five local municipalities which includes: the Bergriver, Swartland, Saldanha 
Bay, Stellenbosch and Drakenstein. The purpose of the Memorandum of Understanding was for the Municipal Law Enforcement 
Officials to be appointed by the DWS to perform the water resources management functions in terms of section 124 and 125 of 
the National Water Act 36 of 1998. These are the functions that are performed by the Blue and Green Scorpions in their capacity 
as Environmental Management Inspectors (EMIs). 


Joint Operational Centre 

The Joint Operation Centre (JOC) was activated in Moorreesburg at the WCDM for overall coordination of the joint law 
enforcement operations which started on 18 April 2018, the day of the release. The purpose of the coordinating JOC, as per the 
MOU between the DWS and WCDM, was to coordinate the overall operation by disseminating information to all authorities and 
assist with decision making as well as facilitate all the needs of the joint law enforcement operations. 


Mobile JOC 

Daily operations included morning (7h00) briefing meetings and afternoon (17h00) debriefing meetings. The mobile JOC followed 
the movement of water and these took place in Paarl (Fire Station), in Gouda (community hall) and Moorreesburg (West Coast 
Disaster Centre). The Drakenstein LM convened and coordinated the mobile JOC over seven (7) days until the water reached the 
Misverstand Dam. Mobile JOCs were comprised of Directors of participating LMs. The purpose of the mobile JOC was to direct and 
monitor the movement of water and these included the following: 

' Effective communication (through a WhatsApp group) during this operation with the Law Enforcement Officers / team 
leaders. 

' Each team leader reported every two hours to the mobile and coordinating JOCs on location of each team, action and 
challenges. 

' Based on the two (2) hourly feedback, briefing notes for the day were compiled at the end of each shift. 

• Relevant and applicable Information where action is required was forwarded to the Provincial Disaster Management 
Centre, SAPS Operational Command Centre, Department of Local Government, Department of Water and Sanitation, 
Municipal Managers and Executive Mayors.

Total employees - Traffic 
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This section is mainly responsible to enforce applicable Acts and Regulations as per National Road Traffic Act and Criminal 
Procedure Act with the importance to ensure road safety. It also maintains law and order for all types of transport by providing 
consolidated and integrated traffic policing operations. 

Traffic law enforcement aims to increase road safety in the municipal area by providing traffic law enforcement services that 
include, facilitation of road safety education, communication, rising of awareness and providing training and development 
opportunities to all traffic officers. We also aim to reduce the number of road accidents, to ensure a safe traffic flow, to bring all 
offenders of traffic violations to book and to ensure safe roads. Speed measurements are important due to the fact that speeding 
is a major cause that contributes to accidents. 

Driving under the influence of liquor contributes to the high fatality rate on our roads, but due to the implementation of the 
District Safety Plan and decentralization model random alcohol breathing roadblocks is conducted in the Saldanha Bay municipal 
district. This significantly reduces accidents where alcohol is the main contributing factor. 

Traffic Operations are divided into the following: Traffic Safety Awareness, Traffic Enforcement, Speed enforcement and Public 
Transport Enforcement. 

The department Public Safety implements a new decentralized deployment model for traffic operations. A new organogram was 
approved by council for traffic operations which will enhance growth within this section. The new structure will consist of a head 
traffic operation, two (2) Assistant Superintendents North and South, senior traffic officers and traffic officers. The section traffic 
operations are enthusiastic of the prospected future growth to improve road safety within the Saldanha Bay municipal area. 

The steadfast industrial growth and the migration of people from the different provinces contributed to the increased vehicular 
traffic that has an impact on traffic operations/road safety 

The Municipality is in the process to appoint a service provider to supply speed equipment who will also manage the back office 
which includes the capturing of all traffic fines, execution of summonses and warrants of arrest. 


Public transport 

After a public transport survey during May/June 2018, initiated by the Public Regulatory Entity, data collection of operational 
information of minibus taxis for each destination /route from each rank included the following: 

Arrival and departure times of vehicles 
' Number plates of vehicles 

• Number of passengers in vehicle when leaving rank 

• Number of passengers alighting on arrival at rank 

' Number of passengers left in queue when vehicle leaves rank 

' Number of vehicles left in queue when vehicle leaves rank 
■ Waiting times 

According to the survey Saldanha bay Municipality has the highest number of public transport vehicles within the West Coast 
District Municipality. The Saldanha Bay municipality has 264 vehicles with 258 unique Operating License (OLS) numbers. Recent 
surveys conducted by the Department of Transport indicated that approximately 20% illegal vehicles operate at the Saldanha rank 
and approximately 23% illegal vehicles operate at the Vredenburg rank. This means that vehicles are operating on the registered 
routes without an Operating License (OL). There is a need for a commuter public transport service to Langebaan and currently 
approximately between thirty (30) and forty (40) is operating on that route 
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Challenges 

■ Strategy plans regulating the long distance services need to be develop. 

■ A strategy must be developed to address illegal operators. 

• The appointment of Traffic officers which specialised in enforcing the NLTA. 
' The lawlessness of the taxi drivers pertain to rules of the road. 

' No rank facility in Langebaan

The draft decentralized model operational plan to increase visibility in the different towns. 

The decision to procure a new fleet of vehicles for traffic. 

No fatalities were recorded during the Festive season. 

The implementation of the District Safety Plan who authorizes Municipalities to work cross border. 

The revision of the ranking policy with the objective to promote officials according the approved organizational 
structure 

The training and appointment of traffic wardens as per EPWP program. 

The introduction of the handheld devices for the issuing of Section 56 Written Notices.

3.25.3 Traffic Management 

This section comprises of the Driving License Testing Centre (DLTC) and the Registering Authority (RA). The primary function of 
the Driving license testing Centre is to provide a service whereby the community can do appointments relating to the renewal of 
driving licenses, professional driving permits, and appointments for learner and driving license test and registration and licensing 
of motor vehicles. The key performance areas include the following: 

• Application of learner's licenses; 

' Issuing of learner's licenses; 

• Application of driving licenses; 

■ Application for the renewal of driving licenses; 

' Application for professional driving permits; and 

■ Issuing of driving licenses. 

The key performance areas of the Registering Authority (RA) are to be mainly responsible for motor vehicle transactions in 
partnership with the Department of Transport, which includes the registration and licensing of motor vehicles. The resolution to 
open the services of Motor Vehicle Registration and the Driving License Section for the public every Saturday was again an 
achievement on itself. 
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The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

■ Council commitment for the re-opening of the Langebaan Testing Centre in the 2018/19 financial year 
' Implementation of a Helpdesk at Motor Registration Section 

The decision to open a RA Satellite office in Saldanha for implementation in the new financial year

' Limited floor space with regards to filing

3.26 Fire Services and Disaster Management 

Saldanha Bay Fire and Rescue Services had reverted back from the West Coast District Municipality on 1 July 2018 after the services 
was rendered by the WCDM for three years. The agreement came into effect on the 1 of April 2014 and terminates on the 30 of 
June 2017. The intention of the agreement was to capacitate the staff and to increase the capacity of fire fighters for future take¬ 
over within the Municipality. Failure to strengthen the fire services may have resulted in non-adherence/conformance to the 
Constitution and the various recommendations issued in this regard. Council at its Council meeting held on the 23 February 2017 
"R75/2-17" resolved that the Fire Services reverted back to SBM. 
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The function of the Fire Services entails the following: 


Prevent the outbreak or spread of a fire; Protect life or property against a fire or other threatening danger; Rescue life or property 
from a fire or other danger; provide a timely, effective and efficient service to all citizens; Fire suppression; another main objective 
of this division is to save lives and to protect property. 

Awareness campaigns in informal areas did reduce the number of fires in those areas as well as the restructuring of shacks to 
ensure that fire fighting vehicles and fire fighters can reach those in need. Immediate relief is provided to victims of fires and 
flooding is provided in the form of food parcels, blankets and emergency housing kids. 


Fire Safety Awareness 



The current staff complement consist of a Chief Fire Officer and fifteen (14) fire fighters and (10) fire reservist which needs to 
be operationally on the cutting edge to provide an excellent firefighting service in the following towns, Saldanha, Vredenburg, 
Paternoster,Jacobs Bay, Stompneus Bay, St Flelena Bay, Flopfield and Langebaan.

Satellite Fire Stations 


With regards to the above the Fire Services has envisaged making provision for satellite fire stations to communities furthest away 
from the main station. This will enhance response times and reduce the displeasure shown by the communities. To effect the 
above a decision was taken by Council to build the new Fire Station in the 18/19 financial year at the airfields midway from 
Saldanha to Vredenburg. Subsequently, the responsibility of the Fire Department is to maintain an adequate response force to 
meet the needs of communities in line with the National Standards. 
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Due to the increase of fires at the informal settlements in Saldanha and veld fires in Hopefield satellite stations were identified 
to enhance reaction times. Skid units are deployed to fasten reaction time to alleviate the fire at these identified areas. A total of 
two (2) firefighters get deployed at each satellite station with the back -up of the main fire station. 


Disaster Management 

With reference to Disaster Management Act No 57 of 2002 the Local Municipality must draw up a disaster management plan 
which must in accordance with the District Disaster Management Framework. However the Municipality has reviewed its disaster 
Management plan in 2018 after an in depth Disaster Risk assessment was conducted by the Provincial Disaster Management 
Centre and is in process to draft the contingency plans. This includes a ward based and scientific risk assessment. 

Council adopted the reviewed Disaster Management plan at a Council meeting on 20 June 2018 (R33/6-18). During the severe 
drought in our area the Municipality institutes water restrictions. The Municipality also declared its area as a Local Disaster Area 
due to the severity of the drought. Council at a Special Council meeting held on the 15 June 2017 resolved as follows: R5/6-17: 
"DECLARATION OF THE SALDANHA BAY AS A LOCAL DISASTER AREA" .However, in June 2018 the National Management Centre 
reclassified the disaster as national disaster. 

Province has identified funding to an amount of R 66 000 per annum so that the Municipality can appoint a disaster management 
internship in the new financial year. His duties will entail to coordinate the disaster management function. Disaster Management 
Risk Assessments will be a fundamental key area of responsibility to identify any disaster risks and to draw up contingency plans 
for the risks identified. Engagement with ward committees to foster co responsibility to mitigate any form of disaster will also be 
key driver. 

The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

■ The appointment of a Chief Fire Officer on 1 January 2018 

' Reverting back of the Fire Services from WCDM on 1 July 2018 with 15 permanently employed operational fire fighters 

■ Renovations of the existing Fire Station to accommodate the Fire Services 
' Purchasing of 5 Skid units and a Water tanker including equipment 

' Appointment of 10 firefighting reservists 
• The successful revision of the Disaster Management Plan 
' Adoption of the SBM Fire and Rescue Strategic Master Plan 

■ The establishment of a unique telephone number (022 -713 1815 ) for the Fire Services 

Some of the challenges that are experienced include the following: 

' Limited sleeping quarters for the Fire Services 
' Limited Parking bays for fire fighting vehicles 

■ Limited funding to purchase personal protective clothing 

' Unclear direction of future training and training facilities for fire fighters in the Western Cape

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3.27 Holiday Resorts and Campsites 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality is responsible for the management and maintenance of seven holiday resorts in the municipal area. 
These are the Saldanha Resort (Saldanha), the Tabakbaai Resort (Diazville), the Laingville Resort (St. Helena Bay), the Oostewal 
Resort (Langebaan), the Seebries Park Resort (Langebaan), the Columbine Nature Reserve (Paternoster) and the Leentjiesklip 
Caravan Park (Langebaan). 

The first five resorts mentioned have units and campsites and the last two only make provision for camping. 

Resort management's focus is to improve customer service and unforgettable hospitality. All the resorts are next to the beach, 
where the sheer natural beauty of the sea can be experienced. 

Braai facilities are available in each camp site at all resorts, water taps and refuse bins are positioned at regular intervals and 
payment is per unit and not per person. 

On arrival at the resorts we provide our client with the necessary information including the rules and safety evacuation plan. 

In the past year the severe drought experienced forced the municipality to introduce water saving measures that impacted on the 
number of bookings that could be accommodated and the maintenance of camping sites. 

During the year additional security kiosks were provided and surveillance cameras are being installed to improve security in the 
resorts. 


The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

' The hosting of the annual Jazz on the Rocks Music Festival at the Cape Columbine Nature Reserve, this event is 
expanding every year. People from all over South Africa and from overseas are attending this prestigious event. 

■ The hosting of the annual Bob Marley Music Festival and the Lee Riders Motorbike Rally at the Tabak Bay Resort must 
be mentioned as highlights at our destinations, again people all over South Africa are attending these events. 

An event that is also on the rise, is the Dragon Angels Sleepover at the Seebries Resort in Langebaan, this is also a 
motorbike rally and visitors are flocking to this event over that period. 

■ Dune rehabilitation at Cape Columbine Nature Reserve 

• Through the drought period management was pro-active in filling the Tabak Bay Swimming pool with sea water to keep 
the Swimming pool operational during the season period, which was much appreciated by visitors and local residents. 

' Pro-actively managing the water restrictions by implementing water saving measures and still accommodating visitors.

' Vandalism and theft is on the rise. Security cameras are being installed at resorts to assist in safeguarding municipal 
assets 

■ Managing water consumption due to the low dam levels in the region

3.28 Sport Grounds, Parks, Swimming Pools and Community Halls 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality is responsible for the management and maintenance of 9 sport grounds in our municipal area. It is 
the municipality's goal to create a healthy lifestyle for all our residents by offering a wide range of well-maintained and managed 
sport facilities. 

Vandalism of infrastructure at our sport grounds is a serious concern for the municipality. In an attempt to overcome this concern, 
the municipality appointed 24 hour security guards and care takers at some of the grounds. 

The community halls in the Saldanha Bay area are public locations where members of the community gather for group activities, 
social support, public information and related purposes. The Department of SASSA utilizes the halls as pay points for pensioners 
and other government institutions who have access free of charge. The directorate started a process to identify further 
possibilities to improve the utilization of community halls by the community. A new policy for the use of community halls was 
approved by the Council to improve control measures and impose penalties in cases where the policy is transgressed. 

Rates are affordable and the halls are easily accessible to communities, but the halls are unfortunately prone to vandalism and 
theft. 
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The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

' Upgrading of the Skilpad Hall (Vredenburg) 

' Adoption of the Policy on the lease of Municipal Halls by Council 
■ Upgrading of the Chemfos Community Hall 

' Appointment of Consulting Engineers for the Development of the new Sport Grounds in Langebaan 
• Upgrades to facilities at various Sport Grounds within the municipal area 

' Establishment of the Saldanha Sport Advisory Forum consisting of representatives of the area sport forums 
' Inauguration of the Saldanha sport stadium on the 30**' of March with the involvement of Super Sport 

Some of the challenges that were experienced includes the following: 

' Vandalism and theft is on the rise. Security cameras are being installed at community halls and other facilities to assist 
in safeguarding municipal assets

3.3 I Administration, Secretariat, Archives and Property Management 

The administrative, secretariat and archives division renders a comprehensive and effective administrative support function within 
the municipality. 

The main objectives of the Secretariat function are to ensure that 

' Agendas and minutes of all different meetings 

K are compiled and distributed according to legislation to Council, Management and relevant and interested 
parties/users; and 

« are displayed on the Council's website (minutes). 

■ Council, Mayoral Committees, Portfolio Committees and Section 79 Committees are scheduled and recorded; 

' Resolutions of all meetings are distributed; and 

• The administration relating to the function is executed. 

The Administration section is responsible for: 

■ the placing of advertisements in the various newspapers; 

' the telephone administration; 

' liaison with councilors regarding their insurance and matters relating to declaration of their interest in municipal affairs; 

• receiving and responding to applications relating to the Promotion of Access to Information Act; and 

■ receiving and concluding contracts relating to the mobile homes at the Leentjiesklip Holiday Resort. 


The Records section ensures that: 

* incoming and outgoing correspondence are recorded and distributed timely; 

■ the filing system is managed appropriately; 

' records are disposed of in accordance with legislation; and 
' the archives are managed in a legally compliant manner. 
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The Property management section is responsible to recommend, administer and manage the acquisition, enhancement, 
alienation, leasing and utilization of council-owned immovable property and rights in property. 

Contract Administration 

Managing of contracts (deed of sales, lease, and housing) based on Council's policy and resolutions. 

Property Administration 

Attending to enquiries and applications for alienation and letting of Council land acquisition and disposal of land for municipal 
purposes (housing, services, and offices). 

Property management is prescribed by legislation i.e. MFMA, Municipal Systems and Structures Act, Asset Transfer Regulations, 
Supply Chain Management act, etc. It is the responsibility of the Property Management section to adhere to this legislation to 
ensure that the strategic objectives of the Municipality and national government are supported and optimized. 

The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

' Title Deeds registered: 422 through the hosting of regular Title Deed workshops throughout the municipal area. 

' Title Deeds handed over to beneficiaries: 693 through the hosting of regular Title Deed Workshops throughout the 
municipal area. 

A Knowledge Management Framework has been approved at Council's meeting held on 20 June 2018. 

Some of the challenges that are experienced include the following: 

■ Beneficiaries of state funded (Subsidy) Flouses do not respond willingly to the request from municipality that they must 
sign a Deed of Sale to enable Registration of Title Deed nor do they collect Title Deeds. A perception exists that while 
the Properties are registered to the Municipality or the Title Deed is still in the municipality's possession, they could not 
be held liable for Insurance. It is also experienced that partners of beneficiaries tend to use the opportunity to acquire a 
state subsidy (Flousing Opportunity) on their own. This is especially true in the situation where pre 1994 beneficiaries of 
Sub - economic houses still need to be registered. 

' The returning of the monthly telephone printouts from the departments remains a challenge. 

' Full Implementation of the IMIS Document Management System and the functioning of systems as well as buy-in from 
the departments remains a challenge. 

' The switchboard is currently being manned by only one official who has contributed to a significant loss call rate 
according to the lost call statistics.

3.32 Human Resources 

The main aim of HR services for SBM is to ensure that the correct number of employees, with the required skills, in the correct 
place and post level at the right time is available to the organisation to ensure effective and efficient service delivery to the 
community. 

Each functional manager - each departmental head, section head, superintendent, foreman, supervisor and team leader - is 
responsible for setting objectives, delegating responsibilities, planning, motivating, development of skills and career 
paths/succession planning, measuring of performance, and general guidance of their staff. In this endeavours line management 
will be assisted by Human Resources Services who will provide policy, guidelines, support, systems and specialized inputs. This 
assistance is in essence a service, control and advisory function. 
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The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

Occupational Health: 

Annual Medicals: 90% of periodic medicals done. 

Pre - placement and pre- employment medicals: All requested medicals via recruitment department successfully done. 
EPWP (Expanded Public works programme): Pre -employment medicals successfully done. 98% of these employees 
received fitness certificates. 

PHC (Primary Health Care): Most of the employees were treated at this facility and were able to be productive again. 
WCA: Successfully submitted within the 7 days' timeframe to Compensation Commissioner.

• Availability of line managers to act as chairperson and initiators during disciplinary hearings, including compilation of 
charge sheets. 

■ Conducting of proper investigation reports 

Occupational Safety 

' One of the big challenges for this office is the growing workforce as well as extra workload. With the changes in 

legislation it does add additional work towards compliance and monitoring in the workplace. The assistant position that 
is funded needs to be filled as soon as possible. This will help with the effectiveness of the SHER office as well as 
visibility of the SHER office in the workplace. 

' The prevention of injuries on duty remains a challenge. Although injuries are not severe or has resulted in a fatality, it 
does require more focus, as the SHER office is still of the opinion that injuries on duty can be prevented. 

' Another challenge is the lack of access control at certain offices and pay points. This is either a result because of 

systems failure, but in some instances behaviour of officials plays at huge part. With a revised security plan, this might 
be one on the areas for increase focus as it poses a risk to SBM officials as well as property in the long run. 

Employee Wellness 

■ Lack of capacity to deliver a preventative and proactive EAR service. 

' Reduction of absenteeism (sick and unpaid leave). 

' Changing the perception and mindset of senior management and Council and line management regarding the value the 
EAR Rrogramme offers and delivers to the employees and the organization. 

Training & Development 

■ Management to release nominated staff to attend training interventions. 

• General communication with staff who needs to attend training interventions. 

Occupational Health 

' Chronic Disease Management: It remains a challenge to continuously monitor these employees with chronic diseases as 
some of them tend to neglect to comply, by not taking their prescribed medication regular. Remains also a challenge 
with not enough manpower to fulfill the monitoring. 

' ‘WCA Cases: LTI (Loss Time Injuries). The challenge to continue to set programmes and drives to the different towns to 
educate employees to get a decrease in the amount of LTI. 

■ ‘ERWR: A challenge to be effective in an ongoing programme regarding annual medicals where shortage of manpower 
exit. Only one Occupational Health Nurse Rractitioner (OHNR)/Clinical Nurse Rractitioner (CNR) who must do all the 
fitness examinations and issue signed-off certificates. 

' ‘Rrimary Health Care (RHC): Although this service is an excellent relieve to the minor illness of employees, it is also a 
challenge as it is the same person (OHNR/CNR) that must examine and treat them.

3.33 Information and Communication Technology (ICT) 

The ICT department have committed most of its time in the 2017/18 financial year to the procurement, installation and 
configuration our disaster recovery environment and the expansion of our network storage solutions. The focus has also been on 
the implementation of the 15 business processes which includes business process redesign to improve effectiveness and 
efficiency. 

The biggest project for the year is the proof of concept on our fibre as a fifth utility project. With local government being the key 
to the tangible, on-the-ground service delivery strategy of the government, one of our nation's most pressing challenges has 
become the need to strengthen local government and thereby further empower its citizens. 

To this end, the use of effective ICT-enabled solutions offers great prospects, when implemented in conjunction with 
an integrated municipal turnaround strategy which encompasses strategy, people, process and technology. 

The Saldanha Bay Municipality 'Baobab Proof-of-Concept' project is an innovative, functional joint initiative co-created through 
the Saldanha Bay Innovation Helix (SBIH) programme with the Stellenbosch University and the private sector to bring change 
technology closer to the people. 

Over the last two years, the Baobab fibre infrastructure utility project was incubated through the SBIH programme, with the aim 
of finding a solution to bridge the digital divide by challenging the existing broadband-centric solutions driven by private business, 
in an attempt to resolve National connectivity limitations. 

Based on a municipal-centric model that creates a future enabled, open, equitable and transparent shared open access 
infrastructure; an innovative business model and solution was crafted that enables basic service delivery for the municipality to 
provide services to communities, underpinned by enabling fair competition amongst private sector service providers. 

The end-to-end platform demonstrated how to solve the Saldanha Bay Municipality's immediate market pressures with a wide 
range of policies, procedures, systems and technical knowledge by bringing a unified basic service delivery to the community over 
a single shared open access fibre infrastructure.

The high capacity telco-grade fibre 
infrastructure functions as the enabler for true convergence and the birth of a true Smart City. 
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The benefit in creating a significant fibre infrastructure asset is apparent: by reclaiming the municipality's legal and regulatory 
rights to own fibre infrastructure as a utility, the asset can be leveraged as a new, additional and sustainable evergreen municipal 
revenue stream. The project now moves from POC status to full deployment and is expected to come into full swing within the 
next two years. The Baobab project is a game changer that embraces true innovation whilst meeting key deliverables for the 
Saldanha Bay Municipality. 

The project was officially opened and sanctioned by the Office of the Executive Mayor, Alderman Marius Koen, on April 26*^ 2018. 

The Council has also approved the open access network infrastructure to be adopted as the next generation utility infrastructure 
as a vehicle to create new and sustainable revenue. 

The biggest challenges remain the shortage of staff, the network and ICT systems keep expanding, but no additional staff is added 
to maintain these networks and systems. A big challenge during the implementation of the 15 business process is the fact that the 
processes have not been regulated yet and therefor committing the necessary time and resources and time to it.

The project was officially opened and sanctioned by the Office of the Executive Mayor, Alderman Marius Koen, on 26 April 2018. During his speech at the 
launch of the Baobab Demo Centre, Mayor Koen stated that the council has identified five game changers or focus areas to achieve the vision and 
mission of the municipality. These are: economic development and growth, customer care, technology and innovation, cleanliness and youth. "With this 
in mind, technology and innovation are very important when it comes to engaging with the younger generation and our broader community. We can no 
longer be behind on a technological level and expect individuals to be smart citizens. The development of the digital economy on the back of a high 
capacity fibre network can enhance market penetration, provide value-added services such as content, education, security and television," Koen said. 

The Council has also approved the open access network infrastructure to be adopted as the next generation utility infrastructure as a vehicle to create 

new and sustainable revenue. 


The demo centre, located at the Arcelor Mittal Science Centre, is open to the public and showcases the Baobab project and its innovative technology. The 
project can be followed at https://sbm.agilitygis.com, where residents can register and apply for value-added services, as well as track the progress of 

the project.

3.34 Internal Audit 

To provide management with assurance on high risk areas a more risk based approached were taken during the planning and 
execution of audits, with the reduction of compliance focused reviews and the inclusion of more risk based audits to ensure 
alignment to international standards as prescribed by institute of internal auditors. During the year under review the internal audit 
activity could effectively execute 100% of the adopted revised risk based internal audit plan. 

To assist the audit committee with their oversight responsibility and provide them with relevant information in a timely manner- 

In our departmental endeavour to strengthen and develop the skills of the Internal Audit Activity and in line with standard 1300 
of the IIA regarding quality assurance; newly appointed junior internal auditors were registered for the Internal Auditing 
Technician (lAT) training presented by the Institute of Internal Auditors and training has commenced and candidate has completed 
the course and is preparing to write his final exams in this regard. Two additional staff members have been enrolled during the 
financial year and are continuing with their studies in this regard. 

Other training programmes i.e. conducting an Audit from Cradle to Grave (CACTG) training programs were also attended by staff. 
This training has been identified to supplement auditor's formal qualifications and strengthen the auditor's practical knowledge 
to provide better services to our clients. 

Due to limited resources, the wide range of processes and procedures involved in a local government environment and the 
necessary skills and knowledge required to audit those areas and in an effort to comply with the requirements set forth by the 
standards, it has been a challenging year to provide sufficient coverage to the organisation on all high risk areas and to provide 
and maintain the high level of value add which the department have set for itself. 

However, this is being addressed by empowering officials with knowledge with them attending identified training, conferences 
and workshops. With the existence of risk manager, a risk management unit and risk processes maturing within the organisation. 
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to a large extent, it is envisioned to develop, finalise and implement a combined assurance module which would ensure that the 
adequate level of assurance is provided on all identified risk areas. 


The improvement in processes and applied methodologies assisted with the progress made to ultimately ensure conformance 
with the International Standards for the professional Practice of Internal Auditing (Standards) (IPPF) as prescribed by The Institute 
of Internal Auditors (IIA). 

Room for improvement still exists and some obstacles needs to be overcome, however steady progress is made, with management 
being positive that a favourable internal quality assurance report will be achievable by July 2020, when a full external Quality 
Assessment review will be performed. 

The highlights for the year under review include the following: 

* The maturing risk culture within the organisation; 

' Full implementation of the approved plan 

' Inclusion of additional staff members in the lAT program and positive results being received by the participants.

' Attracting and retaining competent Internal Audit experienced staff members with the correct skills set to the area;

4.6 Managing the Municipal Workforce 

Managing the municipal workforce refers to analysing and coordinating employee behaviour. 


4.6.1 Injuries 


An occupational injury is a personal injury, disease or death resulting from an occupational accident. Compensation claims for 
such occupational injuries are calculated according to the seriousness of the injury/disease and can be costly to a municipality. 
Occupational injury will influence the loss of man hours and therefore financial and productivity performance. 

The injury rate shows a slight decrease in the 2017/18 financial year to 95 employees injured against 118 employees in the 2016/17 
financial year. It should be noted that only 23 of the 95 employees recorded as Injury on duty (lOD), were reported as WCA cases. 

Most injuries were fractures of ligaments, which were not that severe, but officials were booked off for long periods as these 
injuries took long to heal. Officials found to be non-compliant or not adhering to Health and Safety policies and procedures should 
be dealt with in a serious manner to prevent serious injuries from taking place. It is a concern that a total of 138 sick leave days 
were taken for only 23 employees. 


The types of injuries were hand, foot, fingers (caught between tools or equipment part) and back where lifting of heavy equipment 
was involved or where equipment was used to perform a task. Concerning to the SHER office is that in several cases it was a repeat 
incident or the injuries as no proper close out of investigations and corrective measure were implemented. Official wore the wrong 
type of PPE for the job. A further concern is that although managers were informed to ensure correct PPE are issued to officials 
and to ensure its worn, there is still non - compliance. During the investigation process it was discovered that the behaviour of 
officials still plays a big role. 


The Expanded Public Works Programme (EPWP workers) as well asCrysillas (which provides a training program to law enforcement 
officials) also reflects under the SHE statistics as SBM is regarded as the employer. During this financial year, we experienced an 
increase in the number of injuries reported by EPWP officials. This could be explained by the fact that more officials have been 
employed on this project. Illegal protest etc, resulted in injuries sustained and had a negative impact on our SHER injury stats. The 
maintenance teams on the EPWP projects perform the same job function as our permanent SBM officials and are exposed to the 
same risk. These officials are introduced into the system and are not qualified or trained in our activities. This results in injuries as 
knowledge/skill or lack of it does have an impact in this case. 
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Contractor management has increased with the changes in legislation. 


During the past financial year, we did experience some complaints regarding non-compliance of appointed contractors. SBM has 
implemented a procedure, but is some cases, especially when it comes to smaller contractors the process is not being correctly 
followed or adhered to. This poses a risk for SBM being exposed to possible claims due to negligence or claims relating to weak 
project work being done. Management is encouraged to ensure that the contractor management procedure is implemented and 
adhered to. 

Risk assessnnent review 

The completion of risk assessments is a statutory requirement under the Management of Health and Safety at Work. To support 
the departments in its compliance, the Health and Safety Office continued to offer training in the 'Principles of Risk Assessment' 
and provided advice and guidance in the development of risk assessments as required. 

Training and development 

During the 2017/18 financial year the SHER office facilitated a range of classroom-based health and safety training courses in 
addition to the SBM SHER Management Plan. This financial year, the SHER Office focused on and further implemented proactive 
systems designed to raise awareness, and as far as is reasonably practicable, prevent or reduce the risk of injury, harm or damage 
to property occurring. These included regular safety talks or themes communicated to all within the organization as well as regular 
Incident recall conducted through the SBM departmental or the central safety committee structures. An external training plan is 
presented an on annual basis to the training department who appoint services providers and keep record for audit purposes on 
the training conducted. 

Policies and procedures were developed or reviewed by the different department heads as well as SHER office policies which 
included the Smoking and Personal Protective Clothing /Uniform policy. 

Occupational Safety and Health Committee 

The Committee again saw some challenges In this financial year and a review of the committee, and its function, was undertaken 
by the SHER office and the chairperson. The findings by the SHER office confirmed that the committee was not functioning 
effectively. The committee's monthly meeting often did not take place due to there not being a quorum. The SHER officer shares 
the opinion of the Chairperson on the committee that senior managers need to attend this meeting on a regular basis. 

The Committee underwent a further review and it was agreed that with effect from the new financial year 2018/19, the 
Committee's status will be elevated so it was in line with other Senior Committees. The Senior Manager. Electrical Services has 
been appointed Chairperson. 

Health and Safety Intranet Page 

The SHER office has worked continuously to develop the Health and Safety Intranet Page to ensure it is informative and user 
friendly. This is work in progress and remains an objective for the coming year. The aim is to build an electronic SHER information 
library where managers have excess to all SHER related documents. Including legislative updates, SHER procedures and forms, as 
well as SANS codes applicable to our operations. 

The Health and Safety Team in conjunction with the Infection Control Team and Occupational Health Service, held a series of 
Sharps Awareness campaigns across SBM during the 2017/18 financial year.

Injuries in the Infrastructure and Planning as well as the Community and Operational Services Department have decreased which 
are normally higher due to the nature of their work and the constant handling of equipment and machinery. This year has however 
seen an increase in injuries in the Parks, Fire and Law enforcement departments. A few have resulted in Workmen's compensation 
(WA) reportable cases. Several of the reportable incidents involved EPWP workers who were deployed at the Law enforcement 
and Landfill site. Despite a decrease in injuries it remains our goal to achieve a zero percent lost time injury rate. 

During the last quarter of this financial year the number of incidents of theft decreased at our depots due to more effective security 
controls that were put in place. In some instances, the layout of the depot was changed, and this impacted positively. Security 
officials were conducting more patrols to ensure visibility as well as the improvement of the overall lighting after hours. Cameras 
at certain places has been installed which may help in our fight to not just protect our officials, but SBM's assets as well. Security 
officer patrol tags were also introduced by the Security Coordinator, which had a positive impact on our incident stats. 

These cases are reported to the South African Police Services for investigation. Several incidents of theft can also be attributed to 
the negligence of our officials who were negligent in the prevention of the theft of equipment. Concerning, was the increase in 
theft out of vehicles that was either parked at our depots or at private homes while officials had been on standby. During these 
incidents it is not only theft that occurred but also damage to property that have had a significant impact on the costs towards 
these incidents. Some of the cases that were reported to the SBM insurers company have been rejected as no proof of forced 
entry could be provided. It is imperative that an action plan be developed to prevent these types of incidents.

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One objective for this financial year was the development of a Health and Safety Strategy to identify weaknesses in the current 
system and provide clarity for areas of improvement and highlight priority topics to be addressed. This work began in July 2016 
and is ongoing. During the last financial year, no external audit was conducted by TUV Rheinland who was appointed to conduct 
a OHSAS 18001:2007 audit. Several number non-conformances were raised which had to be corrected. After a consultation 
between management and TUV Rheinland it was recommended that a consultant will be appointed by to assist SBM with the 
implementation process of the revised ISO 45001.2018 standard. This project will remain an objective for the financial year 
2018/19. 

Measuring performance 

This financial year again saw many visits to different departments and sites, which will be an ongoing program by the SHER office. 
Overall, departmental 'buy-in' to the programme has been positive. 

A challenge that was reported on during these visits was the access to SHER policies to the general workforce. Policies were either 
not available or were misinterpreted. In some departments line mangers did not have excess to a computer and rely on secretaries 
to provide info that was communicated from the SHER office. The information was then either received late or was not 
communicated at all. This remains a challenge and senior management needs to act on this finding. 

Audit, Monitoring and Review 

Internal Safety Audits were completed which identified some areas of weakness when measured against current procedures. 
These findings were communicated to the relevant manager of the department. In some instances, issues were resolved, but the 
proper corrective measures were not implemented. The SHER office again will provide internal training on how to address issues 
during audits and how to properly close out findings. 

Health Surveys Conducted 

OHS Survey and a Legal compliance audit were conducted during the 2017/18 financial year. Several issues that need to be 
corrected has been reported in both audit reports. The SHER office developed an action plan on how to correct the non¬ 
conformance and made recommendations. The SHER office presented an action plan to the responsible head of departments. 
Progress will be monitored by the SHER office as well as the SHER committee. 

Occupational Health and Safety Statistics 

Each department's health risk assessment was done and depending on the outcome, a medical surveillance was performed by the 
Occupational Health Facility. If the noise level was above 85DB according the Noise Induced Hearing Loss Circular 171 of OHS Act 
85 of 1993, those employees undergone audiometry tests at our Health Facility. Immunisations such as Hepatitis B and D-Worming 
were given to employees exposed to hazards/health risks, namely Parasites and Hepatitis. 

Specific departments such as Water and Sewerage employees received immunisations as mentioned above. 

Critical employees as the Fire department will undergo annual biological monitoring which includes X-rays and lung function tests. 
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Pre-employment and Pre-placement medical examinations are done at our Occupational Health Facility to ensure that each 
employee prior to commencing in the workplace are healthy and a fitness certificate issued. Exit medical examinations have been 
done to ensure that employees exit the workplace without any outstanding reportable (work related injuries) cases. 

The visits to the Occupational Clinic will always fluctuate due to the increase or decrease in scheduled medical examinations and 
primary visits as this service relate to illness which are unpredictable. 

Increased in sick certificates and been issued either by the OHNP or OHMP as illnesses fluctuated. 

Our Occupational Medical Practitioner (Dr Appies) mainly focus on work related issues, disability cases, specific tests such as 
renewing of employee's driver's licenses. 

Although Tuberculosis remains one of the highest infectious diseases in the Western Cape no significant increase in total for the 
financial year 2017/18 has been reported to Saldanha Bay municipality health facility. 

Referrals would either come from Occupational Health Nurse Practitioner or Occupational Medical Practitioner to external medical 
facility/specialists this also includes injury on duty cases 

HIV testing reflected only those employees who voluntary agreed to be tested at our health facility. 

A total of 95 Injury on duty were reported of which 23 WCA cases has been reported. 

(Lost Time Injury) LTI increased as some of the cases need to be operated on which results in longer off sick time periods.

4.6.3 Employee Wellness 
Introduction 

The Employee Wellness Programme is the organizational resource that utilizes specific core technologies to enhance employee 
and workplace effectiveness through prevention, identification and resolution of personal and productivity issues. 

Employee Wellness is a strategy to ensurethat a safeand healthy work and social environment is created and maintained, together 
with individual wellness commitment that enables employees to perform optimally while meeting all health and safety legislative 
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requirements and other relevant wellness good practices in support of the achievement of organizational objectives. The EAP 
works closely with the Health and Safety Practitioner and the Occupational Health Practitioner. 

The effectiveness of an established programme aims at managing behavioural risks and promoting health and wellness amongst 
employees and their families. The benefits would result in reduced absenteeism, increased productivity, reduced costs, and 
improved morale and encourage work/life balance. 

The marketing of the EAP service remains a continuous process by visiting our towns and interacting with the employees.

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Due to the high relapse rate of the substance abusers after attendance at a Rehabilitation Treatment Centre, employees are 
required to attend the EAR Addiction Support groups before referral to a rehabilitation facility, giving the EAR Rractitioner the 
opportunity to assess the employee's motivation level to rehabilitate. The members of the group have increased to 27 members. 
There has been a 57.7% attendance rate by employees at the EAR Addiction Support Group for 2017/18, an increase of 4.68 % 
compare to 2016/17 financial year.

In terms of the Government Notice 493 of 15 June 2007, "(1) No municipality or municipal 
entity may, with effect 1 January 2013 (exempted until 30 September 2015 as per Government Notice 179 of 14 March 2014), 
employ a person as a financial official if that person does not meet the competency levels prescribed for the relevant position in 
terms of these Regulations."

The service debtor's ratio decreased slightly from 13.99% to 13.69% in 
2017/18. Efforts to increase the debt collection rate must stay the main focus area to improve and maintain this percentage. 
Employee costs increased from 28.88% to 30.07%, but are still within the norm of 35%. An area of concern is the low ratio relating 
to repairs and maintenance at 4.41% which is less than the norm of 8% and indicates that expenditure on repairs and maintenance 
would have to be increased in future budgets to properly maintain assets.

The municipality was issued with the audit report on 30 November 2018 reflecting that the municipality lost its clean audit status 
as a result of the non-compliance paragraphs above which were evaluated to be qualitatively material. On 7 December 2018, the 
municipality lodged a complaint with the Risk and Ethics Business Unit (R&E) of the Auditor-General of South Africa about the 
evaluation of non-compliance with SCM regulation 19(a) and CIDB regulations 17 and 25(7A) as qualitative material non- 
compliance to be reported in the audit report. The complaint was lodged in terms of section 13(l)(c) of the Public Audit Act, 2004 
(Act No. 25 of 2004) (PAA). 

The Auditor-General of South Africa acknowledged the complaint on 12 December 2018 and indicated that the complaint was 
recorded as a Category 2 Complaint as it pertains to operational matters dealt with during the course of an audit. 

On 5 March 2019 the complaints manager indicated that the following actions have been taken to address the complaint: 

• R&E sought audit team comments on the complaint; 

• A review of the audit file in relation to the complaint letter was done by R&E; 

' a discussion with the Corporate Executive: Audit on the allegation per the complaint was undertaken; and 
' R&E is still awaiting a Quality Control Report by their Quality Control Business Unit before they can proceed. 

The complaint had not been finalised as at the date of the adoption of the annual report.

It is the responsibility of the accounting officers to ensure that the annual financial statements fairly present the state of 
affairs of the municipality as at the end of the financial year and the results of its operations and cash flows for the period then 
ended. The external auditors are engaged to express an independent opinion on the annual financial statements and were 
given unrestricted access to all financial records and related data. 

The annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with South African Standards of GRAP including any 
interpretations, guidelines and directives issued by the Accounting Standards Board. The annual financial statements are 
based upon appropriate accounting policies consistently applied and supported by reasonable and prudent judgement and 
estimates. 

The accounting officers acknowledge that they are ultimately responsible for the system of internal financial control established 
by the municipality and places considerable importance on maintaining a strong control environment. To enable the 
accounting officers to meet these responsibilities, the accounting officer sets standards for internal control aimed at reducing 
the risk of error or deficit in a cost effective manner. The standards include the proper delegation of responsibilities within a 
clearly defined framework, effective accounting procedures and adequate segregation of duties to ensure an acceptable level 
of risk. These controls are monitored throughout the municipality and all employees are required to maintain the highest ethical 
standards in ensuring the municipality’s business is conducted in a manner that in all reasonable circumstances is above 
reproach. The focus of risk management in the municipality is on identifying, assessing, managing and monitoring all known 
forms of risk across the municipality. While operating risk cannot be fully eliminated, the municipality endeavours to minimise it 
by ensuring that appropriate infrastructure, controls, systems and ethical behaviour are applied and managed within 
predetermined procedures and constraints. 

The accounting officers are of the opinion, based on the information and explanations given by management, that the system 
of internal control provides reasonable assurance that the financial records may be relied on for the preparation of the annual 
financial statements. Flowever, any system of internal financial control can provide only reasonable, and not absolute 
assurance against material misstatement or deficit.

The annual 
financial statements have been examined by the municipality's external auditors and their report is presented separately. 

The annual financial statements set out on pages 7 to 109, which have been prepared on the going concern basis, were 
approved and signed by the municipal manager on 31 August 2018. 

The accounting officer further certifies that the salaries, allowances and benefits of councillors and payments made to 
councillors for loss of office, if any, as disclosed in note 35 and 58 of these annual financial statements are within the upper 
limits of the framework envisaged in Section 219 of the Constitution, read with the Remuneration of Public Officer Bearers Act 
and the Minister of Provincial and Local Government's determination in accordance with this Act.

Accounting Policies 


1. Summary of significant accounting poiicies 

The annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with the Standards of Generally Recognised Accounting 
Practice (GRAP), issued by the Accounting Standards Board in accordance with Section 122(3) of the MFMA Act 56 of 2003. 

The municipality’s principal accounting policies, which are in all material aspects consistent with those applied in the previous 
year, are set out below. The details of any changes in accounting policies are explained in the note thereto. The historical cost 
convention has been used, except where indicated otherwise. Management has used assessments and estimates in preparing 
the annual financial statements which are based on the best information available at the time of preparation. 

1.1 Basis of presentation 

The annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with Generally Recognised Accounting Practice (GRAP), 
including any interpretations, guidelines and directives, issued by the Accounting Standards Board in accordance with Section 
122(3) of the Municipal Finance Management Act, (Act No 56 of 2003). 

The principal accounting policies adopted in the preparation of these annual financial statements are set out below. 

Assets, liabilities, revenues and expenses have not been offset except when offsetting is required or permitted by a Standard 
of GRAP. 

Presentation currency 

These financial statements are presented in South African Rand, which is the functional currency of the municipality. 

Going concern assumption 

These annual financial statements have been prepared on the assumption that the municipality will continue to operate as a 
going concern for at least the next 12 months. 

Comparative information 

When the presentation or classification of items in the annual financial statements is amended, prior period comparative 
amounts are restated. The nature and reason for the reclassification is disclosed. 

Where accounting errors have been identified in the current year, the correction is made retrospectively as far as is 
practicable, and the prior year comparatives are restated accordingly. Where there has been a change in accounting policy in 
the current year, the adjustment is made retrospectively as far as is practicable, and the prior year comparatives are restated 
accordingly. 

Level of rounding 

The amounts presented in the financial statements have been rounded-off to the nearest Rand. 

1.2 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty 

In preparing the annual financial statements, management is required to make estimates and assumptions that affect the 
amounts represented in the annual financial statements and related disclosures. Use of available information and the 
application of judgement is inherent in the formation of estimates. Actual results in the future could differ from these 
estimates which may be material to the annual financial statements. Significant judgements include: 

Impairment of trade receivables 

The calculation of the impairment of trade receivables is based on a payment percentage assessment of the individual 
debtors of the municipality. If an individual debtor has a payment percentage of more than 90%, impairment is not 
considered. In instances where the payment percentage is less than 90%, the individual debtor is impaired based on the 
actual non-payment percentage of the outstanding debt. 

Impairment testing 

The recoverable amounts of cash and non-cash generating assets have been determined based on the higher of value-in-use 
calculations and fair values less costs to sell. These calculations require the use of estimates and assumptions.

Accounting Policies 


1.2 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty (continued) 

Fair vaiue estimation 

The carrying value less impairment provision of trade receivables are assumed to approximate their fair value. 

Provisions 

Management’s judgement is required when recognising and measuring provisions, contingent liabilities and contingent assets. 

Usefui iives of infrastructure and other assets 

The municipality's management annually determines the estimated useful lives and related depreciation charges for the 
infrastructure and other assets. This estimate is based on industry norms or technical advice. Management will amend the 
depreciation charge where there is a change in the estimated useful lives. 

Post-retirement benefits 

The present value of the post-retirement obligation depends on a number of factors that are determined on an actuarial basis 
using a number of assumptions. The assumptions used in determining the net cost (income) include the discount rate. Any 
changes in these assumptions will have an impact on the carrying amount of post-retirement obligations. 

Other key assumptions for post-retirement benefits are based on current market conditions. Additional information is disclosed 
in Note 19 - Employee benefit obligation. 

Effective interest rate 

The municipality used the most relevant contractual risk rate applicable where relevant to each category of assets and liabilities 
to discount future cash flows. Where none exists the prime interest rate is used to discount future cash flows. 

Allowance for debtors impairment 

On receivables an impairment loss is recognised in surplus and deficit when there is objective evidence that it is impaired. The 
impairment is measured as the difference between the receivables carrying amount and the present value of estimated future 
cash flows discounted at the effective interest rate, computed at initial recognition. 

1.3 Standards, amendments to standards and interpretations issued but not yet effective 

In the current year the municipality has adopted all new and revised standards and interpretations issued by the ASB that are 
relevant to its operations and are effective.

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1.3 Standards, amendments to standards and interpretations issued but not yet effective (continued) 

Management has considered all of the above-mentioned GRAP standards issued but not yet effective and anticipates that the 
adoption of these standards will not have a significant impact on the financial position, financial performance or cash flows of 
the municipality. 

1.4 Housing Deveiopment Fund 

The Housing Development Fund was established in terms of the Housing Act, Act 107 of 1997. 

Sections 15(5) and 16 of the Housing Act, which came into effect on 1 April 1998, required the Municipality to maintain a 
separate housing operating account. This legislated separate operating account is known as the Housing Development Fund 
and is fully cash-backed. 

In terms of section 14(4)(d)(ii)(aa) of the Housing Act, read with, inter alia, section 16(2), it is required that the net proceeds of 
any letting, sale or alienation of property, previously financed from government housing funds, to be paid into a separate 
operating account, and be utilised by the municipality for housing development in accordance with the National Housing Policy. 

1.5 Budget information 

The approved budget covers the fiscal period from 2017/07/01 to 2018/06/30. 

The annual budget figures have been presented in accordance with the GRAP reporting framework. Separate statements of 
comparison of budget and actual amounts, which forms part of the annual financial statements, has been prepared. 

The comparison of budget and actual amounts is presented on the same accounting basis, same classification basis and for 
the same municipality and period as for the approved budget. The budget of the municipality is taken through a stakeholder 
consultative process and upon approval the approved budget it is made publicly available. 

A difference of 10% or more, and if the amount exceeds R1 million, between budgeted and actual amounts is regarded as 
material. 

1.6 Investments 

Investments are short-term deposits invested with various financial institutions for a period longer than three months, but not 
more than twelve months in accordance with the cash management and investment policies of the municipality. 

Short-term deposits are not classified as part of cash and cash equivalents as these investments are not readily convertible to 
known amounts of cash. The short-term investments do not have a short maturity of three months or less from the date of 
acquisition and do not meet the definition of cash and cash equivalents in accordance with GRAP 2. 

Recognition 

The municipality recognises investments as a current asset when the funds have been transferred to the financial institution. 

Measurement 

The investments are initially measured at fair value plus the transaction costs that are directly attributable to their acquisition. 
The fair value is the total amount initially invested at the banking institution. 

The investments are subsequently measured at amortised cost using the effective interest rate method. The gains on the 
investments are recognised in surplus or deficit through the amortisation process. 

Derecognition 

The municipality derecognises investments on maturity of the investments when the contractual rights to the cash flows from 
the investments are settled by the financial institutions. 
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1.7 Changes in accounting policy 

The annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with South African Statements of Generally Recognised 
Accounting Practice on a basis consistent with the prior year. 

1.8 Property, plant and equipment 

Property, plant and equipment are tangible non-current assets (including infrastructure assets) that are held for use in the 
production or supply of goods or services, rental to others, or for administrative purposes, and are expected to be used during 
more than one reporting period. 

The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment is recognised as an asset when: 

• it is probable that future economic benefits or service potential associated with the item will flow to the 
municipality; and 

• the cost of the item can be measured reliably. 

Property, plant and equipment is initially measured at cost. 

The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset to the 
location and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by management. Trade discounts 
and rebates are deducted in arriving at the cost. 

Where an asset is acquired through a non-exchange transaction, its cost is its fair value as at date of acquisition. 

Where an item of property, plant and equipment is acquired in exchange for a non-monetary asset or monetary assets, or a 
combination of monetary and non-monetary assets, the asset acquired is initially measured at fair value (the cost). If the 
acquired item's fair value was not determinable, its deemed cost is the carrying amount of the asset(s) given up. 

The initial estimate of the costs of dismantling and removing the item and restoring the site on which it is located is also 
included in the cost of property, plant and equipment, where the entity is obligated to incur such expenditure, and where the 
obligation arises as a result of acquiring the asset or using it for purposes other than the production of inventories. 

Recognition of costs in the carrying amount of an item of property, plant and equipment ceases when the item is in the location 
and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by management. 

Major spare parts and stand-by equipment which are expected to be used for more than one period are included in property, 
plant and equipment. In addition, spare parts and standby equipment which can only be used in connection with an item of 
property, plant and equipment are accounted for as property, plant and equipment. 

Major inspection costs which are a condition of continuing use of an item of property, plant and equipment and which meet the 
recognition criteria above are included as a replacement in the cost of the item of property, plant and equipment. Any 
remaining inspection costs from the previous inspection are derecognised. 

Property, plant and equipment is carried at cost less accumulated depreciation and any impairment losses. 

Items of property, plant and equipment are derecognised when the asset is disposed of or when there are no further economic 
benefits or service potential expected from the use of the asset. 

The municipality maintains and acquires assets to provide a social service to the community, with no intention of disposing of 
the assets for any economic gain. 

The gain or loss arising from the disposal or retirement of an item of property, plant and equipment is determined as the 
difference between the sales proceeds and the carrying value, and is recognised in the statement of financial performance. 

Depreciation rates 

Depreciation is calculated on the depreciable amount, using the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the 
assets. The depreciable amount is determined after taking into account an asset’s residual value, where applicable. 
Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole asset and that have different useful lives are depreciated 
separately. The annual depreciation rates are based on the following estimated useful asset lives:

The residual value, and the useful life and depreciation method of each asset, if not insignificant, is reviewed annually with the 
effect of any changes in estimates accounted for on a prospective basis as a change in accounting estimate in the statement of 
financial performance. 

Assets under construction are carried at cost. Depreciation of an asset commences when the asset is available for use. All 
assets under construction which have exceeded the initial planned completion date by two years are considered to be taking a 
significantly longer period of time to complete than expected. 

Assets held under finance leases are depreciated over the useful lives on the same basis as owned assets or, where 
appropriate, the term of the relevant lease and are recognised in the statement of financial performance. 

Costs incurred to repair and maintain property, plant and equipment comprises of goods and services and contracted services. 
These cost excludes labour cost. 

1.9 Site restoration and dismantiing cost 

The municipality has an obligation to dismantle, remove and restore items of property, plant and equipment. Such obligations 
are referred to as provision for rehabilitation of landfill sites. 
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1.9 Site restoration and dismantiing cost (continued) 

The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment includes the initial estimate of the costs of dismantling and removing the 
item and restoring the site on which it is located, the obligation for which a municipality incurs either when the item is acquired 
or as a consequence of having used the item during a particular period for purposes other than to produce inventories during 
that period. 

All changes in the liability are added to, or deducted from, the cost of the related asset in the current period. If a decrease in 
the liability exceeds the carrying amount of the asset, the excess is recognised immediately in the statement of financial 
performance. If the adjustment results in an addition to the cost of an asset, the municipality considers whether this is an 
indication that the new carrying amount of the asset may not be fully recoverable. If it is such an indication, the asset is tested 
for impairment by estimating its recoverable amount or recoverable service amount, and any impairment loss is recognised in 
accordance with the accounting policy on impairment of non-cash-generating assets. 

The adjusted depreciable amount of the asset is depreciated over its useful life. Therefore, once the related asset has reached 
the end of its useful life, all subsequent changes in the liability are recognised in surplus or deficit. The periodic unwinding of 
the discount is recognised in surplus or deficit as a finance cost as it occurs. 

1.10 Heritage assets 

Assets are resources controlled by a municipality as a result of past events and from which future economic benefits or service 
potential are expected to flow to the municipality. 

Cost is the amount of cash or cash equivalents paid or the fair value of the other consideration given to acquire an asset at the 
time of its acquisition or construction or, where applicable, the amount attributed to that asset when initially recognised in 
accordance with the specific requirements of other Standards of GRAP. 

A heritage asset is defined as an asset that has a cultural, environmental, historical, natural, scientific, technological or artistic 
significance, and is held and preserved indefinitely for the benefit of present and future generations. 

Heritage assets are stated at cost, less accumulated impairment losses. Where a heritage asset is acquired through a non¬ 
exchange transaction, its cost is deemed to be its fair value as at the date of acquisition. 

The gain or loss arising from the disposal or retirement of a heritage asset is determined as the difference between the net 
disposal proceeds, if any, and the carrying value and is recognised in the statement of financial performance. Heritage assets 
are not depreciated, since their long economic life and high residual value means that any depreciation would be immaterial. 
Heritage assets are considered to have indefinite useful lives. 

Heritage Assets under construction are carried at cost. All assets under construction which have exceeded the initial planned 
completion date by two years are considered to be taking a significantly longer period of time to complete than expected. 

Cost incurred to repair and maintain heritage assets comprises of goods and services and contracted services. These costs 
excludes labour cost. 

Recognition 

The municipality recognises a heritage asset as an asset if it is probable that future economic benefits or service potential 
associated with the asset will flow to the municipality, and the cost or fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. 

Initial measurement 

Heritage assets are measured at cost. 

Where a heritage asset is acquired through a non-exchange transaction, its cost is measured at its fair value as at the date of 
acquisition. 

Subsequent measurement 

After recognition as an asset, a class of heritage assets is carried at its cost less any accumulated impairment losses. 
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1.10 Heritage assets (continued) 

Impairment 

The municipality assesses at each reporting date whether there is an indication that it may be impaired. If such indication 
exists, the municipality estimates the recoverable amount or the recoverable service amount of the heritage asset. 

Transfers 

Transfers from heritage assets are only made when the particular asset no longer meets the definition of a heritage asset. 
Transfers to heritage assets are only made when the asset meets the definition of a heritage asset. 

Derecognition 

The municipality derecognises heritage assets on disposal, or when no future economic benefits or service potential are 
expected from its use or disposal. 

The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of a heritage asset is determined as the difference between the net disposal 
proceeds, if any, and the carrying amount of the heritage asset. Such a difference is recognised in surplus or deficit when the 
heritage asset is derecognised. 

1.11 Intangible assets 

An asset is identifiable if it either: 

• is separable, i.e. is capable of being separated or divided from an entity and sold, transferred, licensed, rented or 
exchanged, either individually or together with a related contract, identifiable assets or liability, regardless of 
whether the entity intends to do so; or 

• arises from binding arrangements (including rights from contracts), regardless of whether those rights are 
transferable or separable from the municipality or from other rights and obligations. 

An intangible asset is recognised when: 

• it is probable that the expected future economic benefits or service potential that are attributable to the asset will 
flow to the municipality; and 

• the cost or fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. 

The municipality assesses the probability of expected future economic benefits or service potential using reasonable and 
supportable assumptions that represent management’s best estimate of the set of economic conditions that will exist over the 
useful life of the asset. 

Intangible assets are carried at cost less any accumulated amortisation and any impairment losses. 

An intangible asset is regarded as having an indefinite useful life when, based on all relevant factors, there is no foreseeable 
limit to the period over which the asset is expected to generate net cash inflows or service potential. Amortisation is not 
provided for these intangible assets, but they are tested for impairment annually and whenever there is an indication that the 
asset may be impaired. For all other intangible assets amortisation is provided on a straight line basis over their useful lives. 

The amortisation period and the amortisation method for intangible assets are reviewed at each reporting date. 

Amortisation is provided to write down the intangible assets, on a straight line basis, to their residual values as follows;

Other intangible assets Indefinite 

Intangible assets are derecognised: 

• on disposal; or 

• when no future economic benefits or service potential are expected from its use or disposal. 

The gain or loss is the difference between the net disposal proceeds, if any, and the carrying amount. It is recognised in 
surplus or deficit when the asset is derecognised. 
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1.11 Intangible assets (continued) 

An intangible asset is defined as an identifiable non-monetary asset without physical substance, held for use in the production 
or supply of goods or services, for rental to others or for administrative purposes. 

The municipality recognises computer development software costs as intangible assets if the costs are clearly associated with 
an identifiable and unique system controlled by the municipality, and have a probable benefit exceeding one year. Direct costs 
include software development employee costs and an appropriate portion of relevant overheads. 

The residual value, amortisation method and useful life, if not insignificant, are reassessed annually, with the effect of any 
changes in estimate accounted for on a prospective basis. 

All intangible assets under construction which have exceeded the initial planned completion date by two years are considered 
to be taking a significantly longer period of time to complete than expected. 

Costs incurred to repair and maintain intangible assets comprises of goods and services and contracted services. These costs 
excludes labour cost. 

1.12 Investment property 

Investment property is property (land or a building - or part of a building 
or both, rather than for: 

• use in the production or supply of goods or services or for 

• administrative purposes, or 

• sale in the ordinary course of operations. 

Owner-occupied property is property held for use in the production 
purposes. 

Investment property is recognised as an asset when, it is probable that the future economic benefits or service potential that 
are associated with the investment property will flow to the municipality, and the cost or fair value of the investment property 
can be measured reliably. 

The municipality recognises investment property using the fair value model. The fair value is adjusted at each reporting date 
by means of the appointment of an independent valuer that holds a professional valuation qualification. The adjustment is 
recognised in the statement of financial performance as a fair value adjustment. 

Costs include costs incurred initially and costs incurred subsequently to add to, or to replace a part of, or service a property. If a 
replacement part is recognised in the carrying amount of the investment property, the carrying amount of the replaced part is 
derecognised. 

All investment property under construction which have exceeded the initial planned completion date by two years are 
considered to be taking a significantly longer period of time to complete than expected. 

Where investment properties are acquired through non-exchange transactions, the cost is deemed to be the item’s fair value 
on the date of acquisition. 

Revenue earned from rental of investment property is disclosed as part of rental of facilities and equipment and are thus not 
disclosed separately, as they are not material. Expenses in respect of investment property are disclosed as other expenditure 
and not disclosed separately as they are not material. 

Investment property was not tested for impairment as the impairment is taken into account with the determination of the fair 
value at reporting date. 

Investment property is derecognised when there is a disposal or no future economic benefits or service potential are to be 
derived from the property. All gains or losses, which result from the derecognition are recognised in the statement of financial 
performance. 

Cost incurred to repair and maintain investment property comprises of goods and services and contracted services. These cost 
excludes labour cost.

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1.12 Investment property (continued) 

Fair vaiue 

Subsequent to initial measurement investment property is measured at fair value. 

The fair value of investment property reflects market conditions at the reporting date. 

A gain or loss arising from a change in fair value is included in net surplus or deficit for the period in which it arises. 


1.13 inventories 

Inventories comprise current assets held for sale, consumption or distribution during the ordinary course of business. 
Inventories are initially measured at cost except where inventories are acquired through a non-exchange transaction, or for no 
or a nominal consideration, and then their costs are their fair value as at the date of acquisition. 

Cost generally refers to the purchase price, plus taxes, transport costs and any other costs in bringing the inventories to their 
current location and condition. Where inventory is manufactured, constructed or produced, the cost includes the cost of labour, 
materials and overheads used during the manufacturing process. 

Inventories are subsequently valued at the lower of cost (determined on the weighted-average basis) and net realisable value, 
unless they are to be distributed at no or nominal charge, in which case they are measured at the lower of cost and current 
replacement cost. 

An assessment of net-realisable value is performed at each reporting period, when inventory is written down to their estimated 
net realisable values, and are recognised as an expense in the statement of financial performance. 

When differences arise on the valuation of inventory, the amount of any reversal or any write-down of inventories is recognised 
as an adjustment in the statement of financial performance in the period in which it occurs. 

The basis of determining the cost of water purchased but not yet sold at reporting date comprises all costs of the purchase, 
cost of conversion and other costs incurred in bringing the inventory to its present location and condition, net of trade discounts 
and rebates. 

Housing inventory is low cost houses still in process of construction, or completed and not yet transferred. These houses are 
entirely funded by the National Department of Human Settlements, through the Western Cape Department of Human 
Settlements. 

In terms of GRAP standards a municipality can either be regarded to be the “principal” or “agent” when executing the delivery 
of houses. 

When the municipality is acting as the “principal” all costs are recognised as inventory up to the point of transfer to the 
allocated beneficiaries, whereafter the cost is expensed through the statement of financial performance. 

Housing inventory is measured at the lower of cost and current replacement cost as houses will be distributed through a non¬ 
exchange transaction. 

When the municipality is acting as the “agent” all transfers received by the Western Cape Department of Human Settlements is 
recorded initially as a liability in the statement of financial position. Any payments or costs pertaining to human settlement 
housing activities are debited against the liability. 

1.14 Financiai instruments 

The municipality has various types of financial instruments and these can be broadly categorised as either financial assets or 
financial liabilities. 

A financial instrument is recognised if the municipality becomes a party to the contractual provisions of the instrument. 
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1.14 Financial instruments (continued) 

The amortised cost of a financial asset or financial liability is the amount at which the financial asset or financial liability is 
measured at initial recognition minus principal repayments, plus or minus the cumulative amortisation using the effective 
interest method of any difference between that initial amount and the maturity amount, and minus any reduction for impairment 
or un-collectability. 

A concessionary loan is a loan granted to or received by a municipality on terms that are not market related. 

Credit risk is the risk that one party to a financial instrument will cause a financial loss to the other party by failing to discharge 
an obligation. 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes in 
market interest rates. 

Liquidity risk is the risk encountered by a municipality in the event of difficulty in meeting obligations associated with financial 
liabilities that are settled by delivering cash or another financial asset. 

Market risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes in 
market prices. Market risk comprises three types of risk: currency risk, interest rate risk and other price risk. Other price risk is 
the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes in market prices (other 
than those arising from interest rate risk or currency risk), whether those changes are caused by factors specific to the 
individual financial instrument or its issuer, or factors affecting all similar financial instruments traded in the market. 

Price risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes in market 
prices (other than those arising from interest rate risk or currency risk), whether those changes are caused by factors specific 
to the individual financial instrument or its issuer, or factors affecting all similar financial instruments traded in the market. 

Transaction costs are incremental costs that are directly attributable to the acquisition, issue or disposal of a financial asset or 
financial liability. An incremental cost is one that would not have been incurred if the municipality had not acquired, issued or 
disposed of the financial instrument. 

Financial instruments at amortised cost are non-derivative financial assets or non-derivative financial liabilities that have fixed 
or determinable payments, excluding those instruments that the municipality designates at fair value at initial recognition, or 
those that are held for trading. 

Financial instruments at cost are investments in residual interests that do not have a quoted market price in an active market, 
and whose fair value cannot be reliably measured. 

A financial asset is cash, a residual interest of another municipality, or a contractual right to receive cash or another financial 
asset from another, or to exchange financial assets or financial liabilities with another entity under conditions that are potentially 
favourable to the municipality. 

The municipality measures all financial assets and financial liabilities after initial recognition by using the two categories of, 
financial instruments at fair value, or financial instruments at amortised cost. 

The municipality has the following types of financial assets as reflected on the face of the statement of financial position or in 
the notes thereto:

A financial liability is any liability that is a contractual obligation to deliver cash or another financial asset to another 
municipality. Loans payable are financial liabilities, other than short-term payables on normal credit terms. 

The municipality has the following types of financial liabilities (classes and category) as reflected on the face of the statement 
of financial position or in the notes thereto:

The municipality measures a financial asset and financial liability initially at its fair value plus transaction costs that are directly 
attributable to the acquisition or issue of the financial asset or financial liability. 

Financial assets, other than those measured at fair value, are assessed for indicators of impairment at the end of each 
reporting period. Financial assets are impaired where there is objective evidence of impairment. If there is such evidence the 
recoverable amount is estimated and an impairment loss is recognised in accordance with GRAP 104. 

A gain or loss arising from a change in the fair value of a financial asset or financial liability measured at fair value is 
recognised as revenue or expense in the statement of financial performance. 

For financial assets and financial liabilities measured at amortised cost, a gain or loss is recognised in the statement of 
financial performance when the financial asset or financial liability is derecognised or impaired, or through the amortisation 
process. 

The municipality derecognises a financial asset only when the contractual rights to the cash flows from the financial asset 
expire, are settled or waived, or when the municipality transfers to another party substantially all of the risks and rewards of 
ownership of the financial asset, or when the municipality, despite having retained some significant risks and rewards of 
ownership of the financial asset, has transferred control of the asset to another party and the other party has the practical 
ability to sell the asset in its entirety to an unrelated third party, and is able to exercise that ability unilaterally and without 
needing to impose additional restrictions on the transfer. 

In this case, the municipality derecognises the asset and recognises separately any rights and obligations created or retained 
in the transfer. 

The carrying amounts of the transferred asset are allocated between the rights or obligations retained and those transferred on 
the basis of their relative fair values at the transfer date. Newly created rights and obligations are measured at their fair values 
at that date. Any difference between the consideration received and the amounts recognised and derecognised is recognised 
in surplus or deficit in the period of the transfer. 

On derecognition of a financial asset in its entirety, the difference between the carrying amount and the sum of the 
consideration received is recognised in surplus or deficit. 

The municipality removes a financial liability from its statement of financial position when it is extinguished, i.e. when the 
obligation specified in the contract is discharged, cancelled, expires or waived. 

The difference between the carrying amount of a financial liability extinguished or transferred to another party and the 
consideration paid, including any non-cash assets transferred or liabilities assumed, is recognised in the statement of financial 
performance. 

Interest relating to a financial instrument is recognised as revenue or expense in the statement of financial performance. 

A financial asset and a financial liability are only offset and the net amount presented in the statement of financial position 
when the municipality currently has a legally enforceable right to set off the recognised amounts and intends either to settle on 
a net basis, or to realise the asset and settle the liability simultaneously. 

Short-term receivables and payables are not discounted where the initial credit period granted or received is consistent with the 
terms used in the public sector, either through established practices or legislation. 
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1.14 Financial instruments (continued) 

Fair value measurement considerations: 

The best evidence of fair value is quoted prices in an active market. If the market for a financial instrument is not active, the 
entity establishes fair value by using a valuation technique. The objective of using a valuation technique is to establish what 
the transaction price would have been on the measurement date in an arm’s length exchange motivated by normal operating 
considerations. Valuation techniques include using recent arm’s length market transactions between knowledgeable, willing 
parties, if available, reference to the current fair value of another instrument that is substantially the same, discounted cash flow 
analysis and option pricing models. If there is a valuation technique commonly used by market participants to price the 
instrument and that technique has been demonstrated to provide reliable estimates of prices obtained in actual market 
transactions, the entity uses that technique. The chosen valuation technique makes maximum use of market inputs and relies 
as little as possible on entity-specific inputs. It incorporates all factors that market participants would consider in setting a price 
and is consistent with accepted economic methodologies for pricing financial instruments. Periodically, a municipality 
calibrates the valuation technique and tests it for validity using prices from any observable current market transactions in the 
same instrument (i.e. without modification or repackaging) or based on any available observable market data. The fair value of 
a financial liability with a demand feature (e.g. a demand deposit) is not less than the amount payable on demand, discounted 
from the first date that the amount could be required to be paid. 

1.15 Unauthorised expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure is defined as any expenditure incurred by a municipality not in accordance with section 15 or 11(3) of 
the MFMA, and includes an overspending of the total amount appropriated in the municipality’s approved budget, an 
overspending of the total amount appropriated for a vote in the approved budget, an expenditure from a vote unrelated to the 
department or functional area covered by the vote, an expenditure of money appropriated not in accordance for that specific 
purpose, a spending of an allocation not in accordance with any conditions of the allocation, or a grant made by the 
municipality not in accordance with the MFMA. 

All expenditure relating to unauthorised expenditure is recognised as an expense in the statement of financial performance in 
the year that the expenditure was incurred. The expenditure is classified in accordance with the nature of the expense, and 
where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. 

Refer to Annexure C (Capital expenditure by vote) and Annexure D (Operating expenditure by vote) where an analysis of the 
budgeted and actual expenditure is presented. 

1.16 Irreguiar expenditure 

Irregular expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the Municipal Finance Management Act, Act 56 of 2003, the Municipal 
Systems Act, Act 32 of 2000, the Public Office Bearers Act, Act 20 of 1998, or is in contravention of the municipality’s supply 
chain management policy. 

Irregular expenditure is accounted for as expenditure in the statement of financial performance and where recovered, it is 
subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. 

1.17 Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is expenditure that was made in vain and would have been avoided had reasonable care 
been exercised. Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is accounted for as expenditure in the statement of financial performance 
and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. 

1.18 Provisions 

A provision is recognised when the municipality has a present legal or constructive obligation as a result of a past event, and it 
is probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or service potential will be required to settle the 
obligation, and the amount of the obligation can be reliably estimated. 

The amount of a provision is the best estimate of the expenditure expected to be required to settle the present obligation at the 
reporting date. Provisions are reviewed at each reporting date and adjusted to reflect the current best estimate. Provisions are 
reversed if it is no longer probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or service potential will be 
required, to settle the obligation. 
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1.18 Provisions (continued) 

When the effect of discounting is material, provisions are determined by discounting the expected future cash flows that reflect 
current market assessments of the time value of money. The impact of the periodic unwinding of the discount is recognised in 
the statement of financial performance as a finance cost. 

If the municipality has a contract that is onerous, the present obligation (net of recoveries) under the contract is recognised and 
measured as a provision. 

Contingent liabilities and contingent assets and are not recognised, but are disclosed in note 56 and 57 respectively. 

1.19 Leases 
Municipality as lessee 

Leases are classified as finance leases where substantially all the risks and rewards associated with ownership of an asset are 
transferred to the municipality through the lease agreement. Assets subject to finance leases are recognised in the statement 
of financial position at the inception of the lease, as is the corresponding finance lease liability. 

Assets subject to operating leases, i.e. those leases where substantially all of the risks and rewards of ownership are not 
transferred to the lessee through the lease, are expensed over the course of the lease arrangement in the statement of 
financial performance. 

The determination of whether an arrangement is, or contains, a lease is based on the substance of the arrangement at 
inception date; namely whether fulfilment of the arrangement is dependent on the use of a specific asset or assets or the 
arrangement conveys a right to use the asset. 

Assets subject to a finance lease are measured at the lower of the fair value of the assets and the present value of the future 
minimum lease payments. Subsequent to initial recognition these capitalised assets are depreciated over the contract term. 

The finance lease liability recognised at initial recognition is measured at the present value of the future minimum lease 
payments. Subsequent to initial recognition this liability is carried at amortised cost, with the lease payments being set off 
against the capital and accrued interest. The allocation of the lease payments between the capital and interest portion of the 
liability is effected through the application of the effective interest rate method. 

The finance charges resulting from the finance lease are expensed through the statement of financial performance. The 
finance cost accrual is determined using the effective interest method. 

The lease expense recognised for operating leases is charged to the statement of financial performance on a straight-line basis 
over the term of the relevant lease. To the extent that the straight-lined lease payments differ from the actual lease payments 
the difference is recognised in the statement of financial position as either lease payments in advance (operating lease asset) 
or lease payments payable (operating lease liability) as the case may be. This resulting asset and/ or liability is measured as 
the undiscounted difference between the straight-line lease payments and the contractual lease payments. 

The finance lease liabilities are derecognised when the municipality’s obligation to settle the liability is extinguished. The 
assets capitalised under the finance lease are derecognised when the municipality no longer expects any economic benefits or 
service potential to flow from the asset. 

The operating lease liability is derecognised when the municipality’s obligation to settle the liability is extinguished. The 
operating lease asset is derecognised when the municipality no longer anticipates economic benefits to flow from the asset. 

Operating lease payments are recognised as an expense on a straight-line basis over the lease term. The difference between 
the amounts recognised as an expense and the contractual payments are recognised as an operating lease asset or liability. 

Municipaiity as iessor 

For those leases that meet the definition of a finance lease, where the municipality is the lessor, the municipality derecognises 
the asset subject to the lease at the inception of the lease. Along with the derecognition of the asset the municipality 
recognises a finance lease receivable. Finance lease income is allocated to between the finance lease receivable and finance 
income using the effective interest rate method and the resulting finance income is recognised in the statement of financial 
performance as it accrues. 
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1.19 Leases (continued) 

For those leases classified as operating leases the asset subject to the lease is not derecognised and no lease receivable is 
recognised at the inception of the lease. Lease payments received under an operating lease are recognised as income in the 
statement of financial performance. 

The determination of whether an arrangement is, or contains, a lease is based on the substance of the arrangement at 
inception date; namely, whether fulfilment of the arrangement is dependent on the use of a specific asset or assets or the 
arrangement conveys a right to use the asset. 

Finance lease receivables are recognised at an amount equal to the municipality’s net investment in the lease. This net 
investment in the lease is calculated as the sum of the minimum future lease payments and unguaranteed residual value 
discounted over the lease term at the rate implicit in the lease. 

Rental income from operating leases is recognised on a straight-line basis over the term of the relevant lease. The difference 
between the straight-lined lease payments and the contractual lease payments are recognised as either an operating lease 
asset or operating lease liability. An operating lease liability is raised to the extent that lease payments are received in 
advance. The operating lease asset and / or operating lease liability are measured as the undiscounted difference between the 
straight-line lease receipts and the contractual lease receipts. 

Finance lease receivables are derecognised when the municipality’s right to the underlying cash flows expire or when the 
municipality no longer expects economic benefits to flow from the finance lease receivable. 

Operating lease liabilities are derecognised when the municipality’s obligation to provide economic benefits or service potential 
under the lease agreement expires. Operating lease assets are derecognised when the municipality’s right to the underlying 
cash flows expire or the municipality no longer expects economic benefits to flow from the operating lease asset. 

Operating ieases - iessee 

Operating lease payments are recognised as an expense on a straight-line basis over the lease term. The difference between 
the amounts recognised as an expense and the contractual payments are recognised as an operating lease asset or liability. 

1.20 Revenue from exchange transactions 

Revenue from exchange transactions refers to revenue that accrues to the municipality directly in return for services rendered 
or goods sold, the value of which approximates the consideration received or receivable, excluding indirect taxes, rebates and 
discounts. 

Revenue from exchange transactions is only recognised once all of the following criteria have been satisfied: 

The municipality retains neither continuing managerial involvement to the degree usually associated with ownership nor 
effective control over the goods sold; 

The amount of revenue can be measured reliably; and 

It is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the municipality and the 
costs incurred or to be incurred in respect of the transaction can be measured reliably. 

Revenue arising out of situations where the municipality acts as an agent on behalf of another entity (the principal) is limited to 
the amount of any fee or commission payable to the municipality as compensation for executing the agreed services. 

Revenue from exchange transactions is measured at the fair value of the consideration received or receivable taking into 
account the amount of any trade discounts and volume rebates allowed by the municipality. 

Revenue from interest earned is recognised, in the statement of financial performance, using the effective interest rate method. 

Revenue from the rental of facilities and equipment is recognised on a straight-line basis over the term of the lease agreement. 

Revenue arising from the application of the approved tariff of charges is recognised when the relevant service is rendered by 
applying the relevant gazetted tariff. This includes the issuing of licences and permits. 

Revenue from the sale of goods is recognised when substantially all the risks and rewards in those goods are passed to the 
consumer. 
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1.20 Revenue from exchange transactions (continued) 

Rendering of services 

When the outcome of a transaction involving the rendering of services can be estimated reliably, revenue associated with the 
transaction is recognised by reference to the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting date. The outcome of a 
transaction can be estimated reliably when all the following conditions are satisfied: 

The stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting date can be measured reliably; and 

The cost incurred for the transaction and the cost to complete the transaction can be measured reliably. 

When services are performed by an indeterminate number of acts over a specified time frame, revenue is recognised on a 
straight line basis over the specified time frame unless there is evidence that some other method better represents the stage of 
completion. When a specific act is much more significant than any other acts, the recognition of revenue is postponed until the 
significant act is executed. 

When the outcome of the transaction involving the rendering of services cannot be estimated reliably, revenue is recognised 
only to the extent of the expenses recognised that are recoverable. 

Service revenue is recognised by reference to the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting date. The stage of 
completion is determined by the proportion that costs incurred to date bear to the total estimated costs of the transaction. 

Saie of goods 

Revenue from the sale of goods is recognised when all the following conditions have been satisfied: 

The municipality has transferred to the purchaser the significant risks and rewards of ownership of the goods; 

The municipality retains neither continuing managerial involvement to the degree usually associated with ownership nor 
effective control over the goods sold; 

The amount of revenue can be measured reliably; 

It is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the municipality; and 
The costs incurred or to be incurred in respect of the transaction can be measured reliably. 

1.21 Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

Revenue comprises gross inflows of economic benefits or service potential received and receivable by a municipality, which 
represents an increase in net assets. 

Conditions on transferred assets are stipulations that specify that the future economic benefits or service potential embodied in 
the asset is required to be consumed by the recipient as specified or future economic benefits or service potential must be 
returned to the transferor. 

Control of an asset arise when the municipality can use or otherwise benefit from the asset in pursuit of its objectives and can 
exclude or otherwise regulate the access of others to that benefit. 

Fines are economic benefits or service potential received or receivable by entities, as determined by a court or other law 
enforcement body, as a consequence of the breach of laws or regulations. 

Non-exchange transactions are transactions that are not exchange transactions. In a non-exchange transaction, a municipality 
either receives value from another municipality without directly giving approximately equal value in exchange, or gives value to 
another municipality without directly receiving approximately equal value in exchange. 

Restrictions on transferred assets are stipulations that limit or direct the purposes for which a transferred asset may be used, 
but do not specify that future economic benefits or service potential is required to be returned to the transferor if not deployed 
as specified. 

Stipulations on transferred assets are terms in laws or regulation, or a binding arrangement, imposed upon the use of a 
transferred asset by entities external to the reporting municipality. 
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1.21 Revenue from non-exchange transactions (continued) 

Transfers are inflows of future economic benefits or service potential from non-exchange transactions, other than taxes. 

Recognition 

An inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction recognised as an asset is recognised as revenue, except to the extent 
that a liability is also recognised in respect of the same inflow. 

As the municipality satisfies a present obligation recognised as a liability in respect of an inflow of resources from a non¬ 
exchange transaction recognised as an asset, it reduces the carrying amount of the liability recognised and recognises an 
amount of revenue equal to that reduction. 

Measurement 

Revenue from a non-exchange transaction is measured at the amount of the increase in net assets recognised by the 
municipality. 

When, as a result of a non-exchange transaction, the municipality recognises an asset, it also recognises revenue equivalent 
to the amount of the asset measured at its fair value as at the date of acquisition, unless it is also required to recognise a 
liability. Where a liability is required to be recognised it will be measured as the best estimate of the amount required to settle 
the obligation at the reporting date, and the amount of the increase in net assets, if any, recognised as revenue. When a 
liability is subsequently reduced, because the taxable event occurs or a condition is satisfied, the amount of the reduction in the 
liability is recognised as revenue. 

Transfers 

The municipality recognises an asset in respect of transfers when the transferred resources meet the definition of an asset and 
satisfy the criteria for recognition as an asset. 

Transferred assets are measured at their fair value as at the date of acquisition. 

Fines 

Fines are economic benefits or service potential received or receivable by entities, as determined by a court or other law 
enforcement body, as a consequence of the breach of laws or regulations. 

Fines are recognised as revenue when the receivable meets the definition of an asset and satisfies the criteria for recognition 
as an asset. 

Assets arising from fines are initially measured at its fair value at the date of acquisition, which is the best estimate of the inflow 
of economic benefits. The probability of non-payment is not considered at initial recognition. 

The non-payment of traffic fines is estimated at subsequent measurement with reference to historical data and payment trend 
analysis. An impairment loss is recognised in surplus and deficit. 

Where the municipality collects fines in the capacity of an agent, the fines will not be revenue of the municipality. 

Bequests 

Bequests that satisfy the definition of an asset are recognised as assets and revenue when it is probable that the future 
economic benefits or service potential will flow to the municipality, and the fair value of the assets can be measured reliably. 

Gifts and donations, inciuding goods in-kind 

Gifts and donations, including goods in-kind, are recognised as assets and revenue when it is probable that the future 
economic benefits or service potential will flow to the municipality and the fair value of the assets can be measured reliably. 

Services in-kind 

Except for financial guarantee contracts, the municipality recognise services in-kind that are significant to its operations and/or 
service delivery objectives as assets and recognise the related revenue when it is probable that the future economic benefits or 
service potential will flow to the municipality and the fair value of the assets can be measured reliably. 
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1.21 Revenue from non-exchange transactions (continued) 

Where services in-kind are not significant to the municipality’s operations and/or service delivery objectives and/or do not 
satisfy the criteria for recognition, the municipality discloses the nature and type of services in-kind received during the 
reporting period. 

1.22 Investment income 

Investment income is recognised on a time-proportion basis using the effective interest method. 

1.23 Borrowing costs 

Borrowing costs are interest and other expenses incurred by the municipality in connection with the borrowing of funds. 
Borrowing costs are recognised as an expense in the period in which they are incurred. 

1.24 Employee benefits 
Retirement benefits plans 

The municipality provides retirement benefits for its employees and councillors. Retirement benefits consist of defined 
contribution plans and defined-benefit plans. 

Defined-contribution plans are post-employment benefit plans under which a municipality pays fixed contributions into a 
separate entity (a fund), and will have no legal or constructive obligation to pay further contributions if the fund does not hold 
sufficient assets to pay all employee benefits relating to employee service in the current and prior periods. The contributions to 
fund obligations for the payment of retirement benefits are charged against the statement of financial performance in the year 
in which they become payable. 

Defined-benefit plans are post-employment benefit plans other than defined-contribution plans. The defined-benefit funds are 
actuarially valued based on the projected unit credit method. Deficits identified are recovered through lump sum payments or 
increased future contributions on a proportional basis from all participating municipalities. The contributions and lump sum 
payments are charged against the statement of financial performance in the year in which they become payable. 

Short-term and long-term employee benefits 

Short-term employee benefits encompass all those benefits that become payable in the short-term, i.e. within a financial year 
or within 12 months after the financial year. Therefore, short-term employee benefits include remuneration, compensated 
absences and contractually agreed bonuses. No performance bonuses are paid by the municipality. 

The cost of all short-term employee benefits is recognised during the period in which the employee renders the related service. 

The municipality provides long-service awards to eligible employees, after completion of every five years’ service and the 
liability thereof is based on an actuarial valuation. The projected unit credit method has been used to value the obligation. 

Actuarial gains and losses on the long-term incentives are fully accounted for in the statement of financial performance. 

Post-retirement heaithcare aid pian 

The municipality provides post-retirement benefits by subsidising the medical healthcare contributions of certain retired staff. 
According to the rules of the medical aid funds with which the municipality is associated, a member on retirement is entitled to 
remain a continued member of such medical aid fund, and the municipality will continue to subsidise medical contributions in 
accordance with the provisions of the employee’s employment contract. 

The liability in respect of current pensioners is regarded as fully accrued, and is therefore not split between a past, or accrued 
and future in-service element. The liability is recognised at the fair value of the obligation, together with any adjustments 
required. The projected unit credit method has been used to value the obligation. Refer to note 19. 
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1.24 Employee benefits (continued) 

Muiti-empioyer pians 

Multi-employer plans are defined contribution plans (other than state plans and composite social security programmes) or 
defined benefit plans (other than state plans) that pool the assets contributed by various entities that are not under common 
control and use those assets to provide benefits to employees of more than one entity, on the basis that contribution and 
benefit levels are determined without regard to the identity of the entity that employs the employees concerned. 

The municipality classifies a multi-employer plan as a defined contribution plan or a defined benefit plan under the terms of the 
plan (including any constructive obligation that goes beyond the formal terms). 

Where a plan is a defined benefit plan, the municipality accounts for its proportionate share of the defined benefit obligation, 
plan, assets and costs associated with the plan in the same manner as for any other defined benefit plan. When sufficient 
information is not available to use defined benefit accounting for a plan, that is a defined benefit plan, the municipality 
accounts for the plan as if it was a defined contribution plan. 

1.25 Impairment of cash and non-cash generating assets 

The municipality classifies its assets as non-cash generating assets as none of the assets on its own generates cash inflows or 
are held with the primary objective of generating a commercial return or profits. Although certain services realise surpluses 
surpluses are used for cross subsidisation of services that operate at a deficit. 

At the end of each reporting period, the carrying amounts of non-cash-generating assets are reviewed to determine whether 
there is any indication of impairment. If any such indication exists, the recoverable amount or recoverable service amount of 
the asset is estimated in order to determine the extent of the impairment loss. 

The recoverable service amount of a non-cash-generating asset is the higher of fair value less costs to sell, and value-in-use. 
The value-in-use is the present value of the remaining service potential of the asset, and is determined using the most 
appropriate of the depreciated replacement cost, restoration cost or service units approach. 

The discount rate used reflects current market assessments of the time value of money and the risks specific to the asset for 
which the estimates of future cash flows have not been adjusted. 

If the recoverable amount or recoverable service amount of an asset is estimated to be less than its carrying amount, the 
carrying amount of the asset is reduced to its recoverable amount or recoverable service amount. An impairment loss is 
recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

Where an impairment loss subsequently reverses, the carrying amount of the asset is increased to the revised estimate of its 
recoverable amount or recoverable service amount, but so that the increased carrying amount does not exceed the carrying 
amount that would have been determined had no impairment loss been recognised for the asset in prior years. A reversal of 
an impairment loss is recognised immediately in profit or loss. 

1.26 Impairment of specific assets 
Property plant and equipment 

The calculation in respect of the impairment of property, plant and equipment is based on an assessment of the extent to which 
the recoverable amount of the asset has declined below the carrying amount. This was performed across all classes of 
property, plant and equipment. 

Intangible assets 

Intangible assets with indefinite useful lives as well as intangible assets not yet available for use are tested for impairment at 
the same time every year, as well as whenever there is an indication that the asset may be impaired. 

Investment property held at fair value 

The investment property was not tested for impairment as the impairment is taken into account with determination of the fair 
value at reporting date. 
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Heritage assets 

The calculation in respect of the impairment of heritage assets is based on an assessment of the extent to which the 
recoverable amount of the asset has declined below the carrying amount. This was performed across all classes of heritage 
assets. 

Trade receivables 

The calculation in respect of the impairment of trade receivables is based on an assessment of the extent to which debtors 
have defaulted on payments already due, and an assessment of their ability to make payments. This was performed, as far 
possible, on individual debtor level and across all debtor classes. 

1.27 Recognition of material transactions 

When the final accounts have been closed, any transaction that occurs in respect of a prior period, is considered by 
management individually and collectively for materiality and the annual financial statements are amended with transactions that 
are material in amount or by nature. 

1.28 Cash-backed reserves and provisions 

In terms of the municipality’s budget implementation and management, funds and reserves and virement policy the following 
reserves, provisions and liabilities are fully cash-backed and invested in short-term deposits: 

Unutilised conditional grants 

The balance of all conditional grants received where the conditions have not been met. 

Housing development fund 

The balance of the housing development fund that is administered in terms of and in accordance with the Housing Act, Act 107 
of 1997. 

Unspent loans 

The balance of external loan funding received and not yet spent for the purpose why the loans were obtained. 

Loan redemption reserve 

The loan redemption reserve is defined as a cash-backed amount that consists of the portion of depreciation that is set aside 
for the redemption of external loans annually. 

Provision for rehabilitation of landfill sites 

The balance of the provision for the rehabilitation of landfill sites as provided for in terms of GRAP 19. 

Employee benefits obligation 

The balance of the employee benefit obligation as provided for in terms of GRAP 25. 

Self-insurance reserve 

A self-insurance reserve has been established to fund claims that may occur which will not be covered by external insurers. 
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1.28 Cash-backed reserves and provisions (continued) 

Capitai repiacement reserve 

This reserve serves the purpose of providing an internal funding source for the acquisition of capital assets and projects. The 
following sources of revenue are included in the capital replacement reserve: 

• A percentage of the annual depreciation amount; 

• Un-appropriated cash-backed surpluses to the extent that such surpluses are not required for operational purposes; 

• Further cash surpluses appropriated as contributions in each annual or adjustments budget, as and when this can be 
afforded by the municipality; 

• Revenue amounts equal to public contributions for bulk services contributions for funding of bulk services, i.e. capital 
contributions; and 

• Net cash proceeds received from land sales. These net proceeds may only be utilised to fund municipal land 
development. 

Consumer deposits 

The balance of consumer deposits held in cash by the municipality. 

Working Capitai 

An estimated amount approximately 1/12**^ of the total operating expenditure. 

1.29 Reiated parties 

The municipality has used the disclosure requirements as per GRAP 20 - Related party disclosures to formulate its accounting 
policy. 

A related party is a person or an entity with the ability to control or jointly control the other party, or to exercise significant 
influence over the other party, or vice versa, or an entity that is subject to common control, or joint control. 

Individuals as well as their close family members, and/or entities are therefore related parties if one party has the ability, 
directly or indirectly, to control or jointly control the other party or exercise significant influence over the other party in making 
financial and/or operating decisions. 

Management is regarded as a related party and comprises the councillors, executive mayor, mayoral committee members, 
municipal manager, executive directors and all other managers reporting directly to the municipal manager or as designated by 
the municipal manager. 

Close family members are regarded as those family members who may be expected to influence, or be influenced by that 
person in their dealings with the municipality. A person is considered to be a close member of the family of another person if 
they are married or live together in a relationship similar to a marriage, or are separated by no more than two degrees of 
natural or legal consanguinity or affinity. 

The municipality operates in an economic environment currently dominated by entities directly or indirectly owned by the South 
African government. As a result of the Constitutional independence of all three spheres of government in South Africa, only 
parties within the same sphere of government will be considered to be related parties. Only transactions with such parties 
which are not at arm’s length and not on normal commercial terms are disclosed. 
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1.30 Principal-agent arrangements 

The municipality has used the principles of GRAP 109 - Accounting by Principals and Agents to formulate its accounting policy 
for principal-agent arrangements. 

An agent is an entity that has been directed by another entity (a principal), through a binding arrangement, to undertake 
transactions with third parties on behalf of the principal and for the benefit of the principal. 

A principal is an entity that directs another entity (an agent), through a binding arrangement, to undertake transactions with 
third parties on behalf and for its benefit. 

A principal-agent arrangement results from a binding arrangement in which one entity (an agent), undertakes transactions with 
third parties on behalf, and for the benefit of, another entity (the principal). 

When the municipality enters into binding agreements, it determines whether it is party to a principal-agent arrangement and 
assesses whether it is the principal or the agent in accounting for revenue, expenses, assets and/or liabilities that results from 
transactions with the parties are for the benefit of another entity or for its own benefit. 

A principal recognises revenue and expenses that arise from transactions with third parties in a principal-agent arrangement. 

An agent recognises only that portion of the revenue and expense it receives or incurs while executing the transactions on 
behalf of the principal. 

The municipality is an agent when, in relation to transactions with third parties, all three of the following criteria are present: 

a) It does not have the power to determine the significant terms and conditions of the transaction. 

b) It does not have the ability to use all, or substantially all, of the resources that result from the transaction for its own 
benefit. 

c) It is not exposed to variability in the results of the transaction. 

The municipality recognises assets and liabilities arising from principal-agent arrangements in accordance with the 
requirements of the Standards of GRAP. 

1.31 Service-concession arrangement 

The municipality has used the principles of GRAP 32 - Service concession arrangements: Grantor to formulate its accounting 
policy. 

A service concession arrangement is a contractual arrangement between a grantor and an operator in which: 

(a) the operator uses the service concession asset to provide a mandated function on behalf of the grantor for a specified 
period of time; and 

(b) the operator is compensated for its services over the period of the service concession arrangement. 

A service concession asset is an asset used to provide a mandated function in a service concession arrangement that: 

(a) is provided by the operator which: 

(i) the operator constructs, develops, or acquires from a third party; or 

(ii) is an existing asset of the operator; or 

(b) is provided by the grantor which; 

(i) is an existing asset of the grantor; or 

(ii) is an upgrade to an existing asset of the grantor. 

An operator is the entity that uses the service concession asset to provide a mandated function subject to the grantor’s control 
of the asset. WCDM acts as the operator in the service-concession arrangement. 

A grantor is the entity that grants the right to use the service concession asset to the operator. The municipality acts at the 
grantor in the service-concession arrangement with the WCDM. 

When the municipality enters into the service-concession arrangement, it determines whether it is party to the arrangement and 
assesses whether it is the grantor or the operator in accounting for revenue, expenses, assets and/or liabilities that results from 
the arrangement. 

The municipality recognises assets and liabilities arising from service concession arrangement in accordance with the 
requirements of the Standards of GRAP. 
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1.32 Capital Commitments 

Capital commitments disclosed in the annual financial statements represent the contractual balance committed to capital 
projects on reporting date that will incurred in the period subsequent to the specific reporting date. The municipality discloses 
capital commitments exclusive of VAT. 

1.33 Events after the reporting date 

Events after the reporting date are those events, both favourable and unfavourable, that occur between the reporting date and 
the date when financial statements are authorised for issue. Two types of events can be identified: 

• those that provide evidence of conditions that existed at the reporting date (adjusting events after the reporting date); 
and 

• those that are indicative of conditions that arose after the reporting date (non-adjusting events after the reporting 
date) 

If non-adjusting events after the reporting date are material, the municipality discloses the nature and an estimate of the 
financial effect.

In 2006 the municipality entered into a service concession arrangement with the WCDM for an initial period on 10 years 
wherein the WCDM operates the municipality's assets to provide bulk water to the municipality to distribute to its consumers. 
The agreement was subsequently extended three times until 30 June 2019. The other parties to this arrangement are 
Bergrivier municipality and Swartland municipality which also appointed the WCDM as an operator. 

The WCDM uses the bulk water services assets to provide water to the local municipalities and private users. In terms of the 
service level agreement the local municipalities determine a tariff, in consultation with the WCDM, that allows the WCDM to 
recover the costs the WCDM incurs in the provision of the bulk water services. The local municipalities also pay the WCDM an 
administrative fee of 10% of the operational costs which is also included in the tariff above. 

The local municipalities recognise the costs recovered by the WCDM through the tariff as expenditure in their respective 
financial statements by its nature, as bulk purchases for water. The local municipalities also recognise all revenue earned from 
providing water to consumers, through monthly billing of the consumers, within their respective arears of jurisdiction. 

The WCDM also provides water services to third parties and bills the third parties directly (farmers in remote areas and some 
big businesses). The provision of the water to these third parties is approved by the local municipalities when the tariff for the 
year is approved. The water provided to third parties by the WCDM is thus recognised in their records in line with GRAP 32.

The post-retirement healthcare benefit is a defined benefit plan and consists of the fixed contribution percentage that is paid to 
various medical aid plans by the municipality consisting of LA Flealth, Key Health, Bonitas, Fed Health, Samwumed and 
Hosmed. 

The employees of the municipality and their dependants are currently entitled to a subsidy of 70% of the medical scheme 
contributions after they retire or in the case of death. This percentage is reduced if an employee did not complete a required 
service period before retirement. Widow(er)s and orphans of in-service members are entitled to a subsidy of 60% of the 
contribution payable. Upon a member's death-in retirement, the surviving dependants will continue to receive the same 
benefits.

The first step in the derivation of this yield is 
to calculate the liability-weighted average of the yields corresponding to the actual terms until payment of long-service awards, 
for each employee. The 8.68% (2017: 8.57%) is then derived as the liability-weighted average of the yields derived in the first 
step. The corresponding liability-weighted index-linked yield is 2.78% (2017: 2.54%). These rates do not reflect any 
adjustment for taxation. These rates were deduced from the yield curve obtained from the Bond Exchange of South Africa after 
the market close on the reporting date.

19.5 Multi-employer plans 
Retirement benefit information 

The municipality makes provision for post-retirement benefits to eligible councillors and employees who belong to different 
pension schemes. These funds are governed by the Pension Funds Act and include both defined benefit and defined 
contribution schemes. 

The only obligation for the municipality with respect to the retirement benefit plans is to make the specified contributions. 
Where councillors / employees leave the plans prior to full vesting of the contributions, the contributions payable by the 
municipality are reduced by the amount of forfeited contributions. The total expense recognised in the Statement of Financial 
Performance for employees comprises R31 798 660 (2017: R28 559 311) and councillors of R361 377 (2017: R283 430) 
respectively and represents contributions payable to these plans by the municipality at rates specified in the rules of the plans. 

These schemes are subject to a tri-annual, bi-annual or annual actuarial valuation as set out hereunder. The amounts included 
are the latest available actuarial valuations for the fund. 

LA Retirement Fund: 

The LA Retirement Fund operates both as a defined benefit and defined contribution scheme. 

Defined benefit scheme 

The contribution rate payable under the defined benefit section is 27%, 9% by the members and 23.06 % (period 1 February 
2012 - 30 June 2014) and 26.77% (period 1 July 2014 - 30 June 2015) by their councils. The actuarial valuation report at 30 
June 2017 disclosed an actuarial valuation amounting to R1 859 077 000 (30 June 2016: R3 631 518 000), with a nett 
accumulated surplus of R46 989 000 (2016: R67 791 000), with a funding level of 102.6% (30 June 2016: 103.5%). 

Defined contribution scheme 

The actuarial valuation report at 30 June 2017 indicated that the defined contribution scheme of the fund is in a sound financial 
position, with assets amounting to RR1 911 937 000 (30 June 2016: R1 960 970 000), net investment reserve of Rnil (30 June 
2013: Rnil) and with a funding level of 100% (2016: 100%). 

The actuary concluded that: 

• the Pensioner account has a funding level of 102.6% with n surplus of R47 million and is in a sound financial condition as 
at the valuation date; 
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19. Employee benefit obligation (continued) 

• there is a surplus of R47.0million in the DB Section excluding the surplus in the Pensioner Account. The surplus has been 
allocated to the Pensioner Account; 

• the overall funding level in respect of the DB Section including the Pensioner Account is 101.3% with a surplus of R47 
million. 

• the DC Section has a funding level of 100% and is in a sound Financial condition; 

• overall the fund is in a sound financial condition with a surplus of R47 million and the overall funding level of 102.6%; and 

• the Trustees awarded a 3.3% pension increase effective 1 January 2018. 

Furthermore: 

• all the active members have now all been converted to the DC Section; 

• there is no longer any contribution rate shortfall as this only applied to 29 residual DB Section active members, that have 
now also converted to the DC Section; and 

• both the DC Section and the DB Section were fully funded as at the valuation date. 

The nature of the assets is suitable for the Fund, except that the proportion of direct property underlying the pensioner liabilities 
may represent an over-concentration of assets in this class. The assets are appropriately matched relative to the term and 
nature of the active member liabilities. The Fund’s investment strategy is suitable. Finally the risk benefits are partially re¬ 
insured and this is appropriate for the size and nature of the Fund. 

The municipality has 9 employees and 14 Councillors that are members on this fund as at 30 June 2018 . 

Cape Joint Retirement Fund: 

The statutory valuation performed as at 30 June 2016 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted to R20 075 000 000 
(30 June 2015: R18 322 177 000), with funding levels of 118% and 100.5% (30 June 2015: 112.1% and 100%) for the 
Pensions Account and the Share Account respectively. The Preservation Pension Account showed a surplus of Rnil and was 
100% funded for both 2016 & 2015. The contribution rate paid by the members (7,50%/9%) and the municipalities 
(19,50%/18%) is sufficient to fund the benefits accruing from the fund in the future. The actuary certified that the structure of 
the assets is appropriate relative to the nature of the liabilities, given normal circumstances and that the Fund is in a sound 
financial condition as at the valuation date. 

The municipality has 755 employees that are members of this fund as at 30 June 2018. 

Municipai Workers Retirement Fund: 

The Municipal Workers Retirement Fund is a defined contribution scheme. Members contribute at a rate of not less than 7.5% 
of salaries, as required by the Rules. The employers contribute at a total rate of not less than 18%. From 1 July 2017, 
members and employers that fall under other bargaining councils or forums are not bound by the above minimum contribution 
rates. The statutory valuation performed as at 30 June 2017 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted to R7,720,948.000 
(30 June 2011 : R6,574,75.00), with funding levels of 102.0% (30 June 2014: 111.7%). As a percentage of members’ Fund 
Credits, the investment smoothing reserve has decreased from 5.6% to 4.9% over the valuation period. As a percentage of the 
market value of assets, it has decreased marginally from 4.6% to 4.4%.The Fund’s assets are sufficient to cover the members’ 
Fund Credits, the targeted levels of the risk benefits reserve and the data and processing error reserve, and an investment 
smoothing reserve of 4.9% of members’ Fund Credits as at 30 June 2017. In addition, there is brought-forward surplus of 
some R152.8 million which has been allocated to former members and is awaiting payment. The Fund is therefore in a sound 
financial position. The municipality has 199 employees that are members of this fund as at 30 June 2018. 
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19. Employee benefit obligation (continued) 

The Municipal Councillors Pension Fund: 

The Municipal Councillors Pension Fund operates as a defined contribution scheme. The statutory valuation performed as at 
30 June 2015 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted to R2 551 861 000 (30 June 2014: R2 229 410 000), with funding 
levels of 101.08% (30 June 2014: 98.83%). The contribution rate paid by the members (13,75%) and council (15%) is 
sufficient to fund the benefits accruing from the fund in the future. The actuary certified that the fund was in a sound financial 
condition as at 30 June 2015, in that the assets of the fund were sufficient to cover the accrued service liabilities including the 
recommended contingency reserves in full. The municipality has 1 councillors that are members of this fund. 

South African Local Authorities Pension Fund: 

The pension fund operates both as a defined benefit and defined contribution scheme. 

The statutory valuation performed as at 1 July 2016 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted to R13 700 300 (30 June 
2015: R13 231 200), with funding levels of 100% (30 June 2015: 100%). The highest contribution rate paid by the members 
was 7.92% and by Council 20.78%. 

It is the actuary's opinion that: 

• they are satisfied with the investment strategy of the fund; 

• the nature of the assets is, in their opinion, suitable for the nature of the liabilities of the fund as defined in the rules of the 
fund; 

• the matching of assets with the liabilities of the fund is adequate; and 

• the insurance arrangements are appropriate compared to the cover provided can be regarded as financially sound at the 
valuation date. 

National Fund for Municipal Workers: 

The fund operates as a defined contribution fund and in terms of the rules of the fund category A and category C members 
contribute at a rate as agreed upon by the Local Authority and the member, subject to an absolute minimum contribution of 2% 
and 5% of their remuneration respectively. Category C-Members, appointed after 1 July 2012, who are not part of the Schedule 
shall make monthly contributions to the Fund equal to 7.5% of their Remuneration. 

The Local Authority must contribute in respect of category A and category C members such an amount as agreed between the 
Local Authority and the fund, subject to a minimum contribution rate of 2% and 5% of their remuneration respectively. 
Category B members are members who belong to both category A and C and the Local Authority must, on behalf of such 
members, not contribute less than 7% of their remuneration. The contribution rates stipulated above include the amount 
payable towards the insured risk benefits policy. 

The fund operates as a defined contribution fund and in terms of the rules of the fund category A and category C members 
contribute at a rate as agreed upon by the Local Authority and the member, subject to an absolute minimum contribution of 2% 
and 5% of their remuneration respectively. 

The statutory valuation performed as at 30 June 2015 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted to RIO 050 029 000 (30 
June 2014 : R9 031 759 000), with funding levels of 100.42% (30 June 2014: 100.10%). The actuary certified that the assets of 
the fund are sufficient to cover 100.42% of the members’ liabilities, also that it can be expected that the funding level of a fund 
of this nature will fluctuate around 100%, for example due to timing differences in investment and receipt of monies, slight 
mismatching of assets and liabilities and processing errors.

The SBIDZ LiCo entered into an agreement with the municipality to upgrade the Saldanha Bay Waste Water Treatment 
Works (WWTW) on behalf of the municipality. The legal ownership of the upgrades was transferred to the municipality 
during the 2017/18 financial year. However, during the investigation of an insurance claim for a fire that occurred at the 
WWTW it was determined that the control of the upgrades together with the risk and rewards associated with ownership 
had already transferred to the municipality during the 2016/17 financial year. The upgrades are now recognised as an asset 
of the municipality in the year in which it obtained control. 

Assets purchased by the WCDM as part of the service concession arrangement are how recognised by the municipality 
together with the related depreciation. The transactions were previously not recorded due to incorrect application of the 
financial reporting framework. 

Two transformers were sold on auction in the 2013/2014 final year, however only one was removed from the asset register. 
Therefore the disposal of the remaining transformer is now accounted for on the asset register and corrected in the 
accounting records. Depreciation was calculated for the asset remaining of the asset register in 2016/2017 and 
depreciation is now corrected. 

During a system migration in the 2016/2017 financial year, the useful lives of the assets were correctly converted on the 
system, however the depreciation end dates were incorrect. This resulted in assets with remaining useful life and 
depreciable amount not being depreciated. This is now corrected. 

The municipality changed its class of assets for property, plant and equipment. The implementation of mSCOA on 1 July 
2017 ensured that the items of property, plant and equipment are classified consistently across all the municipalities. The 
mSCOA classification provided for more classes which meant that the municipality now has more information that will 
enhance the user’s understanding of the financial statements and that the information will be comparable. The classes of 
property, plant and equipment were changed to the following to enhance the user’s understanding of the financial 
statements:

An application for the reviewing and setting aside of a Town Planning resolution, of the Portfolio and Appeals Committee of 
Council for and an application for departure in respect of Farm 116 and Farm Fishing Lease no 117 in the Saldanha Bay 
Municipality Division Malmesbury. The estimated liability for Council is estimated at R500 000. 

Municipai Counciiiors Pension Fund 

During the reporting period, the municipality received a letter from the Municipal Councillors Pension Fund indicating that the 
employer's contributions for a councillor towards the Fund was not made since June 2011. The municipality disputed the 
pension fund's claim. The councillor resigned during the financial year and pension fund paid out his benefits and closed the 
file. 

Vredenburg Urban Renewal Project 

The municipality obtained a conditional grant from the Department of Transport and Public Works for the acquisition of 7 
properties, 32 hectares of land, to be used for the Vredenburg Urban Renewal Project. The conditions of the grant indicated 
that the municipality shall transfer to the Department the serviced sites, 4,3145 hectares of the purchased properties, for 
development by the department. An unspent conditional grant liability has been recognised for the cost associated with 
servicing the sites. The 7 properties acquired had not been re-zoned to determine the 4,3145 hectares portion to be 
transferred to the department. The historic cost or fair value of this portion could thus not be reliably measured. There is 
uncertainty about the amount of the obligation the municipality has under this agreement and the timing of the outflow of the 
economic benefits and/or service potential is also uncertain. The liability for Council relating to the transfer of the 4,3145 
hectare portion is estimated at R3 853 171 (2017: R3 853 171). 

JM Baard/Saldanha Bay Municipality 

JM Baard made a claim against municipality for damage to vehicle when branch fell from tree on side walk. Currently awaiting 
trial date. As the trial date has not been confirmed this will give arise to possible obligation. Initially the claim was not reported 
to the insurers.

The municipality had 25 (2017: 25) outstanding insurance claims with Lateral Unison as at 30 June 2018 of which the payout 
of, according to the municipality's assessment, is only probable and not virtually certain. The settlement of the claims is 
estimated to be R356 672 (2017: R1 657 430). 

Service concession surpiuses 

The municipality has put a claim against the surpluses made by the WCDM from the 2015/16 financial year. The claim 
emanates from a decision taken to restrict the construction and/or upgrade services performed by the WCDM from as from the 
2015/16 financial year. The municipality’s claims that the WCDM made surpluses as a result of this decision. The WCDM is 
disputing the claim. The matter has been referred for investigation and will be resolved as part of the ongoing S78 process 
wherein a mediator has been appointed to facilitate the resolution of the outstanding matters.

The municipality's activities expose it to a variety of financial risks such as market, credit and liquidity risk. 

The municipality's overall risk management programme focuses on the unpredictability of financial markets and seeks to 
minimise potential adverse effects on the municipality's financial performance. 
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60. Risk management (continued) 

Credit risk 

Credit risk is the risk of financial loss to the municipality if customers or counter parties to the financial instrument fail to meet 
their contractual obligation, and arises mainly from the municipality's investments, receivables from exchange and non¬ 
exchange transactions, non-current receivables and cash and cash equivalents. 

Trade and other receivables 

Trade receivables comprise a widespread customer base. Management evaluated credit risk relating to customers on an 
ongoing basis. If customers are independently rated, these ratings are used. Otherwise, if there is no independent rating, risk 
control assesses the credit quality of the customer, taking into account its financial position, past experience and other factors. 
Individual risk limits are set based on internal or external ratings in accordance with limits set by the Council. The utilisation of 
credit limits is regularly monitored. 

Investments and cash and cash equivalents 

The municipality limits its exposure to credit risk by investing with only the major commercial banks in South Africa that have a 
sound credit rating and within the specific guidelines set in the council approved cash management and investment policy. 
Accordingly, the municipality does not consider its exposure to credit risk significant. 

Non-current receivables 

The non-current receivables have been fully impaired and provided for thus do not expose the municipality to credit risk.

The municipality currently procures Microsoft Licences of which the purchase price is denominated in foreign currency (US 
Dollars) which exposes the municipality to foreign-currency risk. The municipality does not hedge foreign exchange 
fluctuations. The movement in the currency was not material to the municipality procurement and, consequently, is not 
elaborated on any further. 

The municipality reviews its foreign currency exposure, including commitments on an ongoing basis. The municipality expects 
its foreign exchange contracts to hedge foreign exchange exposure. 

Interest rate risk 

The municipality’s interest rate risk arises from long-term borrowings. Borrowings issued at variable rates expose the 
municipality to cash flow interest rate risk. Borrowings issued at fixed rates expose the municipality to fair value interest rate 
risk.

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the municipality might not be able to meet its obligations as they fall due. The municipality has a 
prudent liquidity risk management strategy which ensure that it maintains sufficient cash and cash equivalents to meet its 
objective as they fall due. The short-term investments are invested over terms that ensure that the municipality has a short¬ 
term maturing every month to reduce the liquidity risk.

Material differences between budget and actual amounts 

The reasons for the material variances between the approved budget and the final budget are explained below. A variance is 
considered material if it is 10% or more and if the amount exceeds R 1 million. 

The adjustments made between the approved budget and the final budget include virements that were made after the approval 
of the final adjustment budget on 8 May 2018. Virements are transfers from one operating cost element or capital project to 
another, and are made in accordance with the approved budget implementation and management, funds and reserves and 
virement policy.

Cash and cash equivalents 

Lower capital expenditure than budgeted resulted in more cash available than budgeted. Cash and cash equivalents are 
managed to earn optimal interest.

The revenue for traffic fines did not increase as anticipated due to less fines issued. The impairment on property rates 
increased more than anticipated. 

Intangible assets 

The actual balance of intangible assets at year-end could not be accurately estimated when budgeting. 

Borrowings 

The variance is mainly due to WCDM water service concession arrangement liabilities that were not budgeted for. When the 
budget was prepared, the correct accounting treatment for the liabilities had not been confirmed. 

Payables from exchange transactions 

The trade and other payables at year-end is more than anticipated when budgeting. 

VAT payable 

The VAT payable at year-end is less due to unpredictability. 

Consumer deposits 

Consumer deposits increased less than anticipated. 

Unspent conditional grants and receipts 

The actual unspent grants at year end is more than anticipated due to certain projects that were delayed. 

Provisions 

The current portion of the landfill site provision decreased due to the liquidation of a contractor that resulted in money expected 
to be spent in the 2018/17 financial year being reduced as a process to appoint another contractor must now be followed. This 
could not have been foreseen during the budget process.

An amount of R 60 227 395 was unspent at 30 June 2018. A total of R 54 259 615 will be rolled over to the next financial year. 

The reason for the underspending above R1 million is provided below: 

• An amount of R 18 941 442 for the Langebaan Road Aquifer Wellfield was unspent at year-end. The municipality 
received grant funding to the value of R 21.3 million for this project in March 2018. The project only commenced late in 
the 2017/18 financial year. 

• The Upgrading of Laingville Storm water Network was delayed due to the liquidation of the contractor. An amount of R 4 
406 790 will be rolled over for the project to be completed in the next financial year. 

• Construction for the Upgrading of Oostewal street in Langebaan could only commence in March due to the holiday 
season. An unspent amount of R 3 052 655 will be rolled over to the next financial year as this is a multi-year project. 

• The Services Emergency Flousing: Sewerage is a multi-year project of which R2 237 333 was unspent at year end. Work 
is underway with the installation of services and construction of the communal toilet units. The installation of water and 
sewer services will be done internally which also delayed the progress. Recent land invasions on the site also delayed 
the progress of the project. 

• An insurance claim for the Upgrading of Saldanha Sewerage Works was settled during June 2018. The work involves 
the replacement of the burnt out motor control centre at the Saldanha treatment plant. A contractor and consultant has 
been appointed to complete the work which is foreseen to be completed by December 2019. An amount of R 2 392 319 
will be rolled over to the next financial year. 

• Due to environmental and technical challenges, the Refurbishment of the Shelly Point Desalination Plant was unspent at 
30 June 2018. The unspent amount of R 3 863 319 will therefore be rolled over to the next financial year. 

• The Development of the New Landfill site in Langebaan was delayed due to the liquidation of the contractor. An amount 
of R1 621 848 will be rolled over for the project to be completed in the next financial year. 

• The electrification of houses were delayed due to the top structures not completed yet. An amount of R 2 363 626 will be 
rolled over to the next financial year. 

• The access road to the Community Day Clinic situated in the Vredenburg central business district must first be completed 
before the Building Earthworks and Stabilizing ground grant funded project can be implemented. The unspent amount of 
R 1 285 788 will be rolled over to the next financial year. 

• The contract of the preferred service provider appointed for the Investigation and Upgrading of Vredenburg Main 
Sewerage System was terminated due to the business being liquidated. A process to appoint another contractor was 
followed and finalized towards in June 2018. An amount of R 1 091 326 will be rolled over to the next financial year.

Economic Development and Strategic Services 

An amount of R 10 848 537 was unspent at year end. An amount of R 10 305 651 will be rolled over to the next financial year. 
Reasons for underspending are as follow: 

• RSEP projects is grant funded and tenders have already been awarded for these projects. The projects is ongoing and 
unspent funds amounting to R 7 031 287 will be rolled over once approved by the grant providers. 

• Annual software license renewals mostly deal with the renewal of the Microsoft volume licenses. These licenses are 
exchange rate dependent and a saving was realised because some of the licenses are linked to the exchange rate. 

• The Financial System Software is a committed tender and not all of the new modules have been delivered yet due to a 
delay in the implementation of certain IMIS components. An amount of R 1 807 752 will be rolled over to the next 
financial year. 

Corporate and Protection Services 

An amount of R 6 902 753 was unspent in the 2017/18 financial year. An amount of R 4 709 456 will be rolled over to the next 
financial year. The major reasons for the underspending of projects are as follow: 

• The tender for Fencing in Langebaan and Vredenburg has been awarded. The contractor did not have sufficient material 
to complete the job at year end. An amount of R 2 049 996 will be rolled over to the next financial year for the project to 
be completed. 

• Funds for the Upgrading of Langebaan Test station was allocated during the adjustment budget process. The project 
however did not start yet due to the limited time for the supply chain management process to be completed. An amount 
of R 1 500 000 will be rolled over for the project to be completed in the next financial year. 

Community and Operationai Services 

An amount of R 2 477 439 was unspent in the 2017/18 financial year. An amount of R 2 212 019 will be rolled over to the next 
financial year. The major reasons for the underspending of projects are among others due to the late awarding of tenders, 
contractors experiencing financial challenges, challenges with procurement and the sudden passing of one of the service 
providers. 


61.3 Statement of financiai performance: 

Revenue from exchange transactions 
Rentai of faciiities and equipment 

The budgeted revenue for camping fees is disclosed under Other income.This is correct in terms of the MSCOA classification. 
If the budget for camping fees are included under rental of facilities and equipment, the variance is only 8%. 

Other income 

The negative variance is mainly due to the revenue for camping fees amounting to R 9 437 024 which was budgeted under 
other income and not rental of facilities and equipment. Certain items like insurance refund, capital contributions and building 
plans realised more than budgeted for. If the camping fees budget is deducted, a positive variance of 31% is recorded. 

Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

Other income 

The actual amount for VAT on DORA grants was less than the budgeted amount. The actual amounts in respect of assets 
donated to the municipality is disclosed under other income whereas the budgeted amount was included under donated assets 
as per the budget schedules. If the budget for donated assets is included, the variance is only 7%. 

Government grants and subsidies 

There were less conditions met in respect of National and Provincial grants received than budgeted for.

Donated assets 

The donated assets is disclosed under Other income, whereas the budgeted amount is disclosed under Donated assets. 

Fines, penalties and forfeits 

The actual amount received for fines was less than budgeted for. Fines cannot be accurately budgeted. 

Expenditure 
Finance cost 

The actual amount for interest on the external loans and finance for the rehabilitation of the landfill site was more than 
budgeted for. The actual amount for interest on grants was less than budgeted for. Interest on post-retirement medical aid 
benefits for employees amounting to R8 808 298 is however budgeted under employee related cost. Interest of R3 262 877 in 
respect of water service concession assets financed from loans has been accounted for that has not been budgeted. If these 
budgeted amount is included under finance cost, the variance is only 10%. 

Debt impairment 

The actual amount for debt impairment was more than budgeted for. This is mainly due to the increase of receivables. 

Bulk purchases 

The actual amount for bulk purchases is less than the budgeted amount mainly due to the following: 

• Implementation of water restrictions in the 2017/18 financial year. This was due to the water drought in the municipal 
area. Less water was purchased than budgeted for. 

• Accounting for West Coast District Municipality water service concession assets transactions where bulk purchases were 
reduced which information was not available at the time of budgeting. 

• Saving on Electricity bulk purchases with coupled less electricity sales. 

Contracted services 

Less funds were spent on training, consultants and professional fees, contractors as well as contracted services relating to 
repairs and maintenance of municipal assets when compared to the budget. 

General Expenses 

The actual expenditure on general expenditure is lower than budgeted due to lower levels of activities that anticipated. The 
municipality also managed to secure some services for less than originally anticipated. 

Actuarial gains 

Actuarial gains on post-retirement benefits were accounted for based on the report received from the actuaries which was not 
budgeted for due to the uncertainty thereof. 

61.4 Cash flow statement 

Interest Income 

The actual amount for interest income is less than the budgeted amount due to the inclusion of interest on receivables in the 
budgeted amount. 

Employee related cost and remuneration of councillors 

The actual payments are more than the budgeted amount due to an inaccurate split between suppliers and employee cost with 
a nett positive variance of 7%. 
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61 . Statement of comparison of budget and actual amounts (continued) 

Suppliers and other 

The actual payments to suppliers is less than budgeted mainly due to a decrease in bulk purchases as result of water 
restrictions, saving in electricity coupled with an increase in trade payables. 

Finance costs 

The payment for interest costs was more than anticipated due to the additional finance charges relating to the WCDM water 
service concession transaction that was not budgeted for. 

Purchase of property plant and equipment 

The actual capital expenditure was less than budgeted due to only 75% of the capital budget spent. 

Proceeds from sale of property, plant and equipment 

The proceeds from sale of property, plant and equipment were not provided for in the budget as it was unknown during the 
budget compilation process. 

Net movement from investments 

The lower actual capital expenditure resulted in additional funds being available to invest, than budgeted. 

Repayment of borrowings 

The repayment of borrowing is more than budgeted due to the West Coast District Municipality water service concession 
transaction that was not budgeted for. 

62 . Impairment of non-cash generating assets 


An entity that prepares and presents annual financial statements under the accrual basis of accounting shall apply GRAP 21 in 
accounting for the impairment of non-cash generating assets, and GRAP 26 in accounting for the impairment of cash 
generating assets. Cash generating assets are held with the primary objective of generating a commercial return. 

Management has considered both Standards and used the decision tree as per the guide for these Standards, to determine if 
assets should be treated as cash or non-cash generating. 

It was concluded that only GRAP 21 is applicable to the municipality and therefore all assets are accounted for as non-cash 
generating assets. The amount impaired with respect to these assets is R2 979 966 (2017: R939 404).

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63. Material losses 

CAS 192/05/2018 Allegation of Fraud 

An internal investigation after receipt of a complaint by a customer on 10 May 2018 lead to the identification of a fraudulent 
payment made to a municipal employee amounting to R3 336.60 made on 28 March 2018. The alleged fraudulent transaction 
was reported to SAPS during May 2018 in accordance with section 32 of the MFMA for criminal investigation. The 
municipality's internal investigation identified several possible fraudulent payments resulting in the appointment of a forensic 
investigator on 2 August 2018. 

The forensic investigation confirmed that the municipality suffered a loss of R126 230.59 due to the alleged fraud. Suspicious 
payments that meet the modus-operandi to the total value of R29 412.62 will not be investigated in detail as the costs of a 
detailed investigation far outweighs the benefits. In considering the nature of the payments made and assessed against the 
presentation and disclosure requirements, it does not meet the definition of irregular expenditure but rather a withdrawal of 
funds in terms of section 11 of the MFMA allocated against a consumer account for the repayment of valid credit balances. 
The disclosure is in terms of section 125(2)(d) of the MFMA. 

CAS 303/11/2018 Allegation of Fraud 

The municipality received a complaint from a consumer on 10 July 2018 about a payment that was not reflecting on their 
account. Upon investigation it was found that an employee has been fraudulently taking payments from consumers and not 
recording the payments. The alleged fraudulent transaction was confirmed in October 2018 and reported to SAPS during 
November 2018 in accordance with section 32 of the MFMA for criminal investigation. The municipality's internal investigation 
identified several possible fraudulently unrecorded payments amounting to an estimated loss of R 10 558.50. The total loss will 
be confirmed once the investigation is concluded. 

Water losses 5 980 954 14 774 385 


The losses recorded were 7.62% (2017: 13.91%). These losses are predominantly due to metering inefficiencies, unmetered 
connections, aging pipeline infrastructure, burst pipes, old reticulation networks and other leakages which are by nature 
regarded as normal production losses. 

Electricity losses 27 423 391 29 294 804 


The energy losses recorded were 10.56% (2017: 11.06%). These losses are the result of technical losses caused by the 
nature of electricity and the manner of its distribution, via the network, status / condition and age of the network, weather 
conditions and load on the system as well as non technical losses, e.g. theft and vandalism.

Report on the audit of the financial statements 


Opinion 

1. I have audited the financial statements of the Saldanha Bay Municipality set out on pages 7 to 
109, which comprise the statement of financial position as at 30 June 2018, the statement of 
financial performance, statement of changes in net assets, cash flow statement and statement 
of comparison of budget and actual amounts for the year then ended, as well as the notes to 
the financial statements, including a summary of significant accounting policies. 

2. In my opinion, the financial statements present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of the Saldanha Bay Municipality as at 30 June 2018, and its financial performance 
and cash flows for the year then ended in accordance with the South African Standards of 
Generally Recognised Accounting Practice (SA Standards of GRAP) and the requirements of 
the Municipal Finance Management Act of South Africa, 2003 (Act No. 56 of 2003) (MFMA) 
and the Division of Revenue Act of South Africa, 2017 (Act No. 3 of 2017) (Dora). 

Basis for opinion 

3. I conducted my audit in accordance with the International Standards on Auditing (ISAs). My 
responsibilities under those standards are further described in the auditor-general’s 
responsibilities for the audit of the financial statements section of this auditor’s report. 

4. I am independent of the municipality in accordance with the International Ethics Standards 
Board for Accountants’ Code of ethics for professional accountants (lESBA code) and the 
ethical requirements that are relevant to my audit in South Africa. I have fulfilled my other 
ethical responsibilities in accordance with these requirements and the lESBA code. 

5. I believe that the audit evidence I have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis 
for my opinion. 

Emphasis of matters 

6. I draw attention to the matters below. My opinion is not modified in respect of these matters. 

Restatement of corresponding figures 

7. As disclosed in note 46 to the financial statements, the corresponding figures for 30 June 2017 
were restated as a result of errors in the financial statements of the municipality at, and for the 
year ended 30 June 2018. 


Material losses/ impairment 

8. As disclosed in the statement of financial performance, the municipality wrote off bad debts 
amounting to R28,7 million (2016-17: R26,5 million).

9. As disclosed in note 5 to the financial statements, the municipality provided for the impairment 
of trade and other receivables from exchange transactions amounting to R108,0 million 
(2016-17: R88,6 million). 

10. As disclosed in note 6 to the financial statements, the municipality provided for the impairment 
of trade and other receivables from non-exchange transactions amounting to R64,6 million 
(2016-17: R53,1 million). 

11. As disclosed in note 63 to the financial statements, material electricity losses to the amount of 
R27,4 million (2016-17: R29,3 million) were incurred, which represents 10,56% (2016-17: 

11,06%). This was due to technical losses caused by the nature of electricity and the manner 
of its distribution as well as non-technical losses such as theft and vandalism. 

Material underspending of budget 

12. As disclosed in note 61.2 to the financial statements, the municipality has materially 
underspent the budget on capital expenditure to the amount of R81 million (25%). 

Other matters 

13. I draw attention to the matters below. My opinion is not modified in respect of these matters. 

Unaudited disclosure note 

14. In terms of section 125(2)(e) of the MFMA the municipality is required to disclose particulars of 
non-compliance with the MFMA in the financial statements. This disclosure requirement did not 
form part of the audit of the financial statements and, accordingly, I do not express and opinion 
thereon. 

Unaudited supplementary 

15. The supplementary information set out on pages 110 to 160 does not form part of the financial 
statements and is presented as additional information. I have not audited these schedules and, 
accordingly, I do not express an opinion thereon. 

Responsibilities of the accounting officer for the financial statements 

16. The accounting officer is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial 
statements in accordance with the SA Standards of GRAP and the requirements of the MFMA 
and the Dora, and for such internal control as the accounting officerdetermines is necessary to 
enable the preparation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, 
whether due to fraud or error. 

17. In preparing the financial statements, the accounting officer is responsible for assessing the 
Saldanha Bay Municipality’s ability to continue as a going concern, disclosing, as applicable, 
matters relating to going concern and using the going concern basis of accounting unless the 
appropriate governance structure either intends to liquidate the municipality or to cease 
operations, or has no realistic alternative but to do so. 
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Auditor-general’s responsibilities for the audit of the financial statements 

18. My objectives are to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements as a 
whole are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error, and to issue an 
auditor’s report that includes my opinion. Reasonable assurance is a high level of assurance, 
but is not a guarantee that an audit conducted in accordance with the ISAs will always detect a 
material misstatement when it exists. Misstatements can arise from fraud or error and are 
considered material if, individually or in aggregate, they could reasonably be expected to 
influence the economic decisions of users taken on the basis of these financial statements. 

19. A further description of my responsibilities for the audit of the financial statements is included 
in the annexure to this auditor’s report. 


Report on the audit of the annual performance report 


Introduction and scope

30. Some of the goods and services of a transaction value above R200 000 were procured without 
inviting competitive bids, as required by municipal supply chain management (SCM) regulation 
19(a). 
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other information 


31. The accounting officer is responsible for the other information. The other information 
comprises the information included in the annual report. The other information does not include 
the financial statements, the auditor’s report and those selected strategic objectives presented 
in the annual performance report that have been specifically reported in this auditor’s report. 

32. My opinion on the financial statements and findings on the reported performance information 
and compliance with legislation do not cover the other information and I do not express an 
audit opinion or any form of assurance conclusion thereon. 

33. In connection with my audit, my responsibility is to read the other information and, in doing so, 
consider whether the other information is materially inconsistent with the financial statements 
and the selected strategic objectives presented in the annual performance report, or my 
knowledge obtained in the audit, or otherwise appears to be materially misstated. 

34. If based on the work I have performed, I conclude that there is a material misstatement in this 
other information, I am required to report that fact. 

35.1 have nothing to report in this regard. 


Internal control deficiencies 


36. I considered internal control relevant to my audit of the financial statements, reported 
performance information and compliance with applicable legislation; however, my objective 
was not to express any form of assurance on it. The matters reported below are limited to the 
significant internal control deficiencies that resulted in the findings on compliance with 
legislation included in this report. 

Compliance monitoring 

37. The CIDB grading determines the maximum tender value that a contractor is capable of 
undertaking. Management awarded tenders to contractors that did not qualify for the contract 
in accordance with CIDB regulations as they deducted contingencies from the tendered value. 

38. Management replaced contractors without following a competitive bidding process as required 
by the SCM regulations. Management evaluated responsive bidders that were part of the initial 
bidding process without following SCM regulations.

EFFICIENCY AND EFFECTIVENESS OF INTERNAL CONTROL 

The Committee has considered the work performed by Internal Audit on a quarterly 
basis and has reviewed the findings by the Auditor-General on internal controls for the 
year ended 30 June 2018. The Audit Committee notes that there has been 
improvement in internal controls in the areas of financial statements, performance 
reporting and with overall improvement in the area of compliance with legislation with 
the exception of the issues raised by the Auditor-General which will be closely 
monitored. 

In line with section 62 (c) (ii) of the MFMA, Internal Audit provides the Audit Committee 
and Management with reasonable assurance that the internal controls are adequate 
and effective. This is achieved by an approved risk-based internal audit plan. Internal 
Audit assessing the adequacy of controls mitigating the risks and the Audit Committee 
monitoring implementation of corrective actions.

The Committee further wishes to draw attention to the following areas: 

Information Systems 

The Municipality has maintained the new financial system as well as a FIR/payroll 
system during the year under review to ensure compliance with the new MSCQA 
requirements. 

The new ICT Policy Framework has been formulated and the AC will monitor the 
progress and implementation of the new framework on a quarterly basis. The 
municipality has made progress to improve control over IT systems including user 
access, security management and disaster recovery. Areas for improvement that need 
management attention still remain. 

Resolving Internal Control Findings 

The audit committee noted improvement in the extent of external and internal audit 
findings resolved, however recurring Internal Audit findings still occurred. The different 
oversight bodies and individuals need to improve the monitoring of implementation of 
corrective actions and take appropriate sanctions where audit findings are not 
adequately addressed. 

Combined Assurance Framework 


The municipality has not yet adopted a formal combined assurance framework. This 
depends on the finalisation of a fully implemented enterprise risk management system. 
The communication and collaboration between the internal and external audit 
assurance providers can be seen as a positive step in combined assurance. 



ASSESSING AUDIT EFFECTIVENESS 


The Committee reviews internal audit quality throughout the year with an emphasis on 
audit governance, methodology, independence, scope of work and outputs. The 
committee remains concerned about the high vacancy rate and the level of skills 
available in the internal audit department. This important internal control component 
needs to receive the necessary support to contribute towards the achievement of 
objectives and sustained and improved performance. 

INDEPENDENCE STATEMENT 

The External Audit activities are performed by the Office of the Auditor General (SA). 

The Internal Audit activities are completed by an Internal Audit Activity that performs 
the work in terms of an Internal Audit Charter and an audit plan approved by the Audit 
Committee. 

PERFORMANCE MEASUREMENT 

The Committee has reviewed and given consideration to the in-year performance 
reports and performance results reported by management. Considerable 
improvements were noted in the effectiveness of the processes and the quality of 
information reported, however challenges are still experienced with the reliability of 
information reported. The Audit Committee is pleased that resources to drive and 
monitor the process for planning, monitoring and reporting of predetermined objectives 
have been allocated. 

RISK MANAGEMENT 

Risk management has improved at the municipality. A Risk Committee was 
established, and meetings were convened. The Audit Committee also notes the 
improvement in populating the risk registers and will monitor the usefulness of risk 
registers through-out the Municipality. The strategic risk register for the Municipality 
has been updated. 

CONCLUSION 

The Audit Committee accepts the AGSA’s opinion regarding the Annual Financial 
Statements and proposes that these Audited Annual Financial Statements be 
accepted and read together with AGSA’s report.
